The  JVetv  York  Infant  Asylum  was  organized  in 
1865.  Its  first  home  was  at  One  Hundred  and 
Sixth  Street  and  the  Boulevard,  its  next  home  was 
at  .  Yo.  2A  Clinton  Place,  JVew  York  City.  In  1872 
the  Infant  Asylum  acquired  a  country  home  at 
Flushing,  Long  Island.  Both  of  these  were 
subsequently  sold  by  the  institution.  In  1873  it 
acquired  the  property  at  Sixty-first  Street  and 
Amsterdam  Avenue  now  occupied  by  it.  In  1878 
it  purchased  its  country  home  at  Mount  Vernon. 

From  1881  to  1895,  the  Mw  York  Infant 
Asylum  has  received  and  cared  for  9,392  inmates. 


RULES  OF  ADMISSION. 


1.  Needy  women  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  of 
previously  good  character,  are  received  for  confinement; 
the  time  of  their  reception  being  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Managers;  and  they  are  required  to  remain  in 
the  Asylum  at  least  three  months  after  confinement.  Appli- 
cants from  any  other  county  will  be  admitted  to  the  Asylum 
only  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  its  Charter 
concerning  the  maintenance  of  such  applicants  and  their 
infants;  and  no  applicant  admitted  from  any  other  State 
than  New  York  can  become  in  any  manner  a  dependent 
upon  this  City  or  State. 

2.  No  woman  who  has  previously  given  birth  to  an  ille- 
gitimate child  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Asylum. 

3.  Mothers  when  discharged,  may  leave  their  infants  to 
the  care  of  the  Asylum,  provided  that  they  have  remained 
in  the  Asylum  for  one  year  subsequent  to  their  confine- 
ment. Should  they  leave  the  Asylum  at  an  earlier  period, 
they  may  be  required  to  take  their  infants  with  them. 

4.  Nursing  mothers,  with  their  infants,  are  received  in 
conformity  with  the  above  rules. 

5.  As  a  general  rule,  the  mother  is  expected  to  remain 
and  nurse  her  infant  for  one  year. 

6.  Exceptions  to  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  made  only 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Managers.

To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Neiu  York  Infant  Asylum. 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Medical  Board  has  ordered  to  be  submitted  to  you  the  following 
report  of  the  year  1894. 

In  explanation  of  the  following  classification  of  the  figures  of  the  report 
the  Board  wishes  to  say  that  it  has  seemed  best  to  divide  all  inmates  of  the 
Sixty-first  Street  House  into  two  classes— patients  in  the  House  of  Mater- 
nity and  patients  in  the  House  of  Reception.  The  former  are  in  the 
Asylum  for  the  purpose  of  delivery.  The  latter  are  in  the  building  merely 
temporarily,  in  the  process  of  admission  to  the  Mount  Vernon  Home. 

When,  therefore,  women  are  transferred  from  the  maternity  wards  to  the 
convalescent  wards,  they  are  considered  as  discharged  from  the  House  of 
Maternity  and  admitted  to  the  House  of  Reception,  whence  they  are,  in 
part,  subsequently  transferred  to  the  Mount  Vernon  Home  with  the  other 
inmates  of  the  actual  House  of  Reception.  It  has  seemed  to  the  Medical 
Board  that  such  a  classification  made  the  work  of  the  Asylum  more 
comprehensible.

Of  the  children  who  died,  60  were  under  six  months ;  29  between  six 
and  twelve  months ;  44  between  one  and  two  years;  12  between  two  and 
three  years ;  6  between  three  and  four  years,  and  1  between  five  and  ten 
years. 

During  the  spring  of  1894  influenza  was  widespread  throughout  the 
Institution,  followed  by  a  large  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  and  other 
pulmonary  disorders.  However,  there  were  but  eighteen  deaths  from 
pulmonary  diseases  during  the  year,  only  slightly  above  the  average 
number. 

The  death  rate  from  intestinal  diseases  in  1894  is  slightly  above  that  of 

1893.  But  the  average  of  both  years  is  so  considerably  below  that  of  1891 
and  1892,  as  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  a  milk  supply,  under  the 
direct  care  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Institution. 

Whooping-cough  has  existed  to  some  extent,  but  owing  to  careful 
isolation,  has  not  been  widespread.  Interest  has  centered  in  the  diphtheria 
epidemic  which  has  prevailed,  with  varying  intensity,  since  February  18, 

1894.  Previous  to  this,  there  was  a  period  of  immunity  of  about  two 
years. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  a  child,  while  still  in  reception  quarantine, 
who  had  been  sent  from  Sixty-first  street  on  February  6th.  No  other 
cases  developed  among  the  inmates  exposed  at  this  time. 

March  5,  1  case  in  new  hospital. 


These  two  cases  occupied  adjoining  cribs ;  both  were  malignant  and 
died  within  twenty-four  hours.  There  now  ensued  a  period  of  six  weeks 
without  the  occurrence  of  a  case. 

April  26,  1  case  in  sanitarium. 

April  27,  1  case  in  No.  1  cottage  (2). 

Three  weeks  previously  these  children  had  occupied  adjoining  cribs  in 
No.  1  cottage.  From  this  date  to  June  26,  there  were  sixteen  cases,  of 
which  nine  died.    No  further  cases  occurred  for  a  month  and  two  days. 


15,  1  case  in  new  hospital. 
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July  28,  two  cases  in  hospital.  These  were  malignant  and  died  in  twelve 
hours. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that,  just  previous  to  these  two  cases,  the  old 
cesspools  were  being  emptied  and  the  watery  portion  pumped  upon  the 
adjoining  ground,  to  the  east  of  the  hospital.  It  was  further  observed  that 
a  prevailing  east  wind  blew  an  intolerable  stench  in  the  direction  of,  and 
into  the  hospital.  This,  as  a  causative  factor  in  these  two  cases,  was  duly 
considered,  and  .ill  further  dumping  of  the  contents  of  the  cesspools  upon 
the  grounds  prohibited. 

New  cases  have  continued  to  appear  in  the  various  buildings,  to  the 
number  in  all  of  136,  of  which  16  were  adults.  Of  this  whole  number  34 
have  died,  a  death  rate  of  25  per  cent. 

A  careful  examination  was  made  by  the  attending  physicians  of  the 
condition  of  all  buildings,  as  to  their  contents,  surface  drainage  and  the 
state  of  the  cellar,  or  open  space  beneath  as  the  case  might  be.  A 
thorough  inspection,  with  the  assistance  of  an  expert  plumber,  was  made 
of  all  plumbing. 

The  former  custom  of  pumping  sewage  from  the  cesspools  out  upon 
the  ground  was  ordered  to  be  discontinued. 

An  entire  new  system  of  absorption  beds  was  inaugurated.  All  sewage 
matter  is  now  collected  in  receiving  basins  at  a  distance  from  the  buildings, 
where  it  is  disinfected  and  precipitated.  The  liquid  portion  passes  into  the 
absorption  beds,  and  the  solid  material  is  carted  to  the  most  distant  field 
belonging  to  the  institution  and  there  buried. 

For  the  purpose  of  more  effectual  quarantine  a  building  was  erected  in 
the  latter  part  of  April  for  infected  cases.  On  October  29th  another 
quarantine  building  was  begun,  and  is  now  in  active  use. 

All  except  actually  necessary  communication  between  cottages  was 
prohibited.  Children  were  ordered  to  come  to  the  dining-room  by  sections 
—  the  inmates  of  each  cottage  at  a  time.  All  transfers  between  the  various 
buildings  were  stopped.  Quarantine  of  infected  cases  was  rigidly  carried 
out.  There  was  a  daily  routine  examination  of  throats  throughout  the 
institution,  suspected  cases  being  at  once  quarantined  for  observation. 
After  September  14th  cultures  of  these  cases  were  taken  and  the  patient 
was  not  consigned  to  diptheria  quarantine  until  true  diphtheria  had  been 
proven  to  exist. 

All  buildings  have  been  disinfected  with  chlorine  gas  fumigation  and 
afterward  scrubbed  down  with  strong  bichloride  and  carbolic  acid  solution. 
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The  clothing  has  been  soaked  in  a  1:1000  bichloride  solution  for  twenty- 
four  hours. 

For  more  perfect  disinfection  a  large  copper-lined  receptacle  has  been 
built,  to  which  steam  is  supplied  under  pressure,  in  which  clothing  is 
sterilized.  This  has  been  in  successful  operation  since  November  10th. 
The  inmates  have  received  clean  clothing  and  a  thorough  bath  before  being 
returned  to  the  buildings. 

Disinfection  was  also  carried  on  by  the  generation  of  sulphurous  acid 
gas,  in  the  presence  of  steam.  Orders  were  given  that  physicians,  and  all 
others  engaged  in  quarantine,  have  no  communication  with  other  parts  of 
the  institution. 

Since  September  14th,  the  diagnosis  in  every  case  has  been  reached  by 
bacteriological  examination.  Up  to  October  24th,  the  examinations  were 
made  through  the  courtesy  of  New  York  City  Board  of  Health.  Since 
then  the  institution  has  been  provided  with  suitable  appliances  and  the  ex- 
aminations are  now  made  by  the  resident  staff. 

All  cases  containing  Klebs-Loeffler  bacilli  have  been  isolated  in  the  new 
quarantine  building  and  subjected  to  thorough  irrigation  of  the  nose  and 
throat. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  attending  physicians,  Drs.  Holt  and  Northrup 
have  repeatedly  visited  the  institution,  and  Dr.  J.  Lewis  Smith  has  also  been 
in  consultation.  In  addition  to  the  precautionary  measures  already  adopted, 
they  recommended  a  thorough  irrigation  daily  of  the  noses  and  throats  of 
all  the  children  in  the  institution  ;  and  after  again  thoroughly  disinfecting 
and  cleansing  all  buildings,  that  the  interiors  be  repainted.  Both  recom- 
mendations have  been  fully  carried  out. 

The  Health  Officer  of  Mount  Vernon  courteously  inspected  the  Institu- 
tion and  commended  all  the  measures  employed  as  to  the  correction  of 
sanitary  evils,  methods  of  cleanliness,  disinfection  and  quarantine.  He  pre- 
sented a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  affairs  to  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
which  professed  itself  satisfied  with  the  course  pursued,  and  the  matter  was 
referred  back  by  both  of  these  authorities  to  the  physicians  in  charge,  with 
their  approval  of  the  means  adopted  to  suppress  the  epidemic. 

In  view  of  the  persistent  and  repeated  outbreaks  in  No.  1  cottage,  and 
its  condition,  as  an  evident  centre  of  infection,  the  correction  of  which 
appears  impossible,  we  would  recommend  that  the  building  be  burned. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  close  boarding  of  the  spaces  beneath 
cottages  Nos.  2,  3  and  4  be  removed  and  its  place  supplied  by  an  open 
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lattice  work,  which  would  permit  the  free  circulation  of  air  under  the 
building. 

The  floors  of  all  the  cottages  arc  in  such  a  deplorable  condition,  so 
chipped  and  uneven,  as  to  render  them  a  constant  hiding  place  for  germs 
and  consequent  source  of  infection. 

We  would  recommend  that,  after  thorough  disinfection,  by  such  means 
as  may  be  determined  upon,  they  be  covered  by  narrow  boards  of  superior 
quality  and  fine  grain.

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ACT 


Of  Incorporation  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum. 


The  original  Act  incorporating  the  New  York  Infant 
ASYLUM  is  Chapter  106  of  the  Laws  of  1865.  This  Act  was 
amended  by  Chapter  263  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  and  Chapter 
90  of  the  Laws  of  1877.  As  amended  the  Act  reads  as 
follows  : 

Section  i.  Edward  Delafield,  M.  D.,  Charles  Ely,  Earl  Douglas,  Ebenezer  P. 
Rogers,  D.  D.,  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  D.  D.,  Richard  F.  Carman,  Stephen 
Smith,  M.  D.,  John  David  Wolfe,  James  F.  DePeyster,  Willard  Parker,  M.  D., 
George  Jones,  Joel  Foster,  M.  D.,  William  C.  Prime  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  New 
York  Infant  Asylum,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  prescribed  and 
specified  in  title  three,  chapter  eighteen,  part  one,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 
shall  have  power  to  take  real  and  personal  estate,  by  gift,  devise,  demise,  bequest 
or  purchase;  but  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  nor  shall  the  property  or  income  of  such  corporation  be  ap- 
plied or  appropriated  to  any  purpose  other  than  as  specified  in  this  act. 

§  2.  The  objects  of  said  corporation  are  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  found- 
lings and  other  infant  children  of  the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  may  be 
entrusted  to  their  charge  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  provide  for  their  support, 
and  moral,  physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education  ;  also  to  provide  such 
lying  in  wards  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  the 
maternal  abandonment  of  homeless  infants,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and 
personal  sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

§  3.  The  property,  business  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  at  least  seventeen  members,  and  the  persons  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  together  with  the  ex  officio  members  hereinafter 
named,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers.  All  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  the  board,  excepting  of  ex  officio  members,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board 
at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The  members  constituting  the  board 
of  managers  may  at  any  time  be  increased  by  vote  of  the  board  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  ;  provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  not  be  increased 
so  as  to  consist  of  more  than  thirty  members. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  President  of  the  Board  of,  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  of  said  City  and  County  of  New  York,  and  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Police,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex  officio  managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  managers,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  but  no  purchase,  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  real  estate,  nor  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation, 
nor  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  board,  nor  any  contract  involving  an  expendi- 
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ture  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  the  number  con- 
stituting the  board  of  managers  be  increased,  nor  any  by-law  be  adopted, 
amended  or  appealed  without  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  managers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  procure  or  erect  and 
maintain,  either  within  the  City  of  New  York  or  in  some  other  suitable  and  con- 
venient place  within  the  State  of  New  York,  and  distant  not  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  City  of  New  York,  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  an  asylum 
for  such  children  as  may  be  entrusted  to  and  received  by  them  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  shall  have  power  also  to  procure  or  erect  and  maintain, 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  a  house  of  reception  where  such  children  may  be 
first  received  and  temporarily  accommodated.  Whenever  any  child  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  said  corporation  in  such  house  of  reception,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  eight  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  next  succeeding,  to  place  such  child  in  their  asylum;  but 
such  child  shall  remain  in  said  house  of  reception  for  said  period  of  thirty  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged  and  removed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.    The  said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  under  care  and  management 

(1)  Children  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York 
abandoned  or  deserted,  as  hercinalter  specified. 

(2)  Children  of  like  age,  born  out  of  wedlock,  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of 
the  mother,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(3)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  father  or  whose  mother  is  dead,  and  whose 
surviving  parent  is,  for  any  cause,  unable  to  maintain  them,  and  who,  by  consent 
in  writing  of  such  surviving  parent,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(4)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  parents  are,  from  any  cause,  unable  to  main- 
tain them,  and  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of  the  father,  or,  in  case  the  father 
should  have  been  legally  declared  an  habitual  drunkard  or  a  lunatic,  or  shall  be 
mprisoned  on  conviction  of  crime,  or  shall  have  been  legally  declared  to  have 
•abandoned  his  family,  then,  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  mother,  may  be  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

(5)  Children  of  like  age,  having  no  parent  living,  and  who,  by  consent  in 
writing  of  their  guardian,  or  nearest  relative  of  full  age,  may  be  entrusted  to  said 
corporation. 

(6)  Children  of  like  age,  who  may  be  transferred  and  entrusted  to  said  cor- 
poration by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York. 

§  7.  Children  entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  the  voluntary  act  of  their 
parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relations,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  the  lawful  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation.  Such  entrusting  shall 
be  made  and  evidenced  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  in  form  substantially  as 
follows,  viz.:  I,  A.  B.  (father,  mother,  guardian  or  nearest  relative,  as  the  case 
may  be),  of  a  (male  or  female,  as  the  case  may  be)  infant  child  ;  aged  , 
named  (or  not  named,  as  the  case  may  be),  born  at  ,  do 

hereby  surrender  and  entrust  to  the  New  York  Infant  Asvlum,  for  the  period  of 
years,  the  entire  management  and  control  of  such  child,  and  do 
hereby  assign  to  and  invest  said  corporation  with  the  same  powers  and  control 
over  said  child  as  those  of  which  I  am  possessed. 

§  8.  Whenever  any  child  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  shall  be  found  on 
any  street,  avenue,  highway,  lane,  alley,  public  place,  dock,  pier,  vacant  lot  or 
yard,  or  in  any  vacant  or  uninhabited  room,  house,  tenement,  shed  or  building  ot 
any  kind,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  abandoned  or  deserted,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  policeman  or  other  person  so  finding  such  child  to  take,  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  taken,  to  the  house  of  reception  that  may  be  provided  by  said  corporation  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  place  such  child  in  the  custody  of  such  corporation, 
thereupon  making  and  subscribing,  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in 
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said  house  of  reception  by  said  corporation,  an  entry  in  writing  describing  such 
child  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  setting  forth  with  particularity  the  time  and  place, 
when  and  where,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  by  whom  such  child 
was  so  found,  abandoned  or  deserted. 

8  9.  The  said  corporation  shall  immediately  thereupon  cause  a  notice,  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form,  with  the  blanks  properly  filled  and  subscribed  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  said  house  of  reception,  to  be  furnished  to  the  Metro- 
politan Police  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  in  each  o( 
the  police  station  houses  in  said  city,  viz.: 

Notice.— This  is  to  certify  that  a  child  of  about  the  age  of  ,  hair 

,  eyes  ,  color  ,  was  on  the  day 

of  ,  i'8       ,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York  abandoned  or  deserted,  and 

has  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  and,  unless  re- 
claimed,  according  to  law,  within  thirty  days,  such  child  will  remain  in  the 
charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation. 

Dated  •       ,  18    ,  Superintendent. 

§  10.  If,  within  said  period  of  thirty  days  after  such  noiice  shall  have  been 
so  posted,  any  person  so  claiming  to  be  the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  make  oath  thereof  before  some  magistrate  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
such  magistrate  shall  thereupon  issue  a  summons  to  said  corporation  to  appear 
before  him.  at  a  time  and  place  10  be  specified,  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
four,  days  from  the  service  thereof,  to  attend  the  hearing  of  said  claim,  for  such 
child,  and  with  said  summons  shall  be  served  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  so  made 
before  said  magistrate.  Upon  the  hearing,  if  the  claimant  shall  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
make  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  such  child  to  such  claimant.  And  the  said 
claimant  may  thereupon  remove  the  said  child  from  the  custody  of  the  said  cor- 
poration; provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  to  such  magis- 
trate that  such  claimant  from  habitual  drunkenness,  or  other  vicious  or  depraved 
habits  or  mode  of  life,  cr  from  indigency  or  lunacy,  or  other  cause,  is  an  unfit  or 
improper  person  to  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  child,  he  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  said  claim,  and  remand  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said 
corporation.  And  in  case  upon  the  hearing  the  claimant  shall  fail  to  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  then  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  claim,  and  remand  the  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

S  11.  In  case  no  such  claim  shall  be  made  within  the  said  period  of  thirty 
days,  or,  bein  g  made  within  that  period,  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  magistrate, 
then  such  child  shall  remain  and  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  lawiul  care  and  custody 
of  the  said  corporation,  if  a  female,  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male 
until  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  said  corporation, 
as  hereinafter  provided.  ■ 

8  12  If  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  any  child  so  found  abandoned 
or  deserted  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  the  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion, as  above  provided,  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board I  of 
Managers  or  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  County  Judge,  that  such  child 
was  tor  any  cause  wrongfully  or  improvidently  so  entrusted,  the  said  Board  shall 
thereupon,  upon  application  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  said  child,  discharge 
the  said  child,  and  restore  it  to  such  parents  or  guardian,  and  in  case  at  any 
time  after  such  abandoned  or  deserted  child  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  said 
corporation  it  shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  such  child  and  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  expedient  or  proper  to 
discharge  such  child,  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  may,  in  their  discretion, 
thereupon  discharge  such  child,  and  restore  it  to  its  parents  guardian  or  other 
protector  on  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  board  may  deem 
right  and  proper. 
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§  13.  Whenever  any  child,  being  in  the  custody  of  the  said  corporation, 
shall,  by  the  commission  of  any  crime,  or  by  confirmed  evil  habits,  have  become 
so  degraded  or  debased  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers,  to  be  an  im- 
proper subject  for  the  care  and  management  of  said  corporation,  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  such  child  into  the  custody  of  some  magis- 
trate or  other  competent  authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  due  course  of  law. 

§  14.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power,  when  the  children  in  their 
care  shall  respectively  attain  a  proper  age,  to  procure  the  adoption  of  suitable 
foster-parents  ot  such  children  as  may  properly  be  so  adopted  out,  to  place  them 
at  suitable  employments  and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  suitable  branches  of 
knowledge,  and  at  discretion  to  bind  out  or  indenture  such  children,  when  of 
suitable  ages,  as  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants,  to  some  profession,  trade  or  em- 
ployment, lor  such  time  or  period  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, in  the  case  of  girls,  to  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  in  the  case  of  boys,  to  the 
age  of  twenty-oneyears;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  children  volun- 
tarily entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  their  parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relatives, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  bind  out  or  indenture  any 
such  child  (or  a  period  beyond  the  time  for  which  such  children  have  been  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

§  15.  No  person  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been  bound  to  service  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  shall  assign 
or  transfer  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  to  any  other  person,  nor  let  or  hire 
out  for  any  period  the  services  of  such  child,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
said  corporation;  and  upon  granting  any  such  consent  the  said  corporation  may 
prescribe  and  impose  any  terms  and  conditions  they  may  deem  reasonable  and 
proper;  and  every  such  assignment,  when  duly  made  with  consent  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  the  effect  to  transter  to  and  vest  in  the  assignee  all  the  rights  of  the 
original  master;  and  such  assignee  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  original  master. 

§  16.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  master  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been 
bound  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of  the 
assignee  of  any  such  master,  then  such  death  shall  have  the  effect  to  cancel  and 
annul  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  ;  and  thereupon  the  said  corporation 
shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  ol  such  child,  and  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was 
made. 

§  17.  Any  indenture  or  contract  of  service  by  which  any  child  shall  have 
been  bound  out  under  the  provisions  ol  this  act,  may,  by  the  mutual  consent  of 
the  master  or  the  assignee  and  the  said  corporation,  be  cancelled  and  annulled 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  thereupon 
the  said  corporation  shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  of  such  child,  and 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or 
contract  of  service  was  made. 

§  18.  If  any  master  or  assignee  shall  be  guilty  of  any  cruelty  or  misusage 
towards  any  child  so  bound  out  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  and  provide  proper  food  and  clothing  to  such  child,  or 
shall  commit  any  other  breach  or  violation  ot  the  terms  of  the  indenture  or  con- 
tract ot  service  under  w  hich  such  child  is  held,  such  child  or  any  person  in  its 
behalf,  may  make  complaint  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  to  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  where  such  child  is  held  to  service,  or  to  the  mayor,  recorder  or  an  alder- 
man, or  any  other  magistrate  of  any  city  where  such  child  is  so  held  to  service, 
who  shall  thereupon  summon  the  said  master  or  assignee  to  appear  before  them 
or  him,  and  shall  examine  into,  hear  and  determine  such  complaint;  and  if,  upon 
such  hearing,  the  said  complaint  shall  appear  to  be  well  founded,  they  or  he  shall, 
by  certificate  in  writing,  discharge  such  child  from  the  obligation  of  service,  and 
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restore  such  child  to  the  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation,  and  with  the  like 
power  as  before  the  said  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was  made  ;  and  the  said 
master  or  assignee' shall  also  be  liable  to  the  said  corporation,  in  a  civil  action,  for 
the  breach  of  the  agreement. 

S  10  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  guardian 
of  every  child  bound  out  or  held  for  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  see  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  be  faithfully  performed  by  the  master  or 
assignee,  and  that  such  child  is  properly  treated.  And  they  shall  inquire  into 
the  treatment  of  such  child  and  redress  any  grievance  in  manner  prescribed  by 
law. 

8  20  Every  master  or  assignee  to  whom  any  child  shall  be  bound  or  held  to 
service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months 
during  such  term  of  service,  report  in  writing  to  the  Hoard  of  Managers  ot  the 
said  corporation,  the  conduct  or  behavior  of  such  child,  and  whether  such  child  is 
iivinir  under  the  care  of  the  person  to  whom  such  child  was  originally  bound,  and 
if  not  where  and  with  whom  such  child  is  living.  And  all  indentures  and  con- 
tracts'of  service  made  under  this  act  shall  in  terms  provide  for  such  report  being 
made. 

s  21  All  damages  that  may  be  recovered  and  received  by  said  corporation  of 
any  master  or  assignee  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  the  indenture  or  contract  ot 
service  by  which  any  child  shall  be  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  of  recovering  and  collecting  the 
same  shall  be  held  by  the  said  corporation,  in  trust  for,  and  paid  over  to  said 
child';  if  a  female,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male,  at  the  age  ot 
twenty-one  years  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  child  shall  die  before  attaining 
such  age,  the  said  damages  shall  revert  and  belong  to  the  said  corporation. 

S  22  In  each  and  every  year  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  shall  levy  and  collect  by  tax,  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges  and  expenses  ot 
the  city  and  county  are  levied  and  collected,  and  pay  over  to  said  corporation  a 
sum  of  money  at  the  rate  of  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  in  monthly  payments,  for 
each  and  every  child  received  and  maintained  by  said  asylum;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  said  city  to  reimburse  and  pay  over  the  difference 
between  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  and  the  amount  actually  received  by  said 
asylum  from  said  supervisors  since  the  passage  of  the  amendment  dated  April 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  to  the  aforesaid  act  of  incorporation 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.  It  is  further  provided,  that  whenever  any 
homeless  or  needy  mother  has  received  care  and  attendance  in  the  lying-in  wards 
of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  managers  of  said  asylum  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county  treasurer,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  said  care  and  obstetric  attendance,  and  when- 
ever  any  mother  thus  domiciled  and  attended  at  the  birth  of  her  child,  and  when- 
ever any  other  homeless  or  needy  mother  with  a  nursing  infant,  resides  at  the 
asylum  by  the  request  of  its  officers,  and  wet-nurses  her  own  infant,  the  managers 
of  said  institution  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county 
treasurer  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  per  month,  and  proportionally  for  any  rac 
tion  of  a  month,  lor  each  mother  so  remaining  under  their  charge  in  said  asylum, 
provided  such  residence  shall  exceed  the  period  of  two  months,  to  be  paid,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  in  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annual  payments,  as  said  mana- 
gers may  request;  but  the  managers  of  the  said  institution  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  said  monthly  allowance  for  a  longer  period  than  for  one  year  for  any 
mother  so  remaining. 

S  2T,  Whenever  any  child,  properly  chargeable  upon  the  fund  placed  by  law 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration, shall,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  intrusted  and  supported  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  fund  the  sums  that  are  respect- 
ively designated  and  determined  by  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  section  ot 


this  act,  for  the  infants  and  children  of  the  two  classes  of  ages  in  the  said  section 
respectively  named. 

§  24.  Schools  may  be  established  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation, 
and  shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Common  School  fund  in  the  same 
manner  and  degree  as  the  common  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York, 
and  the  amount  so  distributed  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corl 
poration. 

§  25.  The  Hoard  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fourth  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  make  to  the  Legislature  and 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  a  detailed  report 
of  the  whole  number  of  children  received  by  the  said  corporation  during  the  year 
preceding,  specifying  the  age,  sex,  residence,  place  of  nativity,  and  also  the 
nationality  of  parents  when  it  can  be  ascertained,  and  whether  the  parents  are 
living  or  dead,  are  temperate  or  intemperate;  and  as  to  all  the  children  in  their 
charge  during  the  preceding  year,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to  instruction,  the 
nature  and  amount  of  punishment,  the  cases  of  disease,  the  number  apprenticed  or 
bound  out  to  service,  the  number  escaped,  the  number  of  deaths,  the  number  re- 
stored to  parents  or  guardians,  or  otherwise  discharged,  and  also  such  information 
as  they  may  have  received  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  have  been  bound  out  or 
apprenticed,  as  well  as  the  facts  generally  in  relation  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties  by  those  at  service;  also  the  industrial  occupation  and  pursuits  of  those  at 
service;  also  the  receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  corporation, 
and  its  general  operations,  with  their  results. 

§  26.  The  asylum  and  house  of  reception  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York,  in  any  reasonable  manner  that  may  be  directed  by  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cause  said 
asylum  and  house  of  reception  to  be  visited  and  inspected  at  least  twice  each  year. 

§  27.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  may  receive  children  in  said 
house  of  reception,  similarly  situated,  from  other  counties  in  this  State,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
of  such  counties  respectively.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
counties  shall  have  the  same  power  to  send  children,  under  such  agreement,  to 
said  house  of  reception,  as  the  said  managers  have  under  this  act,  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  children  of  said  counties. 

§  28.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Adopted  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  January  16,  1894. 


article  1. 

Of  Managers. 

Section  1  When  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  except  in 
the  case  of  ex  officio  managers,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
tician^ at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  a  person  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  but  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  such  nom.na  .on  unt  1  the  *  SUC- 
cecding  regular  meeting,  when  the  election  shall  proceed  by  ballot.  Any  person 
receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  prese nt,  provided  a  majority  of  all  the 
managers  then  holding  office  are  present,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec  2.  If  any  manager  other  than  an  ex  officio  manager  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  to  make  satisfactory  excuse  in 
writing  for  non-attendance  for  a  period  of  one  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
at  their  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  such  manager  vacant  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  any  meeting  consisting  of  a  majority  of  all  the  managers  then 
in  office. 

Sfc  *  Whenever  the  whole  number  of  managers  then  in  office,  including  the 
ex  ^managers,  shall  be  less  than  the  full  number  of  thirty,  as  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  Incorporation,  vacancies  to  that  extent  shall  be  deemed  to  exist. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  Officers  of  the  Corporation. 
Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  a 
p  od  of  one  year  from  the  date  oYtheir  election,  or  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They  shall  be 
chosen  bv  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  before  an  Annual  Meeting  may  be  filled  a  any  regular 
meeting  at  which  a  majority  of  the  Managers  then  holding  office  shall  be  present, 
and  the  officers  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Sec  2  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration and  By-Laws.    He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Sec  %  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  o  inabi  ity  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
Presklent.  Should  he  be  unable  to  act,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers .and 
documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  of  all  securities  owned  by 
it  arid  all  moneys  belonging  to  it.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Corporate 
Seal  to  be  usedyonl  unlerShe  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall 
keep  an  account  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  Institution  approved  by 
rhePBo  rd  o?  Managers,  and  shall  deposit  therein  all 

receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
rece  pts  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution  or  as  may  be 
required  by  die  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  a  resolution 
ofthe Board  of  Managers,  or  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee  He  shall 
present  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  each  regular  meeting  a  report  of  all  funds 
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received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  the  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  keep  a  complete  list  of 
names  of  subscribers  and  donors.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Hoard  of  Managers  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  specifically  direct. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  notify  all  officers  and  managers  of  their  election,  intorm  managers  of 
their  appointment  on  committees,  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  name  and  resi- 
dence ot  each  manager,  and  conduct  all  correspondence.  He  shall  inform  man- 
agers of  all  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least  five  days  before  the 
meeting.  In  case  of  special  meetings  he  shall  inform  the  managers  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  set  for  such  meeting.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Committees. 

Section  r.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  the  President  shall  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees from  among  the  managers,  viz. :  An  Executive  Committee,  a  Finance 
Committee,  a  Nominating  Committee,  an  Auditing  Committee,  a  House  Com- 
mittee, an  Inspection  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary 
Regulation,  and  a  Committee  on  Adoption;  also  such  other  standing  committees 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Corpo- 
ration. The  managers  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  their  election  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancies  in  the  com- 
mittees as  may  occur  during  the  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  managers,  three  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month  at  the  House  of  Reception,  and  may  hold  special 
meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by  the  Chairman,  or  two  members  of  the 
Committee.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  pro- 
vided such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those  established  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  They  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its 
affairs,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  They  shall  audit 
all  bills  and  accounts  for  payment,  and  at  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  authorize 
such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  repairs  or  disbursements  exceed  $500,  without  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  excepting  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and  supplies. 

In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  Matron,  Clerk,  or  other  em- 
ployee shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  for  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  may 
suspend  the  offenders  and  report  the  case  to  the  Board  ot  Managers  at  their  next 
meeting,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  appoint.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  appoint, 
subject  to  the  order  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  such  salaries 
as  they  may  direct,  such  additional  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and  may  discharge  the  same  at  pleasure. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  their  stated  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  finances  of  the  Corporation,  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  increasing  its 
funds  as  the  Board  of  Managers  from  time  to  time  direct.  Three  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  of  whom 
the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  All  nominations 
for  positions  on  the  Medical  Hoard,  or  under  the  Medical  Hoard,  or  on  the  House 
Staff,  or  for  the  position  of  Matron,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Hoard 
of  Managers  the  name  of  some  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers,  who  shall 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  together  with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Hoard  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who  shall 
direct  and  control  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  for  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  7.  The  Inspection  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers  to  serve  each 
month,  and  during  such  term  of  service  they  shall  inspect  all  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, inquire  into  the  behavior  of  all  attendants;  the  quality  of  the  food;  shall 
examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  confer  with  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons as  to  the  condition  of  the  work.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and 
shall  enter  therein  at  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which 
book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings.  If  any  manager 
thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  procure  some  other  manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

This  inspection  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Sixty- first  Street 
House,  and  once  a  month  at  Mount  Vernon. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary  Regulations  shall 
consist  of  five  managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  buildings  of  the  Corporation  and  the  health  of  their  inmates,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee,  with  such  assistance 
and  advice  from  the  Medical  Hoard  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

The  Committee  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  on  Adoption  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  adoption  of  children,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Sec.  10.  All  standing  committees  shall  be  required  to  report  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Ladies'  Committees. 

The  President  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting  appoint  a  committee  of 
ten  ladies  to  visit  the  House  of  Reception  in  New  York  City,  and  a  committee  of 
six  ladies  to  visit  the  Country  Home  at  Mount  Vernon.  These  committees  shall, 
through  their  respective  chairmen,  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  President  of 
the  Corporation  on  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Reception  and  of 
the  Country  Home. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Physicians. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  upon  the  recom- 
mendation and  approval  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  two  consulting  physicians 
and  two  consulting  obstetricians;  one  attending  physician  and  three  attending 
obstetricians  for  the  House  of  Reception  and  Lying-in  Department;  one  attending 
physician  for  the  Country  Home;  and  a  medical  registrar.  They  shall  together 
constitute  the  Medical  Board.  They  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed.    No  manager  shall  be  appointed  to  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint  annually  upon  the  recommendation 
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and  approval  l>y  the  Nominating  Committee,  a  consulting  sanitarian  and  an  attend- 
ing sanitarian. 

Sec.  2.  The  consulting  physicians  and  consulting  obstetricians  may  be  called 
upon  for  advice  in  important  cases. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  resident  physician  in  each  branch  of  the  Asylum, 
and  such  assistant  resident  physicians  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  neces- 
sary. They  shall  be  graduates  in  medicine  and  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Board  to  the  Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.    The  resident  physicians  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

Sec.  4.  The  service  of  the  attending  physician  at  the  House  of  Reception  and 
at  the  Country  Home,  respectively,  shall  be  continuous.  Each  attending  obste- 
tncian  in  his  turn  shall  be  on  duty  for  three  months  consecutively. 

Sec.  5.  The  attending  physician  and  attending  obstetrician  on  duty  shall  visit 
the  Asylum  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Sec.  6.  The  Medical  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  The  first  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  the  month 
of  February;  at  which  meeting  the  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  in  his  absence,  how- 
ever, there  shall  be  elected  a  chairman  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Medical  Board  shall  each  month  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  This  report  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  number  ot  confinements  during  the  month;  the  existence  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  if  any,  and  any  other  matters  that  the  Medical  Board  may  deem 
ot  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  inmates,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions thereon  as  they  may  desire  to  make  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Medical  Board  shall  make  to  the  Board  of  Managers  an 
annual  report  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  The  Medical  Board  shall  recommend  a  Curator  and  Pathologist  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  conduct  all  post  mortem  examinations,  to  make  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examinations  when  necessary,  and  to  preserve  and  properly  arrange  all 
specimens  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  vacancies  occur  in  the  Medical  Board,  the  Medical  Board  may 
suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the  names  of  suitable  physicians  to  fill  such 
vacancies.  The  Nominating  Committee,  if  it  approves  of  the  physicians  so 
suggested,  may,  from  among  them,  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
appointment,  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  the  vacancies.. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  Securities. 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  all  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value  shall  be 
kept  in  a  sate  in  the  vault  of  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation.  Access  to  the  safe  containing  the  securities  shall  only  be  had  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  by  two  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  A 
record  shall  be  made  of  each  visit  to  the  vault  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose 
stating  over  the  signature  of  the  visitors  all  changes  made  in  the  contents  of  the 
safe,  and,  when  no  changes  are  made,  the  object  of  the  visit.  This  record  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its  next  subsequent  meeting.  The 
principal  of  no  stock  or  bond  shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer,  nor  shall  any 
changes  be  made  in  the  investments  of  the  Corporation  without  authority  in 
writing  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Meetings. 

SECTION  i  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
January,  and  of  each  alternate  month  thereafter,  at  8.30  i>.  M.,  at  the  House  of 
Reception  at  61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of 
five  managers,  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary;  the  time,  place  and  particular 
object  of  the  meeting  shall  be  specified  in  the  call. 

SEC  2  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year,  at  8.30  v.  M.,  at  the  House  of  Reception, 
61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  business  of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  as  follows:

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read. 

The  Treasurer's  Report.

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Of  Matrons. 

Matrons  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Asylum  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
They  shall  keep  such  books  and  records,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a  clerk  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  office,  which  shall  be  located  in  the  House  of  »«*ptem  at  tat 
Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue.  He  shall  perform  such  other  dut.es  as  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  Executive  Committee  may  require. 

Sec  2  All  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Corporation,  except  those  other- 
wise  provided  for,  shall  be  kept  in  this  office,  and  open  to  inspection  of  the 
managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  revised  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  provided  a 
majority  of  the  managers  then  in  office  shall  be  present,  by  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  persons  present;  provided,  furthermore,  that  any  proposed  revision 
or  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  wiring  at 
the  preceding  meeting.

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ADDRESS 

BY 

DR.    STEPHEN  SMITH 

OF  THE 

STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum, 
held  January  21st,  1896,  Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  a  member  of 
the  State  Board  of  Charities,  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  made  an  address  to  the 
Board  of  Managers,  ot  which  the  following  is  a  summary 
prepared  by  himself: 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  had  its  origin  in  the  efforts  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Richmond,  an  Episcopalian  clergyman  of  this  city,  to  reform  a  class 
of  unfortunate  young  women  whom  he  found  in  the  Maternity  Wards  of 
Bellevue  Hospital,  in  his  visits  of  mercy  to  that  institution.  In  many 
instances  they  were  virtuous  persons  who  had  been  betrayed  under  promise 
of  marriage,  and  were  desirous  of  leading  virtuous  lives.  As  the  wards  of 
the  Hospital  were  open  to  the  public  on  certain  days  of  the  week,  the 
maternity  division  was  visited  by  procuresses,  who  succeeded  in  tempting 
these  women  to  enter  disorderly  houses  as  soon  as  they  were  able  to  leave. 
Discouraged  in  his  efforts  to  rescue  them  by  persuasion  and  the  offer  of  a 
home,  he  concluded  that  if  he  could  provide  a  private  maternity  where  the 
young  mother  could  remain  and  care  for  her  child  for  a  year,  not  only  would 
her  maternal  instincts  induce  her  to  remain,  but  the  child,  nursed  by  its 
mother,  would  have  a  much  better  chance  of  living. 

Mr.  Richmond  died  with  this  project  little  more  than  publicly  expressed, 
but  his  wife  immediately  attempted  to  realize  her  husband's  long-cherished 
charitable  purpose.  She  agitated  the  subject  among  friends,  and  succeeded, 
in  1865,  in  securing  from  the  Legislature  the  Charter  of  the  New  York 
Infant  Asylum.     Among  the  incorporators  were  Drs.  VYillard  Parker, 
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James  F.  dePeyster,  Edward  Delafield,  Joel  Foster,  Richard  Carman 
Jonathan  De  Wolfe,  and  other  gentlemen  of  equal  reputation. 

The  Trustees  rented  a  building,  which  is  still  standing,  at  West  104th 
Street  and  West  End  Avenue,  and  opened  it  for  the  reception  of  infants  in 
the  summer  of  1865.  The  building  was  an  old  wooden  structure  and 
scarcely  fitted  for  occupation.  Mrs.  Richmond,  though  in  very  poor  health, 
was  elected  as  its  Superintendent,  and  several  ordinary  nurses  were  engaged. 
The  children  were  for  the  most  part  fed  in  accordance  with  the  methods 
of  that  time,  but  with  most  disastrous  results.  The  patients  died  in  such 
numbers  as  to  completely  thwart  the  purposes  of  the  organization.  After 
a  struggle  of  upwards  of  two  years  Mrs.  Richmond  died,  leaving  the  Insti- 
tution greatly  embarrassed  financially. 

The  work  was  given  up  until  about  187 1-2,  when  the  Society  was  re- 
organized, chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Alice  Sanford,  and  her  father, 
Gen.  Sanford.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  Church  of  Dr.  Mont- 
gomery, corner  of  Madison  avenue  and  35th  street.  Mr.  Ely  was  chosen 
President,  Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Levi  M.  Bates,  Treasurer. 

In  the  reorganization  it  was  determined  to  carry  out  more  fully  Mr. 
Richmond's  original  plan  of  providing  a  maternity  for  the  class  of  women 
who  sought  refuge  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  to  supplement  the  work  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Charity,  in  caring  for  destitute  children.  The  mortality 
of  these  children  in  the  institutions  on  the  Island  was  admitted  to  be  nearly 
100  per  cent.  The  nurses  were  women  committed  for  drunkenness,  and 
the  food  was  ordinary  cows'  milk.  In  the  Summer  months  very  few 
children  survived  to  the  end  of  the  month  of  August. 

The  method  proposed  was  to  open  a  home  for  these  women  where  they 
could  be  received  several  months  before  confinement,  and  where  they  could 
remain  nine  to  ten  months  after.  This  Home  was  to  be  under  the  care  of 
a  competent  matron,  with  a  woman  physician,  and  to  be  pervaded  by  those 
moral  and  religious  influences  most  likely  to  elevate  the  character  of  the 
inmates.  To  this  end  also  a  number  of  influential  ladies  were  invited  and 
became  active  members  of  the  Board.  It  was  on  this  feature  of  our  re- 
organization that  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Asylum  rested.  It 
was  essentially  a  woman's  work,  and  not  until  such  skilled  hands  and 
sympathetic  minds  as  Miss  Sandford,  Mrs.  Gibbons  and  Mrs.  Garrison 
were  brought  into  the  governing  body  was  success  assured. 

The  Commissioners  of  Charity  opposed  the  effort  of  the  Society  to 
secure  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  the  City  to  pay  a  per  capita  allow- 
ance for  the  maintenance  of  the  destitute  children  committed  to  its  care. 
The  bill,  however,  passed,  but  it  was  modified  so  as  to  give  the  Commis- 
sioners the  power  annually  to  fix  the  per  capita  rate  which  was  not  to  exceed 
the  actual  cost  of  maintenance  on  the  Island. 

The  Commissioners  fixed  the  rate  at  $1.33  per  week,  a  sum  which  pre- 
vented the  Society  from  employing  wet  nurses,  or  purchasing  any  form  of 
artificial  food.     The  Society,  however,  accepted  the  situation,  rented  a 
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building  in  Eighth  Street,  near  Broadway,  and  began  operations.  The 
funds  of  the  Society  were  increased  by  the  energy  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Bates,  and  every  means  necessary  to  success  was  provided.  The  result  sus- 
tained the  assertions  of  the  most  sanguine  members  of  the  Board,  for  the 
mortality  scarcely  exceeded  9  per  cent,  as  against  96  per  cent,  on  the  Island. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  vast  influence  of  that  first  year's  experi- 
ment on  the  saving  of  child  life  in  the  City  of  New  York.  The  Commis- 
sioners of  Charity  immediately  took  the  alarm,  and  built  and  equipped  the 
Infant  Asylum  on  Randall's  Island,  where  the  mortality  was  reduced  to 
less  than  20  per  cent.  The  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  under  Mrs. 
Dubois,  secured  a  change  of  the  law  placing  that  Institution  on  the  same 
basis  as  this  Asylum,  and  from  that  date  the  mortality  of  children  in  its 
care  has  been  little  more  than  12  per  cent.  Following  that,  Sister  Irene 
obtained  a  charter  for  the  Foundling  Asylum,  based  on  the  law  of  the 
Infant  Asylum,  and  with  the  care  of  2,000  children  in  the  most  variable 
condition  as  regards  the  prospect  of  living,  has  a  mortality  of  less  than  20 
per  cent.  Still  other  institutions  have  been  founded  on  the  basis  of  this 
Asylum,  and  are  meeting  with  the  same  success  in  saving  child  life. 

Meantime,  the  Infant  Asylum,  which  may  be  regarded  as  the  parent 
institution  of  that  class  which  have  the  care  of  the  City's  destitute  children, 
has  continued  to  enlarge  its  work,  and  now  ranks  among  the  most  useful 
charities  of  the  City  of  New  York.  Its  founders  have  for  the  most  part 
passed  away,  but  the  institution  which  they  planned  with  so  much  care  is, 
as  the  years  elapse,  more  and  more  largely  fulfilling  the  beneficent  mission 
of  its  projectors,  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  and  his  wife.

The  Committee  on  Adoption  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report  that  during  the  year  1895  nine  children  were 
adopted,  viz.,  five  boys  and  four  girls. 

In  addition  to  those  fully  adopted,  as  above,  nine  children, 
viz.,  three  boys  and  six  girls,  were  placed  out  with  a  view  to 
subsequent  adoption.  Of  these  two,  both  girls,  were  re- 
turned to  the  Asylum  as  unsatisfactory  to  the  parties  pro- 
posing to  adopt ;  leaving  at  the  date  of  this  report  seven 
children,  viz.,  three  boys  and  four  girls,  out  on  probation 
subject  to  future  adoption. 

The  Committee  take  pleasure  in  expressing  their  belief 
that  the  nine  completed  adoptions  above  reported  have 
been  made  under  conditions  most  favorable  to  the  future 
welfare  of  the  children  adopted,  and  that  the  seven  children 
now  out  on  probation  will  be  ultimately  adopted,  under 
like  favorable  conditions,  by  the  parties  «now  having  them 
under  their  care.

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ACT 


Of  Incorporation  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum. 


The  original  Act  incorporating  the  NEW  York  Infant 
Asylum  is  Chapter  106'  of  the  Laws  of  1865.  This  Act  was 
amended  by  Chapter  263  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  and  Chapter 
90  of  the  Laws  of  1877.  As  amended  the  Act  reads  as 
follozvs  : 

Section  i.  Edward  Delafield,  M.  D.,  Charles  Ely,  Earl  Douglas,  Ebenczer  P. 
Rogers,  D.  D.,  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  D.  D.,  Richard  F.  Carman,  Stephen 
Smith,  M.  D.,  John  David  Wolfe,  James  F.  DePeyster,  Willard  Parker,  M.  D., 
George  Jones,  Joel  Foster,  M.  D.,  William  C.  Prime  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  New 
York  Infant  Asylum,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  prescribed  and 
specified  in  title  three,  chapter  eighteen,  part  one,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 
shall  have  power  to  take  real  and  personal  estate,  by  gift,  devise,  demise,  bequest 
or  purchase;  but  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  nor  shall  the  property  or  income  of  such  corporation  be  ap- 
plied or  appropriated  to  any  purpose  other  than  as  specified  in  this  act. 

§  2.  The  objects  of  said  corporation  are  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  found- 
lings and  other  infant  children  ot  the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  may  be 
entrusted  to  their  charge  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  provide  for  their  support, 
and  moral,  physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education  ;  also  to  provide  such 
lying  in  wards  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  the 
maternal  abandonment  of  homeless  intants,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and 
personal  sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

§  3.  The  property,  business  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  at  least  seventeen  members,  and  the  persons  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  together  with  the  ex  officio  members  hereinafter 
named,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers.  All  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  the  board,  excepting  of  ex  officio  members,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board 
at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The  members  constituting  the  board 
of  managers  may  at  any  time  be  increased  by  vote  of  the  board  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  ;  provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  not  be  increased 
so  as  to  consist  of  more  than  thirty  members. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  of  said  City  and  County  of  New  York,  and  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Police,  lor  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex  officio  managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  managers,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  but  no  purchase,  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  real  estate,  nor  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation, 
nor  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  board,  nor  any  contract  involving  an  expendi- 
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ture  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  the  number  con- 
stituting the  board  of  managers  be  increased,  nor  any  by-law  be  adopted, 
amended  or  repealed  without  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  managers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  procure  or  erect  and 
maintain,  either  within  the  City  of  New  York  or  in  some  other  suitable  and  con- 
venient place  within  the  State  of  New  York,  and  distant  not  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  City  of  New  York,  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  an  asylum 
for  such  children  as  may  be  entrusted  to  and  received  by  them  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  shall  have  power  also  to  procure  or  erect  and  maintain, 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  a  house  of  reception  where  such  children  may  be 
first  received  and  temporarily  accommodated.  Whenever  any  child  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  said  corporation  in  such  house  of  reception,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  eight  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  next  succeeding,  to  place  such  child  in  their  asylum  ;  but 
such  child  shall  remain  in  said  house  of  reception  for  said  period  of  thirty  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged  and  removed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.    The  said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  under  care  and  management 

(1)  Children  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York 
abandoned  or  deserted,  as  hereinafter  specified. 

(2)  Children  of  like  age,  born  out  of  wedlock,  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of 
the  mother,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(3)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  father  or  whose  mother  is  dead,  and  whose 
surviving  parent  is,  for  any  cause,  unable  to  maintain  them,  and  who,  by  consent 
in  writing  of  such  surviving  parent,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(4)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  parents  are,  from  any  cause,  unable  to  main- 
tain them,  and  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of  the  father,  or,  in  case  the  father 
should  have  been  legally  declared  an  habitual  drunkard  or  a  lunatic,  or  shall  be 
imprisoned  on  conviction  of  crime,  or  shall  have  been  legally  declared  to  have 
abandoned  his  family,  then,  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  mother,  may  be  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

(5)  Children  of  like  age,  having  no  parent  living,  and  who,  by  consent  in 
writing  of  their  guardian,  or  nearest  relative  of  full  age,  may  be  entrusted  to  said 
corporation. 

(6)  Children  of  like  age,  who  may  be  transferred  and  entrusted  to  said  cor- 
poration by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York. 

§  7.  Children  entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  the  voluntary  act  of  their 
parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relations,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  the  lawful  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation.  Such  entrusting  shall 
be  made  and  evidenced  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  in  form  substantially  as 
follows,  viz.:  I,  A.  B.  (father,  mother,  guardian  or  nearest  relative,  as  the  case 
may  be),  of  a  (male  or  female,  as  the  case  may  be)  infant  child  ;  aged  , 
named  (or  not  named,  as  the  case  may  be),  born  at  ,  do 

hereby  surrender  and  entrust  to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  for  the  period  of 
years,  the  entire  management  and  control  of  such  child,  and  do 
hereby  assign  to  and  invest  said  corporation  with  the  same  powers  and  control 
over  said  child  as  those  of  which  I  am  possessed. 

§  8.  Whenever  any  child  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  shall  be  found  on 
any  street,  avenue,  highway,  lane,  alley,  public  place,  dock,  pier,  vacant  lot  or 
yard,  or  in  any  vacant  or  uninhabited  room,  house,  tenement,  shed  or  building  ot 
any  kind,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  abandoned  or  deserted,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  policeman  or  other  person  so  finding  such  child  to  take,  or  cause  the  same  to 
betaken,  to  the  house  of  reception  that  may  be  provided  by  said  corporation  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  place  such  child  in  the  custody  of  such  corporation, 
thereupon  making  and  subscribing,  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in 
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said  house  of  reception  by  said  corporation,  an  entry  in  writing  describing  such 
child  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  setting  forth  with  particularity  the  time  and  place, 
when  and  where,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  by  whom  such  child 
was  so  found,  abandoned  or  deserted. 

§  9.  The  said  corporation  shall  immediately  thereupon  cause  a  notice,  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form,  with  the  blanks  properly  filled  and  subscribed  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  said  house  of  reception,  to  be  furnished  to  the  Metro- 
politan Police  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  in  each  of 
the  police  station  houses  in  said  city,  viz.: 

Notice.— This  is  to  certify  that  a  child  of  about  the  age  of  ,  hair 

,  eyes  ,  color  ,  was  on  the  day 

of  ,18       ,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York  abandoned  or  deserted,  and 

has  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  and,  unless  re- 
claimed, according  to  law,  within  thirty  days,  such  child  will  remain  in  the 
charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation. 

Dated  ,18    ,  Superintendent. 

§  10.  If,  within  said  period  of  thirty  days  after  such  notice  shall  have  been 
so  posted,  any  person  so  claiming  to  be  the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  make  oath  thereof  before  some  magistrate  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
such  magistrate  shall  thereupon  issue  a  summons  to  said  corporation  to  appear 
before  him.  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
four,  days  from  the  service  thereof,  to  attend  the  hearing  of  said  claim,  for  such 
child,  and  with  said  summons  shall  be  served  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  so  made 
before  said  magistrate.  Upon  the  hearing,  if  the  claimant  shall  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
make  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  such  child  to  such  claimant.  And  the  said 
claimant  may  thereupon  remove  the  said  child  from  the  custody  of  the  said  cor- 
poration; provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  to  such  magis- 
trate that  such  claimant  from  habitual  drunkenness,  or  other  vicious  or  depraved 
habits  or  mode  of  life,  cr  from  indigency  or  lunacy,  or  other  cause,  is  an  unfit  or 
improper  person  to  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  child,  he  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  said  claim,  and  remand  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said 
corporation.  And  in  case  upon  the  hearing  the  claimant  shall  fail  to  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  then  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  claim,  and  remand  the  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

§  II,  In  case  no  such  claim  shall  be  made  within  the  said  period  of  thirty 
days,  or,  being  made  within  that  period,  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  magistrate, 
then  such  child  shall  remain  and  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  lawful  care  and  custody 
of  the  said  corporation,  if  a  female,  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male 
until  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  said  corporation, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  12.  If  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  any  child  so  found  abandoned 
or  deserted  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  the  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion, as  above  provided,  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  County  Judge,  that  such  child 
was  tor  any  cause  wrongfully  or  improvidently  so  entrusted,  the  said  Board  shall 
thereupon,  upon  application  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  said  child,  discharge 
the  said  child,  and  restore  it  to  such  parents  or  guardian,  and  in  case  at  any 
time  after  such  abandoned  or  deserted  child  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  said 
corporation  it  shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  such  child  and  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  expedient  or  proper  to 
discharge  such  child,  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  may,  in  their  discretion, 
thereupon  discharge  such  child,  and  restore  it  to  its  parent*,  guardian  or  other 
protector  on  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  board  may  deem 
right  and  proper. 
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§  13.  Whenever  any  child,  being  in  the  custody  of  the  said  corporation, 
shall,  by  the  commission  of  any  crime,  or  by  confirmed  evil  habits,  have  become 
so  degraded  or  debased  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  an  im- 
proper subject  for  the  care  and  management  of  said  corporation,  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  such  child  into  the  custody  of  some  magis- 
trate or  other  competent  authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  due  course  of  law. 

§  14.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power,  when  the  children  in  their 
care  shall  respectively  attain  a  proper  age,  to  procure  the  adoption  of  suitable 
foster-parents  of  such  children  as  may  properly  be  so  adopted  out,  to  place  them 
at  suitable  employments  and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  suitable  branches  of 
knowledge,  and  at  discretion  to  bind  out  or  indenture  such  children,  when  of 
suitable  ages,  as  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants,  to  some  profession,  trade  or  em- 
ployment, for  such  time  or  period  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, in  the  case  of  girls,  to  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  in  the  case  of  boys,  to  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  children  volun- 
tarily entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  their  parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relatives, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  bind  out  or  indenture  any 
such  child  for  a  period  beyond  the  time  for  which  such  children  have  been  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

§  15.  No  person  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been  bound  to  service  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  or  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  shall  assign 
or  transfer  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  to  any  other  person,  nor  let  or  hire 
out  for  any  period  the  services  of  such  child,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
said  corporation;  and  upon  granting  any  such  consent  the  said  corporation  may 
prescribe  and  impose  any  terms  and  conditions  they  may  deem  reasonable  and 
proper;  and  every  such  assignment,  when  duly  made  with  consent  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  the  effect  to  transfer  to  and  vest  in  the  assignee  all  the  rights  of  the 
original  master;  and  such  assignee  shall  be  subject  Jo  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  original  master. 

§  16.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  master  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been 
bound  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of  the 
assignee  of  any  such  master,  then  such  death  shall  have  the  effect  to  cancel  and 
annul  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  ;  and  thereupon  the  said  corporation 
shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  ot  such  child,  and  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was 
made. 

§  17.  Any  indenture  or  contract  of  service  by  which  any  child  shall  have 
been  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may,  by  the  mutual  consent  of 
the  master  or  the  assignee  and  the  said  corporation,  be  cancelled  and  annulled 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  thereupon 
the  said  corporation  shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  of  such  child,  and 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or 
contract  of  service  was  made. 

§  18.  If  any  master. or  assignee  shall  be  guilty  of  any  cruelty  or  misusage 
towards  any  child  so  bound  out  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  and  provide  proper  food  and  clothing  to  such  child,  or 
shall  commit  any  other  breach  or  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  indenture  or  con- 
tract of  service  under  which  such  child  is  held,  such  child  or  any  person  in  its 
behalf,  may  make  complaint  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  to  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
county  where  such  child  is  held  to  service,  or  to  the  mayor,  recorder  or  an  alder- 
man, or  any  other  magistrate  of  any  city  where  such  child  is  so  held  to  service, 
who  shall  thereupon  summon  the  said  master  or  assignee  to  appear  before  them 
or  him,  and  shall  examine  into,  hear  and  determine  such  complaint;  and  if,  upon 
such  hearing,  the  said  complaint  shall  appear  to  be  well  founded,  they  or  he  shall, 
by  certificate  in  writing,  discharge  such  child  from  the  obligation  of  service,  and 
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restore  such  child  to  the  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation,  and  with  the  like 
power  as  before  the  said  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was  made  ;  and  the  said 
master  or  assignee  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  said  corporation,  in  a  civil  action,  for 
the  breach  of  the  agreement. 

§  19.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  guardian 
of  every  child  bound  out  or  held  for  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  see  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  be  faithfully  performed  by  the  master  or 
assignee,  and  that  such  child  is  properly  treated.  And  they  shall  inquire  into 
the  treatment  of  such  child  and  redress  any  grievance  in  manner  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  20.  Every  master  or  assignee  to  whom  any  child  shall  be  bound  or  held  to 
service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months 
during  such  term  of  service,  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
said  corporation,  the  conduct  or  behavior  of  such  child,  and  whether  such  child  is 
living  under  the  care  of  the  person  to  whom  such  child  was  originally  bound,  and 
if  not,  where  and  with  whom  such  child  is  living.  And  all  indentures  and  con- 
tracts of  service  made  under  this  act  shall  in  terms  provide  for  such  report  being 
made. 

§  21.  All  damages  that  may  be  recovered  and  received  by  said  corporation  of 
any  master  or  assignee  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  the  indenture  or  contract  of 
service  by  which  any  child  shall  be  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  of  recovering  and  collecting  the 
same,  shall  be  held  by  the  said  corporation,  in  trust  for,  and  paid  over  to  said 
child  ;  if  a  female,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  child  shall  die  before  attaining 
such  age,  the  said  damages  shall  revert  and  belong  to  the  said  corporation. 

§  22.  In  each  and  every  year  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  shall  levy  and  collect  by  tax,  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges  and  expenses  of 
the  city  and  county  are  levied  and  collected,  and  pay  over  to  said  corporation,  a 
sum  of  money  at  the  rate  of  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  in  monthly  payments,  for 
each  and  every  child  received  and  maintained  by  said  asylum;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  said  city  to  reimburse  and  pay  over  the  difference 
between  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  and  the  amount  actually  received  by  said 
asylum  from  said  supervisors  since  the  passage  of  the  amendment  dated  April 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  to  the  aforesaid  act  of  incorporation 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.  It  is  further  provided,  that  whenever  any 
homeless  or  needy  mother  has  received  care  and  attendance  in  the  lying-in  wards 
of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  managers  of  said  asylum  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county  treasurer,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  said  care  and  obstetric  attendance,  and  when- 
ever any  mother  thus  domiciled  and  attended  at  the  birth  of  her  child,  and  when- 
ever any  other  homeless  or  needy  mother  with  a  nursing  infant,  resides  at  the 
asylum,  by  the  request  of  its  officers,  and  wet  nurses  her  own  infant,  the  managers 
ot  said  institution  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county 
treasurer,  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  per  month,  and  proportionally  for  any  frac- 
tion of  a  month,  for  each  mother  so  remaining  under  their  charge  in  said  asylum, 
piovided  such  residence  shall  exceed  the  period  of  two  months,  to  be  paid,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  in  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annual  payments,  as  said  mana- 
gers may  request;  but  the  managers  of  the  said  institution  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  said  monthly  allowance  for  a  longer  period  than  for  one  year  for  any 
mother  so  remaining. 

§  23.  Whenever  any  child,  properly  chargeable  upon  the  fund  placed  by  law 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  shall,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  intrusted  and  supported  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  fund  the  sums  that  are  respect- 
ively designated  and  determined  by  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  section  of 
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this  act,  for  the  infants  and  children  of  the  two  classes  of  ages  in  the  said  section 
respectively  named. 

S  24.    Schools  may  be  established  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation 
and  shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Common  School  fund  in  the  same 
manner  and  degree  as  the  common  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York 
and  the  amount  so  distributed  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

8  25.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  shall  on  or  before  the 
fourth  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  make  to  the  Legislature  and 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  a  detailed  report 
of  the  whole  number  of  children  received  by  the  said  corporation  during  the  year 
Drecedinir  soecifvine  the  age,  sex,  residence,  place  of  nativity,  and  also  the 
nl Sy  S  when  ft  can  be  ascertained  and  whether  the ^  parents  are 
living  or  dead,  are  temperate  or  intemperate-  and  as  to  all  the  children  in  thur 
charge  during  the  preceding  year,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to  instruction  the 
nature  and  amount  of  punishment,  the  cases  of  disease,  ^^^^if^ 
bound  out  to  service,  the  number  escaped,  the  number  of  dea  hs,  the  number  re- 
stored  to  parents  or  guardians,  or  otherwise  discharged  and  also  such  information 
as  they  may  have  received  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  have  been  bound  out  or 
apprentS  as  well  as  the  facts  generally  in  relation  to  the  performance  of  heir 
duties  by  those  at  service;  also  the  industrial  occupation  and  pursuits  of  those  at 
Svfce;  also  the  receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  corporation, 
and  its  general  operations,  with  their  results. 

8  26.  The  asylum  and  house  of  reception  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  C«y  and  County  of 
New  York,  in  any  reasonable  manner  that  may  be  directed  by  said  Board  ot  Super- 
visors and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cause  said 
asylum  and  house  of  reception  to  be  visited  and  inspected  at  least  twice  each  year. 

8  27.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  may  receive  children  in  said 
house  of  reception,  similarly  situated,  from  other  counties  in  this  State,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  superintendents  of  the  poo 
of  Tuch  counties  respectively.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  m  the  several 
counties  shaU  have  Sie  same  power  to  send  children,  under  such  agreement  to 
said  house  of  reception,  as  the  said  managers  have  under  this  act,  and  all  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  children  of  said  counties. 

§  28.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS. 


In  force  in  1895  and  1896. 


ARTICLE  I. 
Of  Managers. 

Section  i.  When  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  except  in 
the  case  of  ex  officio  managers,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, nominate  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers,  a  person  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  but  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  such  nomination  until  the  suc- 
ceeding regular  meeting,  when  the  election  shall  proceed  by  ballot.  Any  person 
receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  provided  a  majority  of  all  the 
managers  then  holding  office  are  present,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  manager  other  than  an  ex  officio  manager  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  to  make  satisfactory  excuse  in 
writing  for  non-attendance  for  a  period  of  one  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  may, 
at  their  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  such  manager  vacant  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  any  meeting  consisting  of  a  majority  of  all  the  managers  then 
in  office. 

Sfc.  3.  Whenever  the  whole  number  of  managers  then  in  office,  including  the 
ex  officio  managers,  shall  be  less  than  the  full  number  of  thirty,  as  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  Incorporation,  vacancies  to  that  extent  shall  be  deemed  to  exist. 

ARTICLE  n. 
Of  Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  I.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  a 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  before  an  Annual  Meeting  may  be  filled  at  any  regular 
meeting  at  which  a  majority  of  the  Managers  then  holding  office  shall  be  present, 
and  the  officers  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration and  By-Laws.    He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
President.  Should  he  be  unable  to  act,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and 
documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  of  all  securities  owned  by 
it,  and  all  moneys  belonging  to  it.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Corporate 
Seal,  to  be  used  only  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall 
keep  an  account  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  Institution  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon 
receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by,the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
present  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  each  regular  meeting  a  report  of  all  funds 
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received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  the  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  keep  a  complete  list  of 
names  of  subscribers  and  donors.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Board  ot  Managers  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  specifically  direct. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  notify  all  officers  and  managers  of  their  election,  inform  managers  of 
their  appointment  on  committees,  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  name  and  resi- 
dence ot  each  manager,  and  conduct  all  correspondence.  He  shall  inform  man- 
agers of  all  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least  five  days  before  the 
meeting.  In  case  of  special  meetings  he  shall  inform  the  managers  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  set  for  such  meeting.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  in. 
Of  Committees. 
Section  i.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  the  President  shall  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees from  among  the  managers,  viz. :  An  Executive  Committee,  a  Finance 
Committee,  a  Nominating  Committee,  an  Auditing  Committee,  a  House  Com- 
mittee, an  Inspection  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary 
Regulation,  and  a  Committee  on  Adoption;  also  such  other  standing  committees 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Corpo- 
ration. The  managers  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  their  election  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancies  in  the  com- 
mittees as  may  occur  during  the  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  managers,  three  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays*  of  each  month  at  the  House  of  Reception,  and  may  hold  special 
meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by  the  Chairman,  or  two  members  of  the 
Committee.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  pro- 
vided such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those  established  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  They  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its 
affairs,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  They  shall  audit 
all  bills  and  accounts  for  payment,  and  at  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  authorize 
such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  repairs  or  disbursements  exceed  $500,  without  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  excepting  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and  supplies. 

In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  Matron,  Clerk,  or  other  em- 
ployee shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  lor  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  may 
suspend  the  offenders  and  report  the  case  to  the  Board  ot  Managers  at  their  next 
meeting,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  appoint.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  appoint, 
subject  to  the  order  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  such  salaries 
as  they  may  direct,  such  additional  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and  may  discharge  the  same  at  pleasure. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  their  stated  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  finances  of  the  Corporation,  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  increasing  its 
funds  as  the  Board  of  Managers  from  time  to  time  direct.  Three  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.

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Sec.  4.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  of  whom 
the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  All  nominations 
for  positions  on  the  Medical  Board,  or  under  the  Medical  Board,  or  on  the  House 
Staff,  or  for  the  position  of  Matron,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  the  name  of  some  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers,  who  shall 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  together  with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who  shall 
direct  and  control  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  tor  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  7.  The  Inspection  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers  to  serve  each 
month,  and  during  such  term  of  service  they  shall  inspect  all  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, inquire  into  the  behavior  of  all  attendants;  the  quality  of  the  food;  shall 
examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  confer  with  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons as  to  the  condition  of  the  work.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and 
shall  enter  therein  at  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which 
book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings.  If  any  manager 
thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  procure  some  other  manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

This  inspection  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Sixty-first  Street 
House,  and  once  a  month  at  Mount  Vernon. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary  Regulations  shall 
consist  of  five  managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  buildings  of  the  Corporation  and  the  health  of  their  inmates,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee,  with  such  assistance 
and  advice  from  the  Medical  Board  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

The  Committee  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  on  Adoption  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  adoption  of  children,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Sec.  10.  All  standing  committees  shall  be  required  to  report  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Ladies'  Committees. 

The  President  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting  appoint  a  committee  of 
ten  ladies  to  visit  the  House  of  Reception  in  New  York  City,  and  a  committee  of 
six  ladies  to  visit  the  Country  Home  at  Mount  Vernon.  These  committees  shall, 
through  their  respective  chairmen,  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  President  of 
the  Corporation  on  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Reception  and  of 
the  Country  Home. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Physicians. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  upon  the  recom- 
mendation and  approval  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  two  consulting  physicians 
and  two  consulting  obstetricians;  one  attending  physician  and  three  attending 
obstetricians  for  the  House  of  Reception  and  Lying-In  Department;  one  attending 
physician  for  the  Country  Home;  and  a  medical  registrar.  They  shall  together 
constitute  the  Medical  Board.  They  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed.    No  manager  shall  be  appointed  to  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint  annually  upon  the  recommendation 
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and  approval  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  a  consulting  sanitarian  and  an  attend, 
ing  sanitarian. 

Sec.  2.  The  consulting  physicians  and  consulting  obstetricians  may  be  called 
upon  lor  advice  in  important  cases. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  resident  physician  in  each  branch  of  the  Asylum, 
and  such  assistant  resident  physicians  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  neces- 
sary. They  shall  be  graduates  in  medicine  and  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Board  to  the  Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.    The  resident  physicians  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

Sec.  4.  The  service  of  the  attending  physician  at  the  House  of  Reception  and 
at  the  Country  Home,  respectively,  shall  be  continuous.  Each  attending  obste- 
trician in  his  turn  shall  be  on  duty  lor  three  months  consecutively. 

Sec.  5.  The  attending  physician  and  attending  obstetrician  on  duty  shall  visit 
the  Asylum  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Sec.  6.  The  Medical  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  The  first  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  the  month 
of  February;  at  which  meeting  the  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  in  his  absence,  how- 
ever, there  shall  be  elected  a  chairman  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Medical  Board  shall  each  month  make  a  report  in  wiiting  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  This  report  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  number  ot  confinements  during  the  month;  the  existence  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  if  any,  and  any  other  matters  that  the  Medical  Board  may  deem 
of  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  inmates,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions thereon  as  they  may  desire  to  make  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Medical  Board  shall  make  to  the  Board  of  Managers  an 
annual  report  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  The  Medical  Board  shall  recommend  a  Curator  and  Pathologist  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  conduct  all  post  mortem  examinations,  to  make  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examinations  when  necessary,  and  to  preserve  and  properly  arrange  all 
specimens  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  vacancies  occur  in  the  Medical  Board,  the  Medical  Board  may 
suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the  names  of  suitable  physicians  to  fill  such 
vacancies.  The  Nominating  Committee,  if  it  approves  of  the  physicians  so 
suggested,  may,  from  among  them,  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
appointment,  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  Securities. 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  all  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value  shall  be 
kept  in  a  safe  in  the  vault  of  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation.  Access  to  the  safe  containing  the  securities  shall  only  be  had  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  by  two  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  A 
record  shall  be  made  of  each  visit  to  the  vault  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
stating  over  the  signature  of  the  visitors  all  changes  made  in  the  contents  of  the 
safe,  and,  when  no  changes  are  made,  the  object  of  the  visit.  This  record  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its  next  subsequent  meeting.  The 
principal  of  no  stock  or  bond  shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer,  nor  shall  any 
changes  be  made  in  the  investments  of  the  Corporation  without  authority  in 
writing  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 


Of  Meetings. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
January,  and  of  each  alternate  month  thereafter,  at  8.30  p.  m.,  at  the  House  of 
Reception  at  61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of 
five  managers,  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary;  the  time,  place  and  particular 
object  ot  the  meeting  shall  be  specified  in  the  call. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  '1  uesday  in  January  in  each  year,  at  8.30  p.  M.,  at  the  House  of  Reception, 
61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  ot  business  of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  as  follows:

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Of  Matrons. 

Matrons  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Asylum  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
They  shall  keep  such  books  and  records,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a  clerk  who  shall  have 
charge  ot  the  office,  which  shall  be  located  in  the  House  of  Reception  at  61st 
Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  Executive  Committee  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  All  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Corporation,  except  those  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  kept  ,in  this  office,  and  open  to  inspection  of  the 
managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  revised  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  provided  a 
majority  of  the  managers  then  in  office  shall  be  present,  by  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  persons  present;  provided,  furthermore,  that  any  proposed  revision 
or  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  writing  at 
the  preceding  meeting.

It  is  the  constant  effort  of  the  Mew  York  Infant 
Asylum  to  have  the  children  under  its  care  placed 
in  proper  homes,  before  they  reach  an  age  when 
they  are  able  to  realize  that  they  are  inmates  of  a 
charitable  institution.

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ACT 


Of  Incorporation  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum. 


The  original  Act  incorporating  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum  is  Cliapter  106  of  the  Laws  of  1865.  This  Act  zvas 
amended  by  Chapter  263  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  and  Chapter 
90  of  the  Laws  of  1877.  As  amended,  the  Act  reads  as 
follows  : 

Section  i.  Edward  Delafield,  M.  D.,  Charles  Ely,  Earl  Douglas,  Ebenezer  P. 
Rogers,  D.  D.,  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  D.  D.,  Richard  F.  Carman,  Stephen 
Smith,  M.  D.,  John  David  Wolfe,  James  F.  DePeyster,  Willard  Parker,  M.  D., 
George  Jones,  Joel  Foster,  M.  D.,  William  C.  Prime  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  New 
York  Infant  Asylum,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  prescribed  and 
specified  in  title  three,  chapter  eighteen,  part  one,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 
shall  have  power  to  take  real  and  personal  estate,  by  gift,  devise,  demise,  bequest 
or  purchase;  but  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  nor  shall  the  property  or  income  of  such  corporation  be  ap- 
plied or  appropriated  to  any  purpose  other  than  as  specified  in  this  act. 

§  2.  The  objects  of  said  corporation  are  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  found- 
lings and  other  infant  children  ot  the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  may  be 
entrusted  to  their  charge  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  provide  for  their  support, 
and  moral,  physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  educa*ifflls  also  to  provide  such 
lying  in  wards  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  the 
maternal  abandonment  of  homeless  infants,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and 
personal  sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

§  3.  The  property,  business  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  at  least  seventeen  members,  and  the  persons  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  together  with  the  ex  officio  members  hereinafter 
named,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers.  All  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  the  board,  excepting  of  ex  officio  members,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board 
at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The  members  constituting  the  board 
of  managers  may  at  any  time  be  increased  by  vote  of  the  board  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  ;  provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  not  be  increased 
so  as  to  consist  of  more  than  thirty  members. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  of  said  City  and  County  of  New  York,  and  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Police,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex  officio  managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  managers,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  but  no  purchase,  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  real  estate,  nor  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation, 
nor  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  board,  nor  any  contract  involving  an  expendi- 
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ture  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  the  number  con- 
stituting the  board  of  managers  be  increased,  nor  any  by-law  b;  adopted, 
amended  or  repealed  without  the  presence  of  a  majorily  of  the  managers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  procure  or  erect  and 
maintain,  either  within  the  City  of  New  York  or  in  some  other  suitable  and  con- 
venient place  within  the  State  of  New  York,  and  distant  not  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  City  of  New  York,  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  an  asylum 
for  such  children  as  may  be  entrusted  to  and  received  by  them  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  shall  have  power  also  to  procure  or  erect  and  maintain, 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  a  house  of  reception  where  such  children  may  be- 
first  received  and  temporarily  accommodated.  Whenever  any  child  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  said  corporation  in  such  house  of  reception,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  eight  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  next  succeeding,  to  place  such  child  in  their  asylum  ;  but 
such  child  shall  remain  in  said  house  of  reception  for  said  period  of  thirty  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged  and  removed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.    The  said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  under  care  and  management 

(1)  Children  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York 
abandoned  or  deserted,  as  hereinafter  specified. 

(2)  Children  of  like  age,  born  out  of  wedlock,  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of 
the  mother,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(3)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  father  or  whose  mother  is  dead,  and  whose 
surviving  parent  is,  for  any  cause,  unable  to  maintain  them,  and  who,  by  consent 
in  writing  of  such  surviving  parent,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(4)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  parents  are,  from  any  cause,  unable  to  main- 
tain them,  and  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of  the  father,  or,  in  case  the  father 
should  have  been  legally  declared  an  habitual  drunkard  or  a  lunatic,  or  shall  be 
imprisoned  on  conviction  of  crime,  or  shall  have  been  legally  declared  to  have 
abandoned  his  family,  then,  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  mother,  may  be  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

(5)  Children  of  like  age,  having  no  parent  living,  and  who,  by  consent  in 
writing  of  their  guardian,  or  nearest  relative  of  full  age,  may  be  entrusted  to  said 
corporation. 

(6)  Children  of  like  age,  who  may  be  transferred  and  entrusted  to  said  cor- 
poration by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York. 

§  7.  Children  entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  the  voluntary  act  of  their 
parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relations,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  the  lawful  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation.  Such  entrusting  shall 
be  made  and  evidenced  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  in  form  substantially  as 
follows,  viz. :  I,  A.  B.  (father,  mother,  guardian  or  nearest  relative,  as  the  case 
may  be),  of  a  (male  or  female,  as  the  case  may  be)  infant  child  :  aged  , 
named  (or  not  named,  as  the  case  may  be),  born  at  ,  do 

hereby  surrender  and  entrust  to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  for  the  period  of 
years,  the  entire  management  and  control  of  such  child,  and  do 
hereby  assign  to  and  invest  said  corporation  with  the  same  powers  and  control 
over  said  child  as  those  of  which  I  am  possessed. 

§  8.  Whenever  any  child  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  shall  be  found  on 
any  street,  avenue,  highway,  lane,  alley,  public  place,  dock,  pier,  vacant  lot  or 
yard,  or  in  any  vacant  or  uninhabited  room,  house,  tenement,  shed  or  building  ot 
any  kind,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  abandoned  or  deserted,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  policeman  or  other  person  so  finding  such  child  to  take,  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  taken,  to  the  house  of  reception  that  may  be  provided  by  said  corporation  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  place  such  child  in  the  custody  of  such  corporation, 
thereupon  making  and  subscribing,  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in 


said  house  of  reception  by  said  corporation,  an  entry  in  writing  describing  such 
child  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  setting  forth  with  particularity  the  time  and  place, 
when  and  where,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  by  whom  such  child 
was  so  found,  abandoned  or  deserted. 

§  9.  The  said  corporation  shall  immediately  thereupon  cause  a  notice,  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form,  with  the  blanks  properly  filled  and  subscribed  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  said  house  of  reception,  to  be  furnished  to  the  Metro- 
politan Police  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  in  each  ot 
the  police  station  houses  in  said  city,  viz.: 

Notice. — This  is  to  certify  that  a  child  of  about  the  age  of  ,  hair 

,  eyes  ,  color  ,  was  on  the  day 

•of  ,  18       ,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York  abandoned  or  deserted,  and 

has  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  and,  unless  re- 
claimed, according  to  law,  within  thirty  days,  such  child  will  remain  in  the 
charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation. 

Dated  ,  18    ,  Superintendent. 

§  10.  If,  within  said  period  of  thirty  days  after  such  notice  shall  have  been 
so  posted,  any  person  so  claiming  to  be  the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  make  oath  thereof  before  some  magistrate  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
such  magistrate  shall  thereupon  issue  a  summons  to  said  corporation  to  appear 
before  him,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
four,  days  from  the  service  thereof,  to  attend  the  hearing  of  said  claim,  for  such 
child,  and  with  said  summons  shall  be  served  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  so  made 
before  said  magistrate.  Upon  the  hearing,  if  the  claimant  shall  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
make  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  such  child  to  such  claimant.  And  the  said 
claimant  may  thereupon  remove  the  said  child  from  the  custody  of  the  said  cor- 
poration; provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  to  such  magis- 
trate that  such  claimant  from  habitual  drunkenness,  or  other  vicious  or  depraved 
habits  or  mode  of  life,  cr  from  indigency  or  lunacy,  or  other  cause,  is  an  unfit  or 
improper  person  to  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  child,  he  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  said  claim,  and  remand  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said 
corporation.  And  in  case  upon  the  hearing  the  claimant  shall  fail  to  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satistaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  then  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  claim,  and  remand  the  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

§  11.  In  case  no  such  claim  shall  be  made  within  the  said  period  of  thirty 
days,  or,  being  made  within  that  period,  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  magistrate, 
then  such  child  shall  remain  and  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  lawful  care  and  custody 
of  the  said  corporation,  if  a  female,  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male 
until  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  said  corporation, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  12.  If  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  any  child  so  found  abandoned 
or  deserted  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  the  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion, as  above  provided,  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  County  Judge,  that  such  child 
was  for  any  cause  wrongfully  or  improvidently  so  entrusted,  the  said  Board  shall 
thereupon,  upon  application  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  said  child,  discharge 
the  said  child,  and  restore  it  to  such  parents  or  guardian,  and  in  case  at  any 
time  after  such  abandoned  or  deserted  child  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  said 
corporation  it  shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  such  child  and  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  expedient  or  proper  to 
discharge  such  chdd,  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  may,  in  their  discretion, 
thereupon  discharge  such  child,  and  restore  it  to  its  parents,  guardian  or  other 
protector  on  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  Board  may  deem 
right  and  proper. 
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§  13.  Whenever  any  child,  being  in  the  custody  of  the  said  corporation, 
shall,  by  the  commission  of  any  crime,  or  by  confirmed  evil  habits,  have  become 
so  degraded  or  debased  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  an  im- 
proper subject  for  the  care  and  management  of  said  corporation,  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  such  child  into  the  custody  of  some  magis- 
trate or  other  competent  authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  clue  course  of  law. 

§  14.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power,  when  the  children  in  their 
care  shall  respectively  attain  a  proper  age,  to  procure  the  adoption  of  suitable 
foster-parents  of  such  children  as  may  properly  be  so  adopted  out,  to  place  them 
at  suitable  employments  and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  suitable  branches  of 
knowledge,  and  at  discretion  to  bind  out  or  indenture  such  children,  when  of 
suitable  ages,  as  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants,  to  some  profession,  trade  or  em- 
ployment, for  such  time  or  period  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, in  the  case  of  girls,  to  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  in  the  case  of  boys,  to  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  children  volun- 
tarily entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  their  parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relatives, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  bind  out  or  indenture  any 
such  child  for  a  period  beyond  the  time  for  which  such  children  have  been  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

§  15.  No  person  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been  bound  to  service  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  shall  assign 
or  transfer  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  to  any  other  person,  nor  let  or  hire 
out  for  any  period  the  services  of  such  child,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
said  corporation;  and  upon  granting  any  such  consent  the  said  corporation  may 
prescribe  and  impose  any  terms  and  conditions  they  may  deem  reasonable  and 
proper;  and  every  such  assignment,  when  duly  made  with  consent  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  the  effect  to  transfer  to  and  vest  in  the  assignee  all  the  rights  of  the 
original  master;  and  such  assignee  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  original  master. 

§  16.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  master  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been 
bound  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of  the 
assignee  of  any  such  master,  then  such  death  shall  have  the  effect  to  cancel  and 
annul  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  ;  and  thereupon  the  said  corporation 
shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  ol  such  child,  and  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was 
made. 

§  17.  Any  indenture  or  contract  of  service  by  which  any  child  shall  have 
been  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may,  by  the  mutual  consent  of 
the  master  or  the  assignee  and  the  said  corporation,  be  cancelled  and  annulled 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  thereupon 
the  said  corporation  shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  of  such  child,  and 
have  the.  same  power  and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or 
contract  of  service  was  made. 

§  18.  If  any  master  or  assignee  shall  be  guilty  of  any  cruelty  or  misusage 
towards  any  child  so  bound  out  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  and  provide  proper  food  and  clothing  to  such  child,  or 
shall  commit  any  other  breach  or  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  indenture  or  con- 
tract of  service  under  which  such  child  is  held,  such  child  or  any  person  in  its 
behalf,  may  make  complaint  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  to  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
county  where  such  child  is  held  to  service,  or  to  the  mayor,  recorder  or  an  alder- 
man, or  any  other  magistrate  of  any  city  where  such  child  is  so  held  to  service, 
who  shall  thereupon  summon  the  said  master  or  assignee  to  appear  before  them 
or  him,  and  shall  examine  into,  hear  and  determine  such  complaint;  and  if,  upon 
such  hearing,  the  said  complaint  shall  appear  to  be  well  founded,  they  or  he  shall, 
by  certificate  in  writing,  discharge  such  child  from  the  obligation  of  service,  and 
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restore  such  child  to  the  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation,  and  with  the  like 
power  as  before  the  said  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was  made  ;  and  the  said 
master  or  assignee  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  said  corporation,  in  a  civil  action,  for 
the  breach  of  the  agreement. 

§  19.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  guardian 
of  every  child  bound  out  or  held  for  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  see  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  be  faithfully  performed  by  the  master  or 
assignee,  and  that  such  child  is  properly  treated.  And  they  shall  inquire  into 
the  treatment  of  such  child  and  redress  any  grievance  in  manner  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  20.  Every  master  or  assignee  to  whom  any  child  shall  be  bound  or  held  to 
service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months 
during  such  term  of  service,  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
said  corporation,  the  conduct  or  behavior  of  such  child,  and  whether  such  child  is 
living  under  the  care  of  the  person  to  whom  such  child  was  originally  bound,  and 
if  not,  where  and  with  whom  such  child  is  living.  And  all  indentures  and  con- 
tracts of  service  made  under  this  act  shall  in  terms  provide  for  such  report  being 
made. 

§  21.  All  damages  that  may  be  recovered  and  received  by  said  corporation  of 
any  master  or  assignee  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  the  indenture  or  contract  of 
service  by  which  any  child  shall  be  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  of  recovering  and  collecting  the 
same,  shall  be  held  by  the  said  corporation,  in  trust  for,  and  paid  over  to  said 
child  ;  if  a  female,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  child  shall  die  before  attaining 
such  age,  the  said  damages  shall  revert  and  belong  to  the  said  corporation. 

§  22.  In  each  and  every  year  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  shall  levy  and  collect  by  tax,  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges  and  expenses  of 
the  city  and  county  are  levied  and  collected,  and  pay  over  to  said  corporation,  a 
sum  of  money  at  the  rate  of  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  in  monthly  payments,  for 
each  and  every  child  received  and  maintained  by  said  asylum;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  said  city  to  reimburse  and  pay  over  the  difference 
between  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  and  the  amount  actually  received  by  said 
asylum  from  said  supervisors  since  the  passage  of  the  amendment  dated  April 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  to  the  aforesaid  act  of  incorporation, 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.  It  is  further  provided,  that  whenever  any 
homeless  or  needy  mother  has  received  care  and  attendance  in  the  lying-in  wards 
of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  managers  of  said  asylum  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county  treasurer,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  said  care  and  obstetric  attendance,  and  when- 
ever any  mother  thus  domiciled  and  attended  at  the  birth  of  her  child,  and  when- 
ever any  other  homeless  or  needy  mother  with  a  nursing  infant,  resides  at  the 
asylum,  by  the  request  of  its  officers,  and  wet-nurses  her  own  infant,  the  managers 
of  said  institution  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county 
treasurer,  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  per  month,  and  proportionally  for  any  frac- 
tion of  a  month,  for  each  mother  so  remaining  under  their  charge  in  said  asylum, 
piovided  such  residence  shall  exceed  the  period  of  two  months,  to  be  paid,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  in  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annual  payments,  as  said  mana- 
gers may  request;  but  the  managers  of  the  said  institution  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  said  monthly  allowance  for  a  longer  period  than  for  one  year  for  any 
mother  so  remaining. 

§  23.  Whenever  any  child,  properly  chargeable  upon  the  fund  placed  by  law 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  shall,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  intrusted  and  supported  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  fund  the  sums  that  are  respect- 
ively designated  and  determined  by  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  sectioa  oi 
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this  act,  for  the  infants  and  children  of  the  two  classes  ot  ages  in  the  said  section 
respectively  named. 

§  24.  Schools  may  be  established  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation, 
and  shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Common  School  fund  in  the  same- 
manner  and  degree  as  the  common  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York, 
and  the  amount  so  distributed  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  25.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fourth  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  make  to  the  Legislature  and 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  a  detailed  report 
of  the  whole  number  of  children  received  by  the  said  corporation  during  the  year 
preceding,  specifying  the  age,  sex,  residence,  place  of  nativity,  and  also  the 
nationality  of  parents  when  it  can  be  ascertained,  and  whether  the  parents  are 
Hving  or  dead,  are  temperate  or  intemperate;  and  as  to  all  the  children  in  their 
charge  during  the  preceding  year,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to  instruction,  the 
nature  and  amount  of  punishment,  the  cases  of  disease,  the  number  apprenticed  or 
bound  out  to  service,  the  number  escaped,  the  number  of  deaths,  the  number  re- 
stored to  parents  or  guardians,  or  otherwise  discharged,  and  also  such  information 
as  they  may  have  received  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  have  been  bound  out  or 
apprenticed,  as  well  as  the  facts  generally  in  relation  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties  by  those  at  service;  also  the  industrial  occupation  and  pursuits  of  those  at 
service;  also  the  receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  corporation, 
and  its  general  operations,  with  their  results. 

§  26.  The  asylum  and  house  of  reception  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  by  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York,  in  any  reasonable  manner  that  may  be  directed  by  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cause  said 
asylum  and  house  of  reception  to  be  visited  and  inspected  at  least  twice  each  year. 

§  27.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  may  receive  children  in  said 
house  of  reception,  similarly  situated,  from  other  counties  in  this  State,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
of  such  counties  respectively.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
counties  shall  have  the  same  power  to  send  children,  under  such  agreement,  to 
said  house  of  reception,  as  the  said  managers  have  under  this  act,  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  children  of  said  counties. 

§  28.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS. 


As  Amended  March,  1898* 


ARTICLE  J. 
Of  Managers. 

Section  i.  When  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  except  in 
the  case  of  ex  officio  managers,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, nominate  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  a  person  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  but  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  such  nomination  until  the  suc- 
ceeding regular  meeting,  when  the  election  shall  proceed  by  ballot.  Any  person 
receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  provided  a  majority  of  all  the 
managers  then  holding  office  are  present,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  manager  other  than  an  ex  officio  manager  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  to  make  satisfactory  excuse  in 
writing  for  non-attendance  for  a  period  of  one  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  may, 
at  their  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  such  manager  vacant  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  any  meeting  consisting  of  a  majority  of  all  the  managers  then 
in  office. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  whole  number  of  managers  then  in  office,  including  the 
ex  officio  managers,  shall  be  less  than  the  full  number  of  thirty,  as  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  Incorporation,  vacancies  to  that  extent  shall  be  deemed  to  exist. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  a 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  before  an  Annual  Meeting  may  be  filled  at  any  regular 
meeting  at  which  a  majority  of  the  Managers  then  holding  office  shall  be  present, 
and  the  officers  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration and  By-Laws.    He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  ot  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
President.  Should  he  be  unable  to  act,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and 
documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  of  all  securities  owned  by 
it,  and  all  moneys  belonging  to  it.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Corporate 
Seal,  to  be  used  only  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall 
keep  an  account  in  the  name  ot  the  Corporation  with  an  Institution  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon 
receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
present  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  each  regular  meeting  a  report  of  all  funds

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received  and  disbursed  by  him.  and  make  an  annual  report  of  the  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  keep  a  complete  list  of 
names  of  subscribers  and  donors.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
lioard  of  Managers  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  specifically  direct. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  notify  all  officers  and  managers  of  their  election,  inform  managers  of 
their  appointment  on  committees,  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  each  manager,  and  conduct  all  correspondence.  He  shall  inform  man- 
agers of  all  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least  five  days  before  the 
meeting.  In  case  of  special  meetings  he  shall  inform  the  managers  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  set  for  such  meeting.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  HL 

Of  Committees. 

Section  I.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  the  President  shall  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees from  among  the  managers,  viz. :  An  Executive  Committee,  a  Finance 
Committee,  a  Nominating  Committee,  an  Auditing  Committee,  a  House  Com- 
mittee, an  Inspection  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary 
Regulation,  and  a  Committee  on  Adoption;  also  such  other  standing  committees 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Corpo- 
ration. The  managers  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  from  the  date  ot  their  appointment  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancies  in  the  com- 
mittees as  may  occur  during  the  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  managers,  three  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Thursdays  of  each  month  at  the  House  of  Reception,  or  at  such  other 
time  and  place  as  it  may  select,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary, 
or  when  called  by  the  Chairman,  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  They 
shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  provided 
such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those  established  by  the  Board 
of  Managers.  They  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its 
affairs,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  They  shall  audit 
all  bills  and  accounts  for  payment,  and  at  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  authorize 
such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  repairs  or  disbursements  exceed  S500,  without  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  excepting  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and  supplies. 

In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  Matron,  Clerk,  or  other  em- 
ployee shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  for  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  may 
suspend  the  offenders  and  report  the  case  to  the  Board  ot  Managers  at  their  next 
meeting,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  appoint.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  appoint, 
subject  to  the  order  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  such  salaries 
as  they  may  direct,  such  additional  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and  may  discharge  the  same  at  pleasure. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  their  stated  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  finances  of  the  Corporation,  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  increasing  its 
funds  as  the  Board  of  Managers  from  time  to  time  direct.  Three  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  of  whom 
the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  All  nominations 
for  positions  on  the  Medical  Board,  or  under  the  Medical  Board,  or  on  the  House 
Staff,  or  for  the  position  of  Matron,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  the  name  of  some  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers,  who  shall 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  together  with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who  shall 
direct  and  control  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  for  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  7.  The  Inspection  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers  to  serve  each 
month,  and  during  such  term  of  service  they  shall  inspect  all  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, inquire  into  the  behavior  of  all  attendants;  the  quality  of  the  food;  shall 
examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  confer  with  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons as  to  the  condition  of  the  work.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and 
shall  enter  therein  at  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which 
book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings.  If  any  manager 
thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  procure  some  other  manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

This  inspection  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Sixty-first  Street 
House,  and  once  a  month  at  Mount  Vernon. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary  Regulations  shall 
consist  of  five  managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  buildings  of  the  Corporation  and  the  health  of  their  inmates,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee,  with  such  assistance 
and  advice  from  the  Medical  Board  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

The  Committee  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  on  Adoption  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who- 
shall  have  charge  of  the  adoption  of  children,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Sec.  10.  All  standing  committees  shall  be  required  to  report  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Ladies'  Committees. 

The  President  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting  appoint  a  committee  ot 
ten  ladies  to  visit  the  House  of  Reception  in  New  York  City,  and  a  committee  of 
six  ladies  to  visit  the  Country  Home  at  Mount  Vernon.  These  committees  shall, 
through  their  respective  chairmen,  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  President  of 
the  Corporation  on  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Reception  and  of 
the  Country  Home. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Physicians. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  upon  the  recom- 
mendation and  approval  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  two  consulting  physicians 
and  two  consulting  obstetricians;  one  attending  physician  and  three  attending 
obstetricians  for  the  House  of  Reception  and  Lying-in  Department;  one  attending 
physician  for  the  Country  Home;  and  a  medical  registrar.  They  shall  together 
constitute  the  Medical  Board.  They  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint  annually  upon  the  recommendation 
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and  approval  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  a  consulting  sanitarian  and  an  attend- 
ing sanitarian. 

Sec.  2.  The  consulting  physicians  and  consulting  obstetricians  may  be  called 
upon  for  advice  in  important  cases. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  resident  physician  in  each  branch  of  the  Asylum, 
and  such  assistant  resident  physicians  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  neces- 
sary. They  shall  be  graduates  in  medicine  and  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Board  to  the  Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.    The  resident  physicians  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

Sec.  4.  The  service  of  the  attending  physician  at  the  House  of  Reception  and 
at  the  Country  Home,  respectively,  shall  be  continuous.  Each  attending  obste- 
trician in  his  turn  shall  be  on  duty  for  three  months  consecutively. 

Sec.  5.  The  attending  physician  and  attending  obstetrician  on  duty  shall  visit 
the  Asylum  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Sec.  6.  The  Medical  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  The  first  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  the  month 
of  February;  at  which  meeting  the  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  in  his  absence,  how- 
ever, there  shall  be  elected  a  chairman  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Medical  Board  shall  each  month  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  This  report  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  confinements  during  the  month;  the  existence  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  if  any,  and  any  other  matters  that  the  Medical  Board  may  deem 
of  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  inmates,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions thereon  as  they  may  desire  to  make  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Medical  Board  shall  make  to  the  Board  of  Managers  an 
annual  report  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  The  Medical  Board  shall  recommend  a  Curator  and  Pathologist  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  conduct  all  post  mortem  examinations,  to  make  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examinations  when  necessary,  and  to  preserve  and  properly  arrange  all 
specimens  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  vacancies  occur  in  the  Medical  Board,  the  Medical  Board  may 
suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the  names  of  suitable  physicians  to  fill  such 
vacancies.  The  Nominating  Committee,  if  it  approves  of  the  physicians  so 
suggested,  may,  from  among  them,  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
appointment,  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  Securities. 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  all  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value  shall  be 
kept  in  a  safe  in  the  vault  of  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation.  Access  to  the  safe  containing  the  securities  shall  only  be  had  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  by  two  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  A 
record  shall  be  made  of  each  visit  to  the  vault  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
stating  over  the  signature  of  the  visitors  all  changes  made  in  the  contents  of  the 
safe,  and,  when  no  changes  are  made,  the  object  of  the  visit  This  record  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its  next  subsequent  meeting.  The 
principal  of  no  stock  or  bond  shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer,  nor  shall  any 
changes  be  made  in  the  investments  of  the  Corporation  without  authority  in 
writing  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 


Of  Meetings. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
January,  and  of  each  alternate  month  thereafter,  at  8.30  p.  M.,  at  the  House  of 
Reception  at  61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  or  at  such  other  plate  as  the 
President  may  direct,  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of  five  managers,  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary;  the  time,  place  and  particular  object  of  the  meeting  shall 
be  specified  in  the  call. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year,  at  8.30  P.  M.,  at  the  House  of  Reception, 
61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  President  may 
direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  ot  business  of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  as  follows: 

The  roll  shall  be  called  and  attending  managers  noted. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read. 

The  Treasurer's  Report. 

Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees.

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Of  Matrons. 

Matrons  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Asylum  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
They  shall  keep  such  books  and  records,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a  clerk  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  office,  which  shall  be  located  in  the  House  of  Reception  at  6 1st 
Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  Executive  Committee  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  All  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Corporation,  except  those  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  kept  in  this  office,  and  open  to  inspection  of  the 
managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  revised  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  provided  a 
majority  of  the  managers  then  in  office  shall  be  present,  by  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  persons  present;  provided,  furthermore,  that  any  proposed  revision 
or  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  writing  at 
a  preceding  meeting.

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A  STATEMENT 

BY  THE 

MANAGERS  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  INFANT  ASYLUM. 


The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  was  established,  to  receive 
and  take  charge  of  foundlings,  and  other  infant  children,  of 
the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  might  be  entrusted 
to  its  care,  and  to  provide  for  their  support  and  moral, 
physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education.  Also,  to 
provide  such  lying-in  wards,  and  methods  of  care  and 
guidance,  as  should  tend  to  prevent  the  maternal  abandon- 
ment of  homeless  children,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers 
and  personal  suffering  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  ex- 
posed. 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  does  not  receive  into  its 
lying-in  wards,  any  woman,  who  has  previously  given  birth 
to  an  illegitimate  child.  It  is  more  than  a  lying-in  hospital. 
It  was  the  intent  of  the  framers  of  its  charter,  and  it  is  the 
constant  endeavor  of  the  board  of  managers,  and  officers, 
to  use  every  influence  to  keep  together  mother  and  child. 

The  charter  provides  that  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  to  the  institution,  for  the  support  of  any  woman,  unless 
she  has  been  an  inmate  for  more  than  two  months;  that 
such  payments  shall  continue  for  the  period  of  one  year  ;  and 
that  during  all  the  time  of  her  residence  at  the  Asylum,  the 
mother  must  nurse  her  child.  These  provisions  have  for 
their  object,  the  cultivation  of  that  maternal  affection,  which 
shall  lead  the  mother  to  keep  the  child  with  her,  and  to 
work  for  its  support,  after  she  leaves  the  Asylum. 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  and  the  methods  by  which 
it  works,  do  not  tend  to  pauperize  the  inmates.    The  aim

is  to  make  them  self-supporting,  and  self-respecting  members 
of  the  community,  and  to  induce  the  mothers  to  work  for 
the  support  of  their  children,  so  that  neither  mother  nor 
child  shall  again  become  a  public  charge.  The  cases  are 
few  where  a  woman,  after  residing  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
period  in  the  institution,  and  nursing  her  child,  has  gone 
back  to  an  immoral  life. 

During  the  past  five  years  2,977  women  and  4,586  child- 
ren have  been  cared  lor  in  the  institution.  It  has  been  re- 
peatedly stated  in  the  annual  reports,  that  every  effort  is 
made  to  provide  children,  born  in  the  institution,  or  as- 
signed to  its  care,  with  homes,  in  which  they  shall  receive 
religious  and  intellectual  instruction,  and  in  which  they 
shall  not  be  reminded  of  the  place  of  their  birth.  It  is  an  un- 
ending mortification  to  be  known  as  an  "  Institution  child." 

The  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report,  giving  the  number 
of  inmates,  and  the  reports  of  the  medical  officers,  giving 
the  death  rate,  show  the  success  of  the  work,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact,  that  when  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
was  organized,  the  death  rate  among  children  of  the  kind 
cared  for,  was  upwards  of  ninety  per  cent. 

Four  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  City  Government  are 
included  among  the  managers  of  the  institution,  and  inas- 
much as  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  derives  a  portion  of 
its  income  from  city  funds,  it  is  a  wise  and  proper  provision 
that  these  officers  should  be  named  in  its  charter  as  ex-officio 
members. 

At  the  present  time,  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  is 
greatly  in  need  of  new  buildings.  Those  now  occupied  at 
Sixty-first  street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  as  well  as  the 
country  home  at  Mount  Vernon,  are  old,  and  no  longer 
suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  used.  The 
successful  results  of  the  past  five  or  six  years  have  con- 
vinced the  managers  that  they  have  now  reached  a  period, 
when  they  should  be  able  to  raise,  through  subscription, 
the  sum  of  money  necessary  for  the  reconstruction  of 
these  buildings. 

Flans  have  been  drawn  by  one  of  the  managers,  a  well- 
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known  architect,  without  charge  to  the  institution,  for  a 
modern  and  model  building,  the  cost  of  which  is  not  to  ex- 
ceed $70,000.  This  building  is  planned  according  to  the 
most  modern  ideas  of  sanitary  arrangement  in  hospitals, 
and  is  to  be  absolutely  fireproof. 

The  work  done  by  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  is  too 
well  known  among  many  people  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
to  need  any  lengthy  reference  to  it,  but  the  managers 
believe  that  there  are  many  others,  who,  if  they  realized 
what  the  work  of  the  institution  was,  and  how  much  good 
it  had  accomplished,  would  gladly  help  it  in  the  endeavor 
to  obtain  the  necessary  buildings.  The  Board  of  Managers 
appeal  to  these,  as  Avell  as  to  their  former  friends,  for  assist- 
ance in  raising  the  money  necessary.

Of  Incorporation  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum. 


The  original  Act  incorporating  the  New  York  INFANT 
ASYLUM  is  Chapter  106  of  the  Laws  of  1865.  This  Act  zvas 
amended  by  Chapter  263  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  and  Chapter 
90  of  the  Laws  of  1877.  As  amended,  the  Act  reads  as 
follozvs  : 

Section  i.  Edward  Delafield,  M.  D.,  Charles  Ely,  Earl  Douglas,  Ebenezer  P. 
Rogers,  D.  D.,  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  D.  D.,  Richard  F.  Carman,  Stephen 
Smith,  M.  D.,  John  David  Wolfe,  James  F.  DePeyster,  Willard  Parker,  M.  D., 
George  Jones,  Joel  Foster,  M.  D.,  William  C.  Piime  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  New 
York  Infant  Asylum,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  prescribed  and 
specified  in  title  three,  chapter  eighteen,  part  one,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 
shall  have  power  to  take  real  and  personal  estate,  by  gift,  devise,  demise,  bequest 
or  purchase;  but  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  nor  shall  the  property  or  income  of  such  corporation  be  ap- 
plied or  appropriated  to  any  purpose  other  than  as  specified  in  this  act. 

§  2.  The  objects  of  said  corporation  are  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  found- 
lings and  other  infant  children  ol  the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  may  be 
entrusted  to  their  charge  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  provide  for  their  support, 
and  moral,  physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education  ;  also  to  provide  such 
lying  in  wards  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  the 
maternal  abandonment  of  homeless  infants,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and 
personal  sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

§  3.  The  property,  business  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  at  least  seventeen  members,  and  the  persons  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  together  with  the  ex  officio  members  hereinafter 
named,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers.  All  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  the  board,  excepting  of  ex  officio  members,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board 
at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The  members  constituting  the  board 
of  managers  may  at  any  time  be  increased  by  vote  of  the  board  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  ;  provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  not  be  increased 
so  as  to  consist  of  more  than  thirty  members. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county,  the  President  of  the  Hoard  of  Commissioners  <>f  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  of  said  City  and  County  of  New  York,  and  the  President 
of  the  Hoard  of  Police,  lor  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex  officio  managers  ot  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  managers,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  but  no  purchase,  sale  or  othrr  reposi- 
tion of  real  estate,  nor  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation, 
nor  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  board,  nor  any  contract  involving  an  expendi- 
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ture  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  the  numbei  con- 
stituting the  board  of  managers  be  increased,  nor  any  by-law  be  adopted, 
amended  or  repealed  without  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  managers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  procure  or  erect  and 
maintain,  either  within  the  City  of  New  York  or  in  some  other  suitable  and  con- 
venient place  within  the  State  of  New  York,  and  distant  not  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  City  of  New  York,  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  an  asylum 
for  such  children  as  may  be  entrusted  to  and  received  by  them  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  shall  have  power  also  to  procure  or  erect  and  maintain, 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  a  house  of  reception  where  such  children  may  be 
first  received  and  temporarily  accommodated.  Whenever  any  child  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  said  corporation  in  such  house  of  reception,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  eight  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  next  succeeding,  to  place  such  child  in  their  asylum  ;  but 
such  child  shall  remain  in  said  house  of  reception  for  said  period  of  thirty  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged  and  removed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.    The  said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  under  care  and  management 

(1)  Children  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York 
abandoned  or  deserted,  as  hereinafter  specified. 

(2)  Children  of  like  age,  born  out  of  wedlock,  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of 
the  mother,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(3)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  father  or  whose  mother  is  dead,  and  whose 
surviving  parent  is,  for  any  cause,  unable  to  maintain  them,  and  who,  by  consent 
in  writing  of  such  surviving  parent,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(4)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  parents  are,  from  any  cause,  unable  to  main- 
tain them,  and  \vho,  by  consent  in  writing  of  the  father,  or,  in  case  the  father 
should  have  been  legally  declared  an  habitual  drunkard  or  a  lunatic,  or  shall  be 
imprisoned  on  conviction  of  crime,  or  shall  have  been  legally  declared  to  have 
abandoned  his  family,  then,  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  mother,  may  be  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

(5)  Children  of  like  age,  having  no  parent  living,  and  who,  by  consent  in 
writing  of  their  guardian,  or  nearest  relative  of  full  age,  may  be  entrusted  to  said 
corporation. 

(6)  Children  of  like  age,  who  may  be  transferred  and  entrusted  to  said  cor- 
poration by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York. 

§  7.  Children  entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  the  voluntary  act  of  their 
parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relations,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  the  lawful  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation.  Such  entrusting  shall 
be  made  and  evidenced  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  in  form  substantially  as 
follows,  viz.:  I,  A.  B.  (father,  mother,  guardian  or  nearest  relative,  as  the  case 
may  be),  of  a  (male  or  female,  as  the  case  may  be)  infant  child  ;  aged  , 
named  .     (or  not  named,  as  the  case  may  be),  born  at  ,  do 

hereby  surrender  and  entrust  to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  for  the  period  of 
years,  the  entire  management  and  control  of  such  child,  and  do 
hereby  assign  to  and  invest  said  corporation  with  the  same  powers  and  control 
over  said  child  as  those  of  which  I  am  possessed. 

§  8.  \Vhenever  any  child  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  shall  be  found  on 
any  street,  avenue,  highway,  lane,  alley,  public  place,  dock,  pier,  vacant  lot  or 
yard,  or  in  any  vacant  or  uninhabited  room,  house,  tenement,  shed  or  building  of 
any  kind,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  abandoned  or  deserted,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  policeman  or  other  person  so  finding  such  child  to  take,  or  cause  the  same  to 
be  taken,  to  the  house  of  reception  that  may  be  provided  by  said  corporation  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  place  such  child  in  the  custody  of  such  corporation, 
thereupon  making  and  subscribing,  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in 
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said  house  of  reception  by  said  corporation,  an  entry  in  writing  describing  such 
child  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  setting  forth  with  particularity  the  time  and  place, 
when  and  where,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  by  whom  such  child 
was  so  found,  abandoned  or  deserted. 

§  9.  The  said  corporation  shall  immediately  thereupon  cause  a  notice,  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form,  with  the  blanks  properly  filled  and  subscribed  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  said  house  of  reception,  to  be  furnished  to  the  Metro- 
politan Police  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  in  each  of 
the  police  station  houses  in  said  city,  viz.: 

Notice. — This  is  to  certify  that  a  child  of  about  the  age  of  ,  hair 

,  eyes  ,  color  ,  was  on  the  day 

of  ,18       ,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York  abandoned  or  deserted,  and 

has  been  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  and,  unless  re- 
claimed, according  to  law,  within  thirty  days,  such  child  will  remain  in  the 
charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation. 

Dated  ,18    ,  Superintendent. 

§  10.  If,  within  said  period  of  thirty  days  after  such  notice  shall  have  been 
so  posted,  any  person  so  claiming  to  be  the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  make  oath  thereof  before  some  magistrate  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
such  magistrate  shall  thereupon  issue  a  summons  to  said  corporation  to  appear 
before  him,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
four,  days  from  the  service  thereof,  to  attend  the  hearing  of  said  claim,  for  such 
child,  and  with  said  summons  shall  be  served  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  so  made 
before  said  magistrate.  Upon  the  hearing,  if  the  claimant  shall  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
make  an  order  for  the  delivery  of  such  child  to  such  claimant.  And  the  said 
claimant  may  thereupon  remove  the  said  child  from  the  custody  of  the  said  cor- 
poration ;  provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  to  such  magis- 
trate that  such  claimant  from  habitual  drunkenness,  or  other  vicious  or  depraved 
habits  or  mode  of  life,  or  from  indigency  or  lunacy,  or  other  cause,  is  an  unfit  or 
improper  person  to  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  child,  he  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  said  claim,  and  remand  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said 
corporation.  And  in  case  upon  the  hearing  the  claimant  shall  fail  to  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  then  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
dismiss  the  claim,  and  remand  the  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

§  11.  In  case  no  such  claim  shall  be  made  within  the  said  period  of  thirty 
days,  or,  being  made  within  that  period,  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  magistrate, 
then  such  child  shall  remain  and  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  lawful  care  and  custody 
of  the  said  corporation,  if  a  female,  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male 
until  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  said  corporation, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  12.  If  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  any  child  so  found  abandoned 
or  deserted  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  the  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion, as  above  provided,  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  County  Judge,  that  such  child 
was  for  any  cause  wrongfully  or  improvidently  so  entrusted,  the  said  Board  shall 
thereupon,  upon  application  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  said  child,  discharge 
the  said  child,  and  restore  it  to  such  parents  or  guardian,  and  in  case  at  any 
time  after  such  abandoned  or  deserted  child  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  said 
corporation  it  shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  such  child  and  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  expedient  or  proper  to 
discharge  such  child,  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  may,  in  their  discretion, 
thereupon  discharge  such  child,  and  restore  it  to  its  parents,  guardian  or  other 
protector  on  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  Board  may  deem 
right  and  proper. 
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§  13.  Whenever  any  child,  being  in  the  custody  of  the  said  corporation, 
shall,  by  the  commission  of  any  crime,  or  by  confirmed  evil  habits,  have  become 
so  degraded  or  debased  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers,  to  be  an  im- 
proper subject  for  the  care  and  management  of  said  corporation,  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  such  child  into  the  custody  of  some  magis- 
trate or  other  competent  authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  due  course  of  law. 

§  14.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power,  when  the  children  in  their 
care  shall  respectively  attain  a  proper  age,  to  procure  the  adoption  of  suitable 
foster-parents  of  such  children  as  may  properly  be  so  adopted  out,  to  place  them 
at  suitable  employments  and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  suitable  branches  of 
knowledge,  and  at  discretion  to .  bind  out  or  indenture  such  children,  when  of 
suitable  ages,  as  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants,  to  some  profession,  trade  or  em- 
ployment, for  such  time  or  period  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, in  the  case  of  girls,  to  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  in  the  case  of  boys,  to  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  children  volun- 
tarily entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  their  parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relatives, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  bind  out  or  indenture  any 
such  child  for  a  period  beyond  the  time  for  which  such  children  have  been  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

§  15.  No  person  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been  bound  to  service  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  shall  assign 
or  transfer  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  to  any  other  person,  nor  let  or  hire 
out  for  any  period  the  services  of  such  child,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
said  corporation ;  and  upon  granting  any  such  consent  the  said  corporation  may 
prescribe  and  impose  any  terms  and  conditions  they  may  deem  reasonable  and 
proper;  and  every  such  assignment,  when  duly  made  with  consent  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  the  effect  to  transfer  to  and  vest  in  the  assignee  all  the  rights  of  the 
original  master;  and  such  assignee  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  original  master. 

§  16.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  master  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been 
bound  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of  the 
assignee  of  any  such  master,  then  such  death  shall  have  the  effect  to  cancel  and 
annul  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  ;  and  thereupon  the  said  corporation 
shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  oi  such  child,  and  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was 
made. 

§  17.  Any  indenture  or  contract  of  service  by  which  any  child  shall  have 
been  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may,  by  the  mutual  consent  of 
the  master  or  the  assignee  and  the  said  corporation,  be  cancelled  and  annulled 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  thereupon 
the  said  corporation  shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  of  such  child,  and 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or 
contract  of  service  was  made. 

§  18.  If  any  master  or  assignee  shall  be  guilty  of  any  cruelty  or  misusage 
towards  any  child  so  bound  out  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  and  provide  proper  food  and  clothing  to  such  child,  or 
shall  commit  any  other  breach  or  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  indenture  or  con- 
tract of  service  under  which  such  child  is  held,  such  child  or  any  person  in  its 
behalf,  may  make  complaint  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  to  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
county  where  such  child  is  held  to  service,  or  to  the  mayor,  recorder  or  an  alder- 
man, or  any  other  magistrate  of  any  city  where  such  child  is  so  held  to  service, 
who  shall  thereupon  summon  the  said  master  or  assignee  to  appear  before  them 
or  him,  and  shall  examine  into,  hear  and  determine  such  complaint;  and  if,  upon 
such  hearing,  the  said  complaint  shall  appear  to  be  well  founded,  they  or  he  shall, 
by  certificate  in  writing,  discharge  such  child  from  the  obligation  of  service,  and 
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restore  such  child  to  the  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation,  and  with  the  like 
power  as  before  the  said  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was  made  ;  and  the  said 
master  or  assignee  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  said  corporation,  in  a  civil  action,  for 
the  breach  of  the  agreement. 

§  19.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  guardian 
of  every  child  bound  out  or  held  for  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  see  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  be  faithfully  performed  by  the  master  or 
assignee,  and  that  such  child  is  properly  treated.  And  they  shall  inquire  into 
the  treatment  of  such  child  and  redress  any  grievance  in  manner  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  20.  Every  master  or  assignee  to  whom  any  child  shall  be  bound  or  held  to 
service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months 
during  such  term  of  service,  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
said  corporation,  the  conduct  or  behavior  of  such  child,  and  whether  such  child  is 
living  under  the  care  of  the  person  to  whom  such  child  was  originally  bound,  and 
if  not,  where  and  with  whom  such  child  is  living.  And  all  indentures  and  con- 
tracts of  service  made  under  this  act  shall  in  terms  provide  for  such  report  being 
made. 

§  21.  All  damages  that  may  be  recovered  and  received  by  said  corporation  of 
any  master  or  assignee  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  the  indenture  or  contract  of 
service  by  which  any  child  shall  be  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  of  recovering  and  collecting  the 
same,  shall  be  held  by  the  said  corporation,  in  trust  for,  and  paid  over  to  said 
child  ;  if  a  female,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  child  shall  die  before  attaining 
such  age,  the  said  damages  shall  revert  and  belong  to  the  said  corporation. 

§  22.  In  each  and  every  year  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  shall  levy  and  collect  by  tax,  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges  and  expenses  of 
the  city  and  county  are  levied  and  collected,  and  pay  over  to  said  corporation,  a 
sum  of  money  at  the  rate  of  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  in  monthly  payments,  for 
each  and  every  child  received  and  maintained  by  said  asylum;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  said  city  to  reimburse  and  pay  over  the  difference 
between  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  and  the  amount  actually  received  by  said 
asylum  from  said  supervisors  since  the  passage  of  the  amendment  dated  April 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  to  the  aforesaid  act  of  incorporation 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.  It  is  further  provided,  that  whenever  any 
homeless  or  needy  mother  has  received  care  and  attendance  in  the  lying-in  wards 
of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  managers  of  said  asylum  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county  treasurer,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  said  care  and  obstetric  attendance,  and  when- 
ever any  mother  thus  domiciled  and  attended  at  the  birth  of  her  child,  and  when- 
ever any  other  homeless  or  needy  mother  with  a  nursing  infant,  resides  at  the 
asylum,  by  the  request  of  its  officers,  and  wet-nurses  her  own  infant,  the  managers 
ot  said  institution  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county 
treasurer,  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  per  month,  and  proportionally  for  any  frac- 
tion of  a  month,  lor  each  mother  so  remaining  under  their  charge  in  said  asylum, 
piovided  such  residence  shall  exceed  the  period  of  two  months,  to  be  paid,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  in  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annual  payments,  as  said  mana- 
gers may  request;  but  the  managers  of  the  said  institution  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  said  monthly  allowance  for  a  longer  period  than  for  one  year  for  any 
mother  so  remaining. 

§  23.  Whenever  any  child,  properly  chargeable  upon  the  fund  placed  by  law 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  shall,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  intrusted  and  supported  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  fund  the  sums  that  are  respect- 
ively designated  and  determined  by  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  section  of 
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this  act,  for  the  infants  and  children  of  the  two  classes  of  ages  in  the  said  section 
respectively  named. 

§  24.  Schools  may  be  established  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation, 
and  shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Common  School  fund  in  the  same 
manner  and  degree  as  the  common  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York, 
and  the  amount  so  distributed  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  25.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fourth  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  make  to  the  Legislature  and 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  a  detailed  report 
of  the  whole  number  of  children  received  by  the  said  corporation  during  the  year 
preceding,  specifying  the  age,  sex,  residence,  place  of  nativity,  and  also  the 
nationality  of  parents  when  it  can  be  ascertained,  and  whether  the  parents  are 
living  or  dead,  are  temperate  or  intemperate;  and  as  to  all  the  children  in  their 
charge  during  the  preceding  year,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to  instruction,  the 
nature  and  amount  of  punishment,  the  cases  of  disease,  the  number  apprenticed  or 
bound  out  to  service,  the  number  escaped,  the  number  of  deaths,  the  number  re- 
stored to  parents  or  guardians,  or  otherwise  discharged,  and  also  such  information 
as  they  may  have  received  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  have  been  bound  out  or 
apprenticed,  as  well  as  the  facts  generally  in  relation  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties  by  those  at  service;  also  the  industrial  occupation  and  pursuits  of  those  at 
service;  also  the  receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  corporation, 
and  its  general  operations,  with  their  results. 

§  26.  The  asylum  and  house  of  reception  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York,  in  any  reasonable  manner  that  may  be  directed  by  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cause  said 
asylum  and  house  of  reception  to  be  visited  and  inspected  at  least  twice  each  year. 

§  27.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  may  receive  children  in  said 
house  of  reception,  similarly  situated,  from  other  counties  in  this  State,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
of  such  counties  respectively.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
counties  shall  have  the  same  power  to  send  children,  under  such  agreement,  to 
said  house  of  reception,  as  the  said  managers  have  under  this  act,  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  children  of  said  counties. 

§  28.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS. 


As  Amended  March,  1899.* 


article  1. 

Of  Managers. 

Section  [.  When  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  except  in 
the  case  of  ex  officio  managers,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, nominate  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  a  person  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  but  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  such  nomination  until  the  suc- 
ceeding regular  meeting,  when  the  election  shall  proceed  by  ballot.  Any  person 
receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  provided  a  majority  of  all  the 
managers  then  holding  office  are  present,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  manager  other  than  an  ex  officio  manager  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  to  make  satislactory  excuse  in 
writing  for  non-attendance  for  a  period  of  one  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  may, 
at  their  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  such  manager  vacant  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  any  meeting  consisting  ot  a  majority  of  all  the  managers  then 
in  office. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  whole  number  of  managers  then  in  office,  including  the 
ex  officio  managers,  shall  be  less  than  the  full  number  of  thirty,  as  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  Incorporation,  vacancies  to  that  extent  shall  be  deemed  to  exist. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  a 
pericd  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  before  an  Annual  Meeting  may  be  filled  at  any  regular 
meeting  at  which  a  majority  of  the  Managers  then  holding  office  shall  be  present, 
and  the  officers  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration and  By-Laws.    He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  ot  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
President.  Should  he  be  unable  to  act,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and 
documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  of  all  securities  owned  by 
it,  and  all  moneys  belonging  to  it.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Corporate 
Seal,  to  be  used  only  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall 
keep  an  account  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  Institution  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon 
receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
present  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  each  regular  meeting  a  report  of  all  funds

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received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  the  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  keep  a  complete  list  of 
names  of  subscribers  and  donors.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Board  of  Managers  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  specifically  direct. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  notify  all  officers  and  managers  of  their  election,  inform  managers  of 
their  appointment  on  committees,  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  name  and  resi- 
dence oi  each  manager,  and  conduct  all  correspondence.  He  shall  inform  man- 
agers of  all  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least  five  days  before  the 
meeting.  In  case  of  special  meetings  he  shall  inform  the  managers  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  set  for  such  meeting.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

Of  Committees. 

Section  i.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  the  President  shall  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees from  among  the  managers,  viz. :  An  Executive  Committee,  a  Finance 
Committee,  a  Nominating  Committee,  an  Auditing  Committee,  a  House  Com- 
mittee, an  Inspection  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary 
Regulation,  and  a  Committee  on  Adoption;  also  such  other  standing  committees 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Corpo- 
ration. The  managers  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  their  appointment  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancies  in  the  com- 
mittees as  may  occur  during  the  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  managers,  three  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Thursdays  of  each  month  at  the  House  of  Reception,  or  at  such  other 
time  and  place  as  it  may  select,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary, 
or  when  called  by  the  Chairman,  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  They 
shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  provided 
such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those  established  by  the  Board 
of  Managers.  They  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its 
affairs,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  They  shall  audit 
all  bills  and  accounts  for  payment,  and  at  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  authorize 
such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  repairs  or  disbursements  exceed  S500,  without  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  excepting  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and  supplies. 

In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  Matron,  Clerk,  or  other  em- 
ployee shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  for  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  may 
suspend  the  offenders  and  report  the  case  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next 
meeting,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  appoint.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  appoint, 
subject  to  the  order  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  such  salaries 
as  they  may  direct,  such  additional  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and  may  discharge  the  same  at  pleasure. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  their  stated  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
the  finances  of  the  Corporation,  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  increasing  its 
funds  as  the  Board  of  Managers  from  time  to  time  direct.  Three  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 
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Sec.  4.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  of  whom 
the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  All  nominations 
for  positions  on  the  Medical  Hoard,  or  under  the  Medical  Hoard,  or  on  the  House 
Staff,  or  for  the  position  of  Matron,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Hoard  of  Managers  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Hoard 
of  Managers  the  name  of  some  person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers,  who  shall 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  together  with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who  shall 
direct  and  control  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  for  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  7.  The  Inspection  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers  to  serve  each 
month,  and  during  such  term  of  service  they  shall  inspect  all  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, inquire  into  the  behavior  of  all  attendants;  the  quality  of  the  food;  shall 
examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  confer  with  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons as  to  the  condition  of  the  work.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and 
shall  enter  therein  at  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which 
book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Executive  Commiitee  at  its  meetings.  If  any  manager 
thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  procure  some  other  manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

This  inspection  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Sixty-first  Street 
House,  and  once  a  month  at  Mount  Vernon. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary  Regulations  shall 
consist  of  five  managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  buildings  of  the  Corporation  and  the  health  of  their  inmates,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee,  with  such  assistance 
and  advice  from  the  Medical  Board  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

The  Committee  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  on  Adoption  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  adoption  of  children,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Sec.  10.  All  standing  committees  shall  be  required  to  report  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Ladies'  Committees. 

The  President  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting  appoint  a  committee  oi 
ten  ladies  to  visit  the  House  of  Reception  in  New  York  City,  and  a  committee  of 
six  ladies  to  visit  the  Country  Home  at  Mount  Vernon.  These  committees  shall, 
through  their  respective  chairmen,  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  President  of 
the  Corporation  on  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Reception  and  of 
the  Country  Home. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Physicians. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  upon  the  recom- 
mendation and  approval  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  two  consulting  physicians 
and  two  consulting  obstetricians;  one  attending  physician  and  three  attending 
obstetricians  for  the  House  of  Reception  and  Lying-in  Department;  one  attending 
physician  for  the  Country  Home;  and  a  medical  registrar.  They  shall  together 
constitute  the  Medical  Board.  They  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint  annually  upon  the  recommendation 
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and  approval  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  a  consulting  sanitarian  and  an  attend- 
ing sanitarian. 

Sec.  2.  The  consulting  physicians  and  consulting  obstetricians  may  be  called 
upon  for  advice  in  important  cases. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  resident  physician  in  each  branch  of  the  Asylum, 
and  such  assistant  resident  physicians  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  neces- 
sary. They  shall  be  graduates  in  medicine  and  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Board  to  the  Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.    The  resident  physicians  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

Sec.  4.  The  service  of  the  attending  physician  at  the  House  of  Reception  and 
at  the  Country  Home,  respectively,  shall  be  continuous.  Each  attending  obste- 
trician in  his  turn  shall  be  on  duty  for  three  months  consecutively. 

Sec.  5.  The  attending  physician  and  attending  obstetrician  on  duty  shall  visit 
the  Asylum  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Sec.  6.  The  Medical  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  quarterly  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  the  month.  The  first  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
the  month  of  February;  at  which  meeting  the  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election 
of  a  chairman  and  a  secretary.  7 he  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical  Board 
shall  hold  a  meeting  monthly. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  in  his  absence,  how- 
ever,  there  shall  be  elected  a  chairman  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Medical  Board  shall  each  month  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  This  report  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  number  of  confinements  during  the  month;  the  existence  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  if  any,  and  any  other  matters  that  the  Medical  Board  may  deem 
of  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  inmates,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions thereon  as  they  may  desire  to  make  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Medical  Board  shall  make  to  the  Board  of  Managers  an 
annual  report  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  The  Medical  Board  shall  recommend  a  Curator  and  Pathologist  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  conduct  all  post  mortem  examinations,  to  make  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examinations  when  necessary,  and  to  preserve  and  properly  arrange  all 
specimens  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  vacancies  occur  in  the  Medical  Board,  the  Medical  Board  may 
suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the  names  of  suitable  physicians  to  fill  such 
vacancies.  The  Nominating  Committee,  if  it  approves  of  the  physicians  so 
suggested,  may,  from  among  them,  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
appointment,  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  Securities. 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  all  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value  shall  be 
kept  in  a  safe  in  the  vault  of  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation.  Access  to  the  safe  containing  the  securities  shall  only  be  had  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  by  two  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  A 
record  shall  be  made  of  each  visit  to  the  vault  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
stating  over  the  signature  of  the  visitors  all  changes  made  in  the  contents  of  the 
safe,  and,  when  no  changes  are  made,  the  object  of  the  visit  This  record  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its  next  subsequent  meeting.  The 
principal  of  no  stock  or  bond  shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer,  nor  shall  any 
changes  be  made  in  the  investments  of  the  Corporation  without  authority  in 
writing  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers.

Of  Meetings. 

Section  i.  The  Hoard  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
January,  and  of  each  alternate  month  thereafter,  at  8.30  P.  M. ,  at  the  House  of 
Reception  at  6 1  st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the 
President  may  direct,  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of  five  managers,  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary;  the  time,  place  and  particular  object  of  the  meeting  shall 
be  specified  in  the  call. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year,  at  8.30  P.  M.,  at  the  House  of  Reception, 
61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  President  may 
direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  business  of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  as  follows: 

The  roll  shall  be  called  and  attending  managers  noted. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read. 

The  Treasurer's  Report. 

Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees.

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Of  Matrons. 

Matrons  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Asylum  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
They  shall  keep  such  books  and  records,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a  clerk  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  office,  which  shall  be  located  in  the  House  of  Reception  ai  61st 
Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  Executive  Committee  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  All  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Corporation,  except  those  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  kept  in  this  office,  and  open  to  inspection  of  the 
managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  revised  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  provided  a 
majority  of  the  managers  then  in  office  shall  be  present,  by  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  persons  present;  provided,  furthermore,  that  any  proposed  revision 
or  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  writing  at 
a  preceding  meeting.

To  establish  an  institution  which  should  constantly  reach  out 
its  hands  to  save  the  lives  of  infants  who  rarely  survive  the  first 
year  of  their  existence,  was  the  principal  purpose  which  inspired 
the  founders  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum.  An  important  in- 
cident, one  always  inseparable,  was  the  extending  of  moral  care 
and  guidance  to  the  mothers  of  these  infants,  to  prevent  their  drift- 
ing subsequently  into  immoral  ways. 

The  institution  has  now  had  a  continued,  prosperous  existence 
for  a  period  of  thirty-five  years,  and  it  has  established  an  experi- 
ence which  should  not  only  inspire  public  confidence,  but  which  is 
of  incalculable  value  in  directing  its  future  administration. 

This  asylum  is  not  merely  a  lying-in  hospital.  It  does  not 
receive  into  its  wards  any  woman  who  has  previously  given  birth 
to  an  illegitimate  child.  It  uses  every  effort  to  keep  within  its 
control  both  the  mother  and  the  infant  for  a  period  of  at  least  one 
year.  It  has  been  found  that  the  maternal  instinct,  during  this 
period  develops,  in  most  cases,  and  becomes  so  strong  that  the 
mother  does  not  afterward  abandon  her  offspring. 

Efforts  are  always  made  to  place  the  mother  and  child  in  a 
position  where  she  is  self-supporting  and  when  this  is  not  feasible, 
a  position  is  secured  for  the  mother,  and  she  pays  part  of  her 
wages  toward  the  support  of  her  child  left  in  the  asylum.  This 
amount  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  is  far  below  the  cost  of 
maintenance. 

In  the  event  of  children  losing  their  mothers,  or  being  sur- 
rendered to  the  asylum,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  managers  to  provide 
homes  in  suitable  families  by  adoption  before  they  reach  an  age 


when  they  are  able  to  realize  that  they  are  inmates  of  a  charitable 
institution. 

The  records  of  adoptions  has  been  singularly  fortunate  in 
many  particulars.  Among  those  who  have  been  entrusted  to  the 
care  of  the  institution  and  subsequently  adopted,  we  find  prominent 
clergymen,  lawyers  and  a  large  number  of  useful  and  honorable 
citizens. 

Children  remaining  in  the  institution  are  at  the  earliest  age 
placed  in  the  kindergarten  school,  where  the  Froebel  system  is 
taught,  and  this  system  of  education,  with  other  appropriate  train- 
ing, is  thereafter  continued. 

This  institution  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  generosity  of 
friends,  and  upon  the  munificence  of  those  whose  hearts  are  touched 
by  the  appeal  of  the  helpless  infant. 

The  work  of  the  institution  is  now  carried  on  in  buildings 
totally  inadequate  for  the  purpose,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
management  to  secure  sufficient  means  to  erect  new  buildings  in 
place  of  those  now  occupied. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  for  a  thoroughly  equipped  building, 
with  all  modern  improvements,  the  entire  cost  of  which  will  be 
$135,000.  Toward  this  the  sum  of  $96,000  has  already  been 
pledged. 

The  Board  of  Managers  do  not  feel  justified  in  undertaking 
this  work  until  the  entire  amount  is  subscribed,  and  now  appeals  to 
the  generous  friends  and  those  interested  in  these  helpless  little 
ones.

STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

At  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asy- 
lum, Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum,  made  an  address  to  the  Hoard  of  Managers,  of 
which  the  following  is  a  summary  prepared  by  himself  : 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  had  its  origin  in  the  efforts  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Richmond,  an  Episcopalian  clergyman  of  this  city 
to  reform  a  class  of  unfortunate  young  women  whom  he  found  in 
the  Maternity  Wards  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  in  his  visits  of  mercy  to 
that  institution.  In  many  instances  they  were  virtuous  persons 
who  had  been  betrayed  under  promise  of  marriage,  and  were  desir- 
ous of  leading  virtuous  lives.  As  the  wards  of  the  hospital  were 
open  to  the  public  on  certain  days  of  the  week,  the  maternity 
division  was  visited  by  procuresses,  who  succeeded  in  temptnig 
these  women  to  enter  disorderly  houses  as  soon  as  thev  were  able 
to  leave.  Discouraged  in  his  efforts  to  rescue  them  by  persuasion 
and  the  offer  of  a  home,  he  concluded  that  if  he  could  provide  -i 
private  maternity,  where  the  young  mother  could  remain  and  care 
for  her  child  for  a  year,  not  only  would  her  maternal  instincts 
induce  her  to  remain,  but  the  child,  nursed  by  its  mother,  would 
have  a  much  better  chance  of  living. 

Mr.  Richmond  died  with  this  project  little  more  than  publicly 
expressed,  but  his  wife  immediately  attempted  to  realize  her  hus- 
band s  long-cherished  charitable  purpose.  She  agitated  the  sub- 
ject among  friends,  and  succeeded,  in  18(35,  in  securing  from  the 


Legislature  the  Charter  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum.  Among 
the  incorporators  were  Drs.  \\  illanl  Parker,  James  F.  dePeyster, 
Edward  Delafield,  Joel  Foster,  Richard  Carman,  Jonathan  De 
Wolfe,  and  other  gentlemen  of  equal  reputation. 

The  Trustees  rented  a  building,  which  is  still  standing,  at 
West  104th  Street  and  West  End  Avenue,  and  opened  it  for  the 
reception  of  infants  in  the  summer  of  1805.  The  building  was  an 
old  wooden  structure,  and  scarcely  fitted  for  occupation.  Mrs. 
Richmond,  though  in  very  poor  health,  was  elected  as  its  Superin- 
tendent, and  several  ordinary  nurses  were  engaged.  The  children 
were  for  the  most  part  fed  in  accordance  with  the  methods  of  that 
time,  but  with  most  disastrous  results.  The  patients  died  in  such 
numbers  as  to  completely  thwart  the  purposes  of  the  organization. 
After  a  struggle  of  upwards  of  two  years  Mrs.  Richmond  died, 
leaving  the  institution  greatly  embarrassed  financially. 

The  work  was  given  up  until  about  1871-2,  when  the  Society 
was  reorganized,  chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Alice  Sanford 
and  her  father,  Gen.  Sanford.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Church  of  Dr.  Montgomery,  corner  of  Madison  Avenue  and  35  th 
Street.  Mr.  Ely  was  chosen  President,  Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  Secre- 
tary, and  Mr.  Levi  M.  Bates,  Treasurer. 

In  the  reorganization  it  was  determined  to  carry  out  more  fully 
Mr.  Richmond's  original  plan  of  providing  a  maternity  for  the 
class  of  women  who  sought  refuge  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  and  to 
supplement  the  work  of  the  Commissioners  of  Charity,  in  caring 
for  destitute  children.  The  mortality  of  these  children  in  the  in- 
stitutions on  the  Island  was  admitted  to  be  nearly  100  per  cent. 
The  nurses  were  women  committed  for  drunkenness,  and  the  food 
was  ordinary  cows'  milk.  In  the  summer  months  very  few  children 
survived  to  the  end  of  the  month  of  August. 

The  method  proposed  was  to  open  a  home  for  these  women 
where  they  could  be  received  several  months  before  confinement, 
and  where  they  could  remain  nine  to  ten  months  after.  This  Home 
was  to  be  under  the  care  of  a  competent  matron,  with  a  woman 
physician,  and  to  be  pervaded  by  those  moral  and  religious  influ. 


ences  most  likely  to  elevate  the  character  of  the  inmates.  To  this 
end  also  a  number  of  influential  ladies  were  invited  and  became 
active  members  of  the  Board.  It  was  on  this  featuieof  our  re- 
organization that  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Asylum 
rested.  It  was  essentially  a  woman's  work,  and  not  until  such 
skilled  hands  and  sympathetic  minds  as  Miss  Sanford,  Mrs.  Gib- 
bons and  Mrs.  Garrison  were  brought  into  the  governing  body  was 
success  assured. 

The  Commissioners  of  Charity  opposed  the  effort  of  the  Society 
to  secure  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  the  city  to  pay  a  per 
capita  allowance  for  the  maintenance  of  the  destitute  children  com- 
mitted to  its  care.  The  bill,  however,  passed,  but  it  was  modified 
so  as  to  give  the  Commissioners  the  power  annually  to  fix  the  per 
capita  rate,  which  was  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance 
on  the  Island. 

The  Commissioners  fixed  the  rate  at  $1.33  per  week,  a  sum 
which  prevented  the  Society  from  employing  wet  nurses,  or  pur- 
chasing any  form  of  artificial  food.  The  Society,  however,  accept- 
ed the  situation,  rented  a  building  in  Eighth  Street,  near  Broadway, 
and  began  operations.  The  funds  of  the  Society  were  increased  by 
the  energy  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Bates,  and  every  means  necessary 
to  success  was  provided.  The  result  sustained  the  assertions  of  the 
most  sanguine  members  of  the  Board,  for  the  mortality  scarcely 
exceeded  9  per  cent,  as  against  96  per  cent,  on  the  Island. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  vast  influence  of  that  first  year's 
experiment  on  the  saving  of  child-life  in  the  City  of  New  York. 
The  Commissioners  of  Charity  immediately  took  the  alarm,  and 
built  and  equipped  the  Infant  Asylum  on  Randall's  Island,  where 
the  mortality  was  reduced  to  less  than  20  per  cent.  The  Nursery 
and  Child's  Hospital,  under  Mrs.  Dubois,  secured  a  change  of  the 
law,  placing  that  institution  on  the  same  basis  as  this  Asylum,  and 
from  that  date  the  mortality  of  children  in  its  care  has  been  litile 
more  than  12  per  cent.  Following  that,  Sister  Irene  obtained  a 
charter  for  the  Foundling  Asylum,  based  on  the  law  of  the  Infant 
Asylum,  and  with  the  care  of  2,000  children  in  the  most  variable 


condition  as  regards  the  prospect  of  living,  has  a  mortality  of 
less  than  20  per  cent.  Still  other  institutions  have  heen  founded 
on  the  hasis  of  this  Asylum,  and  are  meeting  with  the  same  suc- 
cess in  saving  child-life. 

Meantime,  the  Infant  Asylum,  which  may  be  regarded  as  the 
parent  institution  of  that  class  which  have  the  care  of  the  city's 
destitute  children,  has  continued  to  enlarge  its  work,  and  now 
ranks  among  the  most  useful  charities  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
Its  founders  have  for  the  most  part  passed  away,  but  the  institution 
which  they  planned  with  so  much  care  is,  as  the  years  elapse, 
more  and  more  largely  fulfilling  the  beneficent  mission  of  its  pro- 
jectors, Rev.  Mr.  Richmond  and  his  wife.

REVIEW  OK  THE  YEAR. 


OCTOBER  i,  1900,  TO  SEPTEMBER  30,  1901. 


During  the  past  year,  the  new  building  of  the  New  York 
Infant  Asylum  at  Sixty-first  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue, 
which  was  described  at  length  in  the  last  annual  report, 
has  been  completed,  and  on  January  11,  1902,  it  was  for- 
mally opened  for  the  reception  of  patients.  The  opening 
ceremonies  consisted  of  addresses  bv  William  Rhinelander 
Stewart,  Esq.,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
Dr.  Stephen  Smith,  also  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities; 
Rev.  William  H.  Vibbert,  D.  D.,  and  Frederic  J.  dePeyster, 
Esq.,  President  of  the  New  York  infant  Asylum. 

Since  that  date  the  new  building  has  been  in  constant 
use,  and  the  improvements  in  construction  and  new  appli- 
ances which  it  contains  have  proved  of  great  assistance  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Institution. 


Since  the  close  of  the  period  covered  by  this  annual  report, 
the  Ladies  Committee  have  secured  the  services  of  Miss 
Smith,  a  missionary,  to  visit  the  Asylum  three  times  a  week 
and  spend  three  hours  reading  aloud  and  talking  to  the 
women.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  hours  may  be  of  great 
benefit  and  comfort  to  the  inmates.  She  is  a  missionary  of 
long  experience,  and  her  personal  influence  will  surely  have 
a  beneficial  effect  upon  those  with  whom  she  comes  in 
contact.  The  Ladies  Committee  have  united  in  contribut- 
ing the  salary  received  by  Miss  Smith. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Ladies  Committee  organized  a 
sewing  class,  which  was  carried  on  most  successfully.  A 
report  of  the  work  and  contributions  received  by  the 
Sewing  Class  will  be  found  on  page  31  of  this  report. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  1902,  the   Board  of 
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Managers  have  voted  to  close  the  country  home  of  the 
New  York  Infant  Asylum,  situated  at  Mount  Vernon,  in 
Westchester  County,  New  York.  This  action  was  taken 
for  the  following  reasons: 

Si  nee  the  completion  of  the  new  building  at  Sixty-first 
Street,  the  capacity  of  that  branch  of  the  Institution  has  been 
very  greatly  increased,  and  a  country  home  of  the  size  of  the 
present  one  at  Mount  Vernon  is  no  longer  necessary,  unless 
the  work  of  the  Institution  is  to  be  greatly  enlarged. 

Moreover,  the  policy  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 
New  York  and  the  Department  of  Charities  has  recently 
been  shown  to  favor  strongly  cutting  down  the  per  capita 
allowance  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  inmates  paid 
to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  and  other  similar  institu- 
tions. This  policy  has  been  carried  into  effect  by  enacting 
various  rules,  which  tend  to  reduce  the  number  of  inmates 
which  are  to  be  approved  and  paid  for  by  the  City,  and  to 
increase  the  number  of  those  who  must  be  supported  by 
the  Institution  out  of  funds  otherwise  raised.  The  result 
has  been  to  very  considerably  diminish  the  allowance  de- 
rived by  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  from  the  City 
of  New  York,  at  a  time  when  meat,  and  nearly  all  the  other 
supplies  used  in  such  an  institution,  have  been  increasing 
in  price.  Consequently,  the  Board  of  Managers  has  had  to 
face  considerable  deficits  for  many  months.  Under  these 
circumstances  strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  raise 
money  outside  and  augment  the  income  of  the  Institution 
through  donations  and  annual  subscriptions.  How  gener- 
ous has  been  the  response  to  the  appeals  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  their  friends,  will  be  seen  in  the  list  of  dona- 
tions and  subscriptions  received  since  October  i,  1901, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report  at  page  35.  These 
contributions,  however,  have  been  insufficient  to  overcome 
the  deficit  above  mentioned  and  no  alternative  has  seemed 
open  to  the  Board,  except  to  close  the  Mount  Vernon 
Home,  and  then  proceed  to  create  a  new  country  home 
elsewhere  on  a  smaller  scale,  when  the  means  should  be 
provided. 
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Again,  the  value  of  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Mount 
Vernon  has  been  steadily  increasing  in  the  past  few  years, 
while  the  buildings  now  standing  on  the  property  of  the 
New  York  Infant  Asylum,  many  of  which  are  upwards  of 
twenty  years  old,  and  none  of  which  are  fireproof  in 
their  construction,  have  been  constantly  deteriorating  and 
becoming  less  and  less  fitted  for  the  purposes  of  the  Institu- 
tion. To  put  these  buildings  in  thorough  repair,  and  first- 
class  sanitary  condition,  would  involve  the  expenditure  of 
a  large  sum  of  money,  estimated  at  considerably  above 
$30,000,  and  even  for  that  amount,  they  could  not  be  made 
fireproof.  Consequently,  the  Board  of  Managers  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  their  wisest  policy  is  to  sell  the  Mount 
Vernon  land  when  the  matter  may  be  conveniently  ar- 
ranged. 

Some  of  the  inmates  at  Mount  Vernon  are  now  in  course 
of  being  transferred  to  other  institutions,  and  many  of  the 
children  are  being  returned  to  their  parents  or  friends.  It 
is  not  expected  that  all  can  be  disposed  of  in  this  manner 
before  July  1,  1902,  the  date  originally  fixed  for  closing  the 
Institution,  but  such  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  will  be 
kept  open  until  the  last  woman  and  the  last  child  have  been 
given  into  good  hands.

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A  STATEMENT 


OF  THE 

OBJECTS  AND  METHODS  OF  WORK 

OF  THE 

NEW  YORK  INFANT  ASYLUM. 


The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  was  established,  to  receive 
and  take  charge  of  foundlings,  and  other  infant  children,  of 
the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  might  be  entrusted 
to  its  care,  and  to  provide  for  their  support  and  moral, 
physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education.  Also,  to  pro- 
vide such  lying-in  wards,  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance, 
as  should  tend  to  prevent  the  maternal  abandonment  of 
homeless  children,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and  per- 
sonal sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  does  not  receive  into  its 
lying-in  wards,  any  woman,  who  has  previously  given  birth 
to  an  illegitimate  child.  It  is  more  than  a  lying-in  hospital. 
It  was  the  intent  of  the  tramers  of  its  charter,  and  it  is  the 
constant  endeavor  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  officers, 
to  use  every  influence  to  keep  together  mother  and  child. 

The  charter  provides  that  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  to  the  institution,  for  the  support  of  any  woman,  unless 
she  has  been  an  inmate  for  more  than  two  months;  that 
such  payments  shall  continue  for  the  period  of  one  year ; 
and  that  during  all  the  time  of  her  residence  at  the  Asylum, 
the  mother  must  nurse  her  child.  These  provisions  have 
for  their  object,  the  cultivation  of  that  maternal  affection, 
which  shall  lead  the  mother  to  keep  the  child  with  her,  and 
to  work  for  its  support,  after  she  leaves  the  Asylum. 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  and  the  methods  by  which 
it  works,  do  not  tend  to  pauperize  the  inmates.    The  aim 


is  to  make  them  self-supporting,  and  self-respecting  members 
of  the  community,  and  to  induce  the  mothers  to  work  for 
the  support  of  their  children,  so  that  neither  mother  nor 
child  shall  again  become  a  public  charge.  The  cases  are 
few  where  a  woman,  after  residing  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
period  in  the  institution,  and  nursing  her  child,  has  gone 
back  to- an  immoral  life. 

During  the  past  year  521  women  and  996  children 
have  been  cared  for  in  the  institution.  It  has  been  re- 
peatedly stated  in  the  annual  reports,  that  every  effort  is 
made  to  provide  children,  born  in  the  institution,  or  assigned 
to  its  care,  with  homes,  in  which  they  shall  receive  religious 
and  intellectual  instruction,  and  in  which  they  shall  not  be 
reminded  of  the  place  of  their  birth.  It  is  an  unending 
mortification  to  be  known  as  an  "  Institution  child." 

The  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report,  giving  the  number 
of  inmates,  and  the  reports  of  the  medical  officers,  giving 
the  death  rate,  show  the  success  of  the  work,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact,  that  when  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
was  organized,  the  death  rate  among  children  of  the  kind 
cared  for,  was  upwards  of  ninety  per  cent.

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ACT 


Of  Incorporation  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum. 


The  original  Act  incorporating  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum  is  Chapter  106  of  the  Laws  of  1865.  This  Act  was 
amended  by  Chapter  263  of  the  Laws  of  1872,  and  Chapter 
90  of  the  Laws  of  1877.  As  amended,  the  Act  reads  as 
folloivs  : 

Section  i.  Edward  Delafield,  M.  D.,  Charles  Ely,  Earl  Douglas,  Ebenezer  P. 
Rogers,  D.  D.,  Henry  E.  Montgomery,  D.  D.,  Richard  F.  Carman,  Stephen 
Smith,  M.  D.,  John  David  Wolfe,  James  F.  DePeyster,  Willard  Parker,  M.  D., 
George  Jones,  Joel  Foster,  M.  D.,  William  C.  Piime  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  New 
York  Infant  Asylum,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  restrictions  prescribed  and 
specified  in  title  three,  chapter  eighteen,  part  one,  of  the  RevUed  Statutes,  and 
shall  have  power  to  take  real  and  personal  estate,  by  gift,  devise,  demise,  bequest 
or  purchase;  but  such  real  estate  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly  value  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  nor  shall  the  property  or  income  of  such  corporation  be  ap- 
plied or  appropriated  to  any  purpose  other  than  as  specified  in  this  act. 

T  §  2.  The  objects  of  said  corporation  are  to  receive  and  take  charge  of  found- 
lings and  other  infant  children  ol  the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  may  be 
entrusted  to  their  charge  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  provide  for  their  support, 
and  moral,  physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education  ;  also  to  provide  such 
lying  in  wards  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  the 
maternal  abandonment  of  homeless  infants,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and 
personal  sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

§  3.  The  property,  business  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  of  at  least  seventeen  members,  and  the  persons  named  in 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  together  with  the  ex  officio  members  hereinafter 
named,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers.  All  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  the  board,  excepting  of  ex  officio  members,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board 
at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  The  membt-rs  constituting  the  board 
of  managers  may  at  any  time  be  increased  by  vote  of  the  board  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  ;  provided,  however,  that  said  board  shall  not  be  increased 
so  as  to  consist  of  more  than  thirty  members. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  of  said  City  and  County  of  New  York,  and  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Police,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  ex  officio  managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  managers,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business,  but  no  purchase,  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  real  estate,  nor  appointment  or  removal  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation, 
nor  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  board,  nor  any  contract  involving  an  expendi- 


ture  of  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  the  numbei  con- 
stituting the  board  of  managers  be  increased,  nor  any  by-law  be  adopted, 
amended  or  repealed  without  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  managers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  procure  or  erect  and 
maintain,  either  within  the  City  of  New  York  or  in  some  other  suitable  and  con- 
venient place  within  the  State  of  New  York,  and  distant  not  more  than  thirty 
miles  from  the  City  of  New  York,  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  an  asylum 
for  such  children  as  may  be  entrusted  to  and  received  by  them  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  shall  have  power  also  to  procure  or  erect  and  maintain, 
within  the  City  of  New  York,  a  house  of  reception  where  such  children  may  be 
first  received  and  temporarily  accommodated.  Whenever  any  child  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  said  corporation  in  such  house  of  reception,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  eight  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  next  succeeding,  to  place  such  child  in  their  asylum;  but 
such  child  shall  remain  in  said  house  of  reception  for  said  period  of  thirty  days, 
unless  sooner  discharged  and  removed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.    The  said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  under  care  and  management 

(1)  Children  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  found  in  the  City  of  New  York 
abandoned  or  deserted,  as  hereinafter  specified. 

(2)  Children  of  like  age,  born  out  of  wedlock,  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of 
the  mother,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(3)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  father  or  whose  mother  is  dead,  and  whose 
surviving  parent  is,  for  any  cause,  unable  to  maintain  them,  and  who,  by  consent 
in  writing  of  such  surviving  parent,  may  be  entrusted  to  said  corporation. 

(4)  Children  of  like  age,  whose  parents  are,  from  any  cause,  unable  to  main- 
tain them,  and  who,  by  consent  in  writing  of  the  father,  or,  in  case  the  father 
should  have  been  legally  declared  an  habitual  drunkard  or  a  lunatic,  or  shall  be 
imprisoned  on  conviction  of  crime,  or  shall  have  been  legally  declared  to  have 
abandoned  his  family,  then,  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  mother,  may  be  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

(5)  Children  of  like  age,  having  no  parent  living,  and  who,  by  consent  in 
writing  of  their  guardian,  or  nearest  relative  ot  full  age,  may  be  entrusted  to  said 
corporation. 

(6)  Children  of  like  age,  who  may  be  transferred  and  entrusted  to  said  cor- 
poration by  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York. 

§  7.  Children  entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  the  voluntary  act  of  then- 
parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relations,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  the  lawful  charge  and  custody  oi  said  corporation.  Such  entrusting  shall 
be  made  and  evidenced  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  in  form  substantially  as 
follows,  viz.:  I,  A.  B.  (father,  mother,  guardian  or  nearest  relative,  as  the  case 
may  be),  of  a  (male  or  female,  as  the  case  may  be)  infant  child  ;  aged  , 
named  (or  not  named,  as  the  case  may  be),  born  at  ,  do 

hereby  surrender  and  entrust  to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  for  the  period  of 
years,  the  entire  management  and  control  of  such  child,  and  do 
hereby  assign  to  and  invest  said  corporation  with  the  same  powers  and  control 
over  said  child  as  those  of  which  I  am  possessed. 

§  8.  Whenever  any  child  of  the  age  of  two  years,  or  under,  shall  be  found  on 
any  street,  avenue,  highway,  lane,  alley,  public  place,  dock,  pier,  vacant  lot  or 
yard,  or  in  any  vacant  or  uninhabited  room,  house,  tenement,  shed  or  building  ot 
any  kind,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  abandoned  or  deserted,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  policeman  or  other  person  so  finding  such  child  to  take,  or  cause  the  same  to 
betaken,  to  the  house  of  reception  that  may  be  provided  by  said  corporation  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  place  such  child  in  the  custody  of  such  corporation, 
thereupon  making  and  subscribing,  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in

Child  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  setting  forth  with  particularity  the  time  and  place, 
When  and  where,  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  by  whom  such  child 
was  so  found,  aband  jned  or  deserted.

§  10  If,  within  said  period  of  thirty  days  after  such  notice  shall  have  been 
so  posted  any  person  so  claiming  to  be  the  parent  or  lawful  guardian  of  such 
child  shall  make  oath  thereof  before  some  magistrate  of  the  City  ol  New  York 
such  magistrate  shall  thereupon  issue  a  summons  to  said  corporation  to  appear 
before  him.  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified,  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than 
tour  days  from  the  service  thereof,  to  attend  the  hearing  of  said  claim,  lor  such 
child,  and  with  said  summons  shall  be  served  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  so  made 
before  said  magistrate.  Upon  the  hearing,  if  the  claimant  shall  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  parent  ur  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
make  an  orJer  for  the  delivery  of  such  child  to  such  claimant.

dismiss  the  said  claim,  and  remand  such  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said 
corporation.  And  m  case  upon  the  hearing  the  claimant  shall  fail  to  establish  by 
competent  testimony,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  magistrate,  that  such  claimant  is 
the  pareni  or  lawful  guardian  of  such  child,  then  such  magistrate  shall  thereupon 
d.lo>]m,ss  tne  claim.  and  remand  the  child  to  the  care  and  custody  of  said  corpora- 

§  11.  In  case  no  such  claim  shall  be  made  within  the  said  period  of  thirty 
days,  or  being  made  within  that  period,  shall  be  dismissed  by  the  magistrate, 
then  such  child  shall  remain  and  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  lawful  care  and  custody 
of  the  said  corporation,  if  a  female,  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male 
until  the  age  ot  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  said  corporation, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  12.  If  at  any  time  within  three  years  after  any  child  so  found  abandoned 
or  deserted  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  the  custody  of  said  corpora- 
tion, as  above  provided,  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  any  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  County  Judge,  that  such  child 
was  for  any  cause  wrongfully  or  improv.dently  so  entrusted,  the  said  Board  shall 
thereupon,  upon  application  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  said  child,  discharge 
the  said  child,  and  restore  it  to  such  parents  or  guardian,  and  in  case  at  any 
time  after  such  abandoned  or  deserted  child  shall  have  been  entrusted  to  said 
corporation  it  shall  appear  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  such  child  and  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  expedient  or  proper  to 
discharge  such  child,  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  may,  in  their  discretion, 
thereupon  discharge  such  child,  and  restore  it  to  its  parents,  guardian  or  other 
protector  on  such  reasonable  terms  and  conditions  as  the  said  Board  may  deem 
right  and  proper.  ' 
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§  13.  Whenever  any  child,  being  in  the  custody  of  the  said  corporation, 
shall,  by  the  commission  of  any  crime,  or  by  confirmed  evil  habits,  have  become 
so  degraded  or  debased  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  an  im- 
proper subject  for  the  care  and  management  of  said  corporation,  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  have  the  power  to  deliver  such  child  into  the  custody  of  some  magis- 
trate or  other  competent  authority  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  due  course  ot  law. 

§  14.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power,  when  the  children  in  their 
care  shall  respectively  attain  a  proper  age,  to  procure  the  adoption  of  suitable 
foster-parents  ot  such  children  as  may  properly  be  so  adopted  out,  to  place  them 
at  suitable  employments  and  cause  them  to  be  instructed  in  suitable  branches  of 
knowledge,  and  at  discretion  to  bind  out  or  indenture  such  children,  when  of 
suitable  ages,  as  clerks,  apprentices  or  servants,  to  some  profession,  trade  or  em- 
ployment, for  such  time  or  period  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding,  how- 
ever, in  the  ca<e  of  girls,  to  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  in  the  case  of  boys,  to  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  children  volun- 
tarily entrusted  to  said  corporation  by  their  parents,  guardians  or  nearest  relatives, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  bind  out  or  indenture  any 
such  child  for  a  period  beyond  the  time  for  which  such  children  have  been  en- 
trusted to  said  corporation. 

§  15.  No  person  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been  bound  to  service  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  shall  assign 
or  transfer  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  to  any  other  person,  nor  let  or  hire 
out  for  any  period  the  services  of  such  child,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of 
s  iid  corporation ;  and  upon  granting  any  such  consent  the  said  corporation  may 
prescribe  and  impose  any  terms  and  conditions  they  may  deem  reasonable  and 
proper;  and  every  such  assignment,  when  duly  made  with  consent  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  the  eflcct  to  transfer  to  and  vest  in  the  assignee  all  the  rights  of  the 
original  master;  and  such  assignee  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  such  original  master. 

§  16.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  master  to  whom  any  child  shall  have  been 
bound  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  in  case  of  the  death  of  the 
assignee  of  any  such  master,  then  such  death  shall  have  the  effect  to  cancel  and 
annul  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  ;  and  thereupon  the  siid  corporation 
shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  oi  such  child,  and  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was 
made. 

§  17.  Any  indenture  or  contract  of  service  by  which  any  child  shall  have 
been  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may,  by  the  mutual  consent  of 
the  master  or  the  assignee  and  the  said  corporation,  be  cancelled  and  annulled 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  thereupon 
the  said  corporation  shall  resume  the  charge  and  management  of  such  child,  and 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  with  regard  to  it  as  before  the  indenture  or 
contract  of  service  was  made. 

§  18.  If  any  master  or  assignee  shall  be  guilty  ot  any  cruelty  or  misusage 
towards  any  child  so  bound  out  to  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  and  provide  proper  food  and  clothing  to  such  child,  or 
shall  commit  any  other  breach  or  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  indenture  or  con- 
tract of  service  under  which  such  child  is  held,  such  child  or  any  person  in  its 
behalf,  may  make  complaint  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion or  to  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
county  where  such  child  is  held  to  service,  or  to  the  mayor,  recorder  or  an  alder- 
man, or  any  other  magistrate  of  any  city  where  such  child  is  so  held  to  service, 
who  shall  thereupon  summon  the  said  master  or  assignee  to  appear  before  them 
or  him,  and  shall  examine  into,  hear  and  determine  such  complaint;  and  if,  upon 
such  hearing,  the  said  complaint  shall  appear  to  be  well  founded,  they  or  he  shall, 
by  certificate  in  writing,  discharge  such  child  from  the  obligation  of  service,  and 
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restore  such  child  to  the  charge  and  custody  of  said  corporation,  and  with  the  like 
power  as  before  the  said  indenture  or  contract  of  service  was  made  ;  and  the  said 
master  or  assignee  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  said  corporation,  in  a  civil  action,  for 
the  breach  of  the  agreement. 

§  19.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  the  guardian 
of  every  child  bound  out  or  held  forservice  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  see  that  the  terms  ot  the  contract  be  faithfully  performed  by  the  master  or 
assignee,  and  that  such  child  is  properly  treated.  And  they  shall  inquire  into 
the  treatment  of  such  child  and  redress  any  grievance  in  manner  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  20.  Every  master  or  assignee  to  whom  any  child  shall  be  bound  or  held  to 
service  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months 
during  such  term  of  service,  report  in  writing  to  the  Hoard  of  Managers  of  the 
said  corporation,  the  conduct  or  behavior  of  such  child,  and  whether  such  child  is 
living  under  the  care  of  the  person  to  whom  such  child  was  originally  bound,  and 
if  not,  where  and  with  whom  such  child  is  living.  And  all  indentures  and  con- 
tracts of  service  made  under  this  act  shall  in  terms  provide  for  such  report  being 
made. 

§  21.  All  damages  that  may  be  recovered  and  received  by  said  corporation  of 
any  master  or  assignee  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  the  indenture  or  contract  of 
service  by  which  any  child  shall  be  bound  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
after  deducting  therefrom  the  necessary  expenses  of  recovering  and  collecting  the 
same,  shall  be  held  by  the  said  corporation,  in  trust  for,  and  paid  over  to  said 
child  ;  if  a  female,  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  if  a  male,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  child  shall  die  before  attaining 
such  age,  the  said  damages  shall  revert  and  belong  to  the  said  corporation. 

§  22.  In  each  and  every  year  after  this  act  shall  take  effect  the  Board  ot 
Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York  shall  levy  and  collect  by  tax,  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  contingent  charges  and  expenses  of 
the  city  and  county  are  levied  and  collected,  and  pay  over  to  said  corporation,  a 
sum  of  money  at  the  rate  of  thirty -eight  cents  per  day,  in  monthly  payments,  for 
each  and  every  child  received  and  maintained  by  said  asylum;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  said  city  to  reimburse  and  pay  over  the  difference 
between  thirty-eight  cents  per  day,  and  the  amount  actually  received  by  said 
asylum  from  said  supervisors  since  the  passage  of  the  amendment  dated  April 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  to  the  aforesaid  act  of  incorporation 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.  It  is  further  provided,  that  whenever  any 
homeless  or  needy  mother  has  received  care  and  attendance  in  the  lying-in  wards 
of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  the  managers  ol  said  asylum  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county  treasurer,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  said  care  and  obstetric  attendance,  and  when- 
ever any  mother  thus  domiciled  and  attended  at  the  birth  of  her  child,  and  when- 
ever any  other  homeless  or  needy  mother  with  a  nursing  infant,  resides  at  the 
asylum,  by  the  request  of  its  officers,  and  wet-nurses  her  own  infant,  the  managers 
of  said  institution  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  shall  receive,  from  the  county 
treasurer,  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  per  month,  and  proportionally  for  any  frac- 
tion of  a  month,  lor  each  mother  so  remaining  under  their  charge  in  said  asylum, 
piovided  such  residence  shall  exceed  the  period  of  two  months,  to  be  paid,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  in  monthly,  quarterly,  or  annual  payments,  as  said  mana- 
gers may  request;  but  the  managers  of  the  said  institution  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  said  monthly  allowance  for  a  longer  period  than  for  one  year  for  any 
mother  so  remaining. 

§  23.  Whenever  any  child,  properly  chargeable  upon  the  fund  placed  by  law 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  shall,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  be  intrusted  and  supported  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation,  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  fund  the  sums  that  are  respect- 
ively designated  and  determined  by  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  section  of 
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this  act,  for  the  infants  and  children  of  the  two  classes  ot  ages  in  the  said  section 
respectively  named. 

§  24.  Schools  may  be  established  and  maintained  by  the  said  corporation, 
and  shall  participate  in  the  distribution  of  the  Common  School  fund  in  the  same 
manner  and  degree  as  the  common  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York, 
and  the  amount  so  distributed  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  cor- 
poration. 

§  25.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  corporation  shall,  on  or  before  the 
fourth  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  make  to  the  Legislature  and 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  a  detailed  report 
of  the  whole  number  of  children  received  by  the  said  corporation  during  the  year 
preceding,  specifying  the  age,  sex,  residence,  place  of  nativity,  and  also  the 
nationality  of  parents  when  it  can  be  ascertained,  and  whether  the  parents  are 
living  or  dead,  are  temperate  or  intemperate;  and  as  to  all  the  children  in  their 
charge  during  the  preceding  year,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to  instruction,  the 
nature  and  amount  of  punishment,  the  cases  of  disease,  the  number  apprenticed  or 
bound  out  to  service,  the  number  escaped,  the  number  of  deaths,  the  number  re- 
stored to  parents  or  guardians,  or  otherwise  discharged,  and  also  such  information 
as  they  may  have  received  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  have  been  bound  out  or 
apprenticed,  as  well  as  the  facts  generally  in  relation  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties  by  those  at  service;  also  the  industrial  occupation  and  pursuits  of  those  at 
service;  also  the  receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  corporation, 
and  its  general  operations,  with  their  results. 

§  26.  The  asylum  and  house  of  reception  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  visitation  and  inspection  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
New  York,  in  any  reasonable  manner  that  may  be  directed  by  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cause  said 
asylum  and  house  of  reception  to  be  visited  and  inspected  at  least  twice  each  year. 

§  27.  The  Board  of  Managers  ol  said  corporation  may  receive  children  in  said 
house  of  reception,  similarly  situated,  from  other  counties  in  this  State,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  them  and  the  superintendents  of  the  poor 
of  such  counties  respectively.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  the  several 
counties  shall  have  the  same  power  to  send  children,  under  such  agreement,  to 
said  house  of  reception,  as  the  said  managers  have  under  this  act,  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  children  of  said  counties. 

§  28.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


BY-LAWS. 


As  Amended  January  21,  1902. 


article  1. 

Of  Managers. 

Section  i.  When  any  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  except  in 
the  case  of  ex  officio  managers,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, nominate  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers,  a  person  to 
fill  such  vacancy,  but  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  such  nomination  until  the  suc- 
ceeding regular  meeting,  when  the  election  shall  proceed  by  ballot.  Any  person 
receiving  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  provided  a  majority  of  all  the 
managers  then  holding  office  are  present,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  manager  other  than  an  ex  officio  manager  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  to  make  satislactory  excuse  in 
writing  for  non-attendance  for  a  period  of  one  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  may, 
at  their  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  such  manager  vacant  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  any  meeting  consisting  ot  a  majority  of  all  the  managers  then 
in  office. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  whole  number  of  managers  then  in  office,  including  the 
ex  officio  managers,  shall  be  less  than  the  full  number  of  thirty,  as  authorized  by 
the  Act  of  Incorporation,  vacancies  to  that  extent  shall  be  deemed  to  exist. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  Officers  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  a 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  before  an  Annual  Meeting  may  be  filled  at  any  regular 
meeting  at  which  a  majority  of  the  Managers  then  holding  office  shall  be  present, 
and  the  officers  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration and  By-Laws.    He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  committees. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  ot  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
President.  Should  he  be  unable  to  act,  a  president  pro  tern,  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  papers  and 
documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  of  all  securities  owned  by 
it,  and  all  moneys  belonging  to  it.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Corporate 
Seal,  to  be  used  only  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall 
keep  an  account  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  Institution  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon 
receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the 
receipts,  expenditures  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  without  a  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  the  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
present  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  each  regular  meeting  a  report  of  all  funds 


received  ami  disbursed  by  him,  and  make  an  annual  report  of  the  same  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  keep  a  complete  list  of 
names  of  subscribers  and  donors.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Hoard  of  Managers  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  specifically  direct. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  notify  all  officers  and  managers  of  their  election,  inform  managers  of 
their  appointment  on  committees,  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  each  manager,  and  conduct  all  correspondence.  He  shall  inform  man- 
agers of  all  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  least  five  days  before  the 
meeting.  In  case  of  special  meetings  he  shall  inform  the  managers  at  least  twenty- 
tour  hours  before  the  time  set  for  such  meeting.  He  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  this  office. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Of  Committees. 

Section  i.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  the  President  shall  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  following  standing  com- 
mittees from  among  the  managers,  viz. :  An  Executive  Committee,  a  Finance 
Committee,  a  Nominating  Committee,  an  Auditing  Committee,  an  Inspection 
Committee,  a  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary  Regulation,  and  a 
Committee  on  Adoption  and  a  Building  Committee;  also  such  other  standing 
committees  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  necessary  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  Corporation.  The  managers  appointed  on  these  committees  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  appointment  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancies 
in  the  committees  as  may  occur  during  the  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  ot  nine  managers,  three  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Mondays  of  each  month  at  the  House  of  Reception,  or  at  such  other 
time  and  place  as  it  may  select,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary, 
or  when  called  by  the  Chairman,  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  They 
shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Institution,  provided 
such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with  those  established  by  the  Board 
of  Managers.  They  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  see  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its 
affairs,  having  a  due  regard  to  the  welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  They  shall  audit 
all  bills  and  accounts  for  payment,  and  at  their  succeeding  meeting  they  are  to 
examine  all  such  bills  to  see  that  they  are  duly  receipted.  They  shall  authorize 
such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary,  but  in  no 
case  shall  such  repairs  or  disbursements  exceed  $500,  without  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  excepting  for  the  monthly  pay-rolls  and  supplies. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
ot  Managers,  and  at  such  salaries,  as  the  Board  ot  Managers  may  direct,  a  Matron 
for  the  House  of  Reception,  and  a  Matron  for  the  Mt.  Vernon  Home. 

In  case  a  member  of  the  Resident  Medical  Staff,  Matron,  Clerk,  or  other  em- 
ployee shall  neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  for  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  may 
suspend  the  offenders  and  report  the  case  to  the  Board  ot  Managers  at  their  next 
meeting,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  appoint.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also  appoint, 
subject  to  the  order  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  such  salaries 
as  they  may  direct,  such  additional  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and  may  discharge  the  same  at  pleasure. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  such 
business  as  may  come  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  their  stated  meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over 
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the  finances  of  the  Corporation,  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  increasing  its 
funds  as  the  Board  of  Managers  from  time  to  time  direct.  Three  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

Sec.  4.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers,  of  whom 
the  Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  All  nominations 
for  positions  on  the  Medical  Board,  or  under  the  Medical  Board,  or  on  the  House 
Staff,  shall  be  referred  to  this  committee.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
Board  of  Managers  it  shall  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the  name  of  some 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers,  who  shall 
examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  together  with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board  of 

Managers. 

Sec.  6.  The  Inspection  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  managers  to  serve  each 
month,  and  during  such  term  of  service  they  shall  inspect  all  buildings  of  the  Cor- 
poration, inquire  into  the  behavior  of  all  attendants;  the  quality  of  the  food;  shall 
examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  confer  with  the  physicians  and  sur- 
geons as  to  the  condition  of  the  work.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and 
shall  enter  therein  at  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which 
book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings.  If  any  manager 
thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to  attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  procure  some  other  manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

This  inspection  shall  be  made  at  least  once  a  fortnight  at  the  Sixty-first  Street 
I  louse,  and  once  a  month  at  Mount  Vernon. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Medical  Service  and  Sanitary  Regulations  shall 
consist  of  five  managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  buildings  of  the  Corporation  and  the  health  of  their  inmates,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee,  with  such  assistance 
and  advice  from  the  Medical  Board  as  the  Committee  may  require. 

The  Committee  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  8.  The  Committee  on  Adoption  shall  consist  of  three  managers,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  adoption  of  children,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Sec.  9.  The  Building  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  managers  who  shall 
have  general  charge  of  the  construction  or  alteration  of  all  buildings  belonging 
to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  and  such  other  authority  in  relation  thereto,  as 
may  be  conferred  upon  them  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  10.  All  standing  committees  shall  be  required  to  report  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Ladies'  Committees. 

The  President  shall  annually  at  the  January  meeting  appoint  a  committee  of 
ten  ladies  to  visit  the  House  of  Reception  in  New  York  City,  and  a  committee  of 
six  ladies  to  visit  the  Country  Home  at  Mount  Vernon.  These  committees  shall, 
through  their  respective  chairmen,  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  President  of 
the  Corporation  on  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  House  of  Reception  and  of 
the  Country  Home. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Physicians. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  upon  the  recom- 
mendation and  approval  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  two  consulting  physicians 


and  two  consulting  obstetricians;  one  attending  physician  and  three  attending 
obstetricians  for  the  House  of  Reception  and  Lying- In  Department;  one  attending 
physician  for  the  Country  Home;  and  a  medical  registrar.  They  shall  together 
constitute  the  Medical  Board.  They  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
appointed. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint  annually  upon  the  recommendation 
and  approval  by  the  Nominating  Committee,  a  consulting  sanitarian  and  an  attend- 
ing sanitarian. 

Sec.  2.  The  consulting  physicians  and  consulting  obstetricians  may  be  called 
upon  for  advice  in  important  cases. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  resident  physician  in  each  branch  of  the  Asylum, 
and  such  assistant  resident  physicians  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  deem  neces- 
sary. They  shall  be  graduates  in  medicine  and  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Board  to  the  Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of 
Managers.    The  resident  physicians  shall  be  appointed  annually. 

Sec.  4.  The  service  of  the  attending  physician  at  the  House  of  Reception  and 
at  the  Country  Home,  respectively,  shall  be  continuous.  Each  attending  obste- 
trician in  his  turn  shall  be  on  duty  for  three  months  consecutively. 

Sec.  5.  The  attending  physician  and  attending  obstetrician  on  duty  shall  visit 
the  Asylum  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Sec.  6.  The  Medical  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  quarterly  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  the  month.  The  first  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
the  month  of  February;  at  which  meeting  the  Board  shall  organize  by  the  election 
of  a  chairman  and  a  secretary.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Medical  Board 
shall  hold  a  meeting  monthly. 

The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board;  in  his  absence,  how- 
ever, there  shall  be  elected  a  chairman  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Medical 
Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Medical  Board  shall  each  month  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  This  report  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  number  ot  confinements  during  the  month;  the  existence  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  if  any,  and  any  other  matters  that  the  Medical  Board  may  deem 
of  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  inmates,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions thereon  as  they  may  desire  to  make  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Medical  Board  shall  make  to  the  Board  of  Managers  an 
annual  report  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  The  Medical  Board  shall  recommend  a  Curator  and  Pathologist  to  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  conduct  all  post  mortem  examinations,  to  make  chemical  and  micro- 
scopical examinations  when  necessary,  and  to  preserve  and  properly  arrange  all 
specimens  belonging  to  his  department. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  vacancies  occur  in  the  Medical  Board,  the  Medical  Board  may 
suggest  to  the  Nominating  Committee  the  names  of  suitable  physicians  to  fill  such 
vacancies.  The  Nominating  Committee,  if  it  approves  of  the  physicians  so 
suggested,  may,  from  among  them,  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for 
appointment,  a  sufficient  number  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Of  Securities. 

All  bonds,  stocks  and  all  invested  securities  and  evidences  of  value  shall  be 
kept  in  a  safe  in  the  vault  of  a  Safe  Deposit  Company  to  be  taken  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation.  Access  to  the  safe  containing  the  securities  shall  only  be  had  by 
the  Treasurer  when  accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  in 
the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  by  two  members  of  the  Finance  Committee.  A

record  shall  be  made  of  each  visit  to  the  vault  in  a  lx)ok  provided  for  that  purpose, 
Btating  over  the  signature  of  the  visitors  all  changes  made  in  the  contents  of  the 
safe,  and,  when  no  changes  arc  made,  the  object  of  the  visit.  This  record  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  its  next  subsequent  meeting.  The 
principal  of  no  stock  or  bond  shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer,  nor  shall  any 
changes  be  made  in  the  investments  of  the  Corporation  without  authority  in 
writing  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Meetings. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
January,  and  of  each  alternate  month  thereafter,  at  8.30  i>.  M.,  at  the  House  of 
Reception  at  61st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  or  at  such  other  time  and 
place  as  the  President  may  direct,  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  at  any  time  and  place  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  of 
five  managers,  made  in  writing  to  the  Secietary;  the  time,  place  and  particular 
object  of  the  meeting  shall  be  specified  in  the  call. 

Sec.  2.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year,  at  8.30  P.  M.,  at  the  House  of  Reception, 
61  st  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  or  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  the  Presi- 
dent may  direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  business  of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  as  follows:

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Of  Matrons. 

Matrons  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Asylum  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  They 
shall  keep  such  books  and  records,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  as  may 
be  required  of  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

.  Section  i.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  a  clerk  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  office,  which  shall  be  located  in  the  House  of  Reception  at  61st 
Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  Executive  Committee  may  require. 

Sec.  2.  All  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Corporation,  except  those  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  kept  in  this  office,  and  open  to  inspection  of  the 
managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  revised  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  provided  a 
majority  of  the  managers  then  in  office  shall  be  present,  by  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  persons  present;  provided,  furthermore,  that  any  proposed  revision 
or  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers  in  writing  at 
a  preceding  meeting.

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REVIEW  OF  THE  YEARS. 

October  i,  1901,  to  Octobkr  i,  1903. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  two  years  covered  by  this 
report,  the  work  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  has  been 
carried  on  exclusively  at  its  House  of  Reception  at  Sixty- 
first  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  in  the  City  of  New 
York.  As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  Mount 
Vernon  land  was  sold,  and  the  buildings  thereon  closed, 
during  the  early  part  of  1902.  Since  that  time  only  the 
new  building  at  Sixty-first  Street,  and  the  remaining  old 
buildings  at  the  same  place,  have  been  available.  These 
have  been  used  to  their  fullest  capacity,  and  the  success  of 
the  work  is  attested  by  the  figures  given  in  the  Medical 
and  State  Board  of  Charities  reports  printed  in  this  pam- 
phlet. A  roof  garden,  which  has  been  in  operation  during 
the  whole  of  each  of  the  last  two  summers,  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  children. 

It  is,  however,  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  that  a  country  home  is  essential  to  the  com- 
plete carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum,  and  to  the  welfare  of  its  inmates,  and  consequently 
for  the  past  two  years  a  committee  of  the  Board  has  been 
engaged  in  the  task  of  selecting  a  site  for  a  new  country  home. 

This  Committee  examined  numerous  properties  in  West- 
chester County,  and  on  Staten  Island  and  Long  Island,  as  the 
charter  requires  the  location  to  be  within  30  miles  of  the 
City  of  New  York,  and  in  May,  1904,  they  recommended  the 
purchase  of  the  Dawson  Farm,  known  as  "  Sunny  Ridge," 
in  the  Town  of  Huntington,  Suffolk  County.  Long  Island, 
New  York.  This  property  has  since  been  purchased  and 
the  title  transferred  to  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum.  The 
farm  consists  of  about  146  acres  of  land  with  a  house,  and 
the  usual  farm  buildings  thereon,  and  has  a  commanding 
location  on  the  crest  of  a  ridge  with  an  extensive  outlook. 
The  water  supply  and  drainage  possibilities  are  good,  and 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Managers  that  the  site  is  peculiarly 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose  of  the  institution. 
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The  question  of  financing  the  New  Country  Home  still 
remains  to  be  settled,  but  a  committee  has  been  appointed 
to  devise  means  for  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  the 
buildings  which  should  be  erected,  and  it  is  the  firm  belief 
of  the  Managers  and  officers  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asy- 
lum that  their  generous  friends  who  have  helped  them  in 
the  past,  will  not  let  the  good  work  cease  for  lack  of  the 
necessary  buildings. 

The  present  condition  of  things  at  Sixty-first  Street  is  by 
no  means  satisfactory.  Although  the  new  building  erected 
in  1900  and  1901  is  all  that  a  modern  hospital  should  be 
in  structure  and  arrangement,  it  will  be  remembered  that 
this  building  is  but  4  stories  high,  instead  of  8,  as  was  in- 
tended, and  that  on  the  adjoining  portion  of  the  lot  the  old 
buildings  still  stand  and  are  in  use.  These  old  buildings 
are  fast  approaching  a  time  when  the)'  must  be  abandoned, 
in  spite  of  the  most  watchful  care  and  constant  repairing, 
and  the  Managers  feel  that  soon  they  will  be  called  upon  to 
build  on  the  additional  four  stories  of  the  present  new  build- 
ing, and  to  put  up  the  small  administration  building,  included 
in  the  plans,  and  so  be  able  to  remove  the  last  of  the  old 
buildings  now  standing  upon  the  property.  This  plan 
would  leave  unused  a  plot  of  land  100  x  100  feet  on  West 
Sixty-first  Street,  which  is  one-half  of  the  tract  now  owned 
and  occupied  by  the  institution,  which  could  be  sold  and 
the  proceeds  invested  for  the  purposes  of  the  institution. 

The  Committee  above  mentioned  which  is  to  devise  plans 
for  raising  money  for  the  New  Country  Home,  has  also 
been  charged  to  suggest  plans  for  procuring  the  funds  nec- 
essary for  these  buildings  at  Sixty-first  Street,  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  they  may  succeed. 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  said  that  the  principal  want  of 
the  institution  is  money  for  new  buildings,  and  if  this  is  pro- 
vided, the  v/ork  can  be  carried  on  in  a  manner  which  will 
be  productive  of  great  results  in  saving  the  lives  and  souls 
of  those  unfortunate  women  and  children  to  whom  the 
New  York  Infant  Asylum  extends  its  care  and  protection. 

We  appeal  to  our  friends  to  help  these  people. 
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Since  the  publication  of  the  last  annual  report  Dr.  T. 
Gaillard  Thomas,  President  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the 
New  York  Infant  Asylum,  has  died. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  May  19, 
1903,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed  and  ordered 
spread  at  length  on  the  minutes: 

"  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  of  Managers 
"  records  the  death  of  Dr.  T.  Gaillard  Thomas,  President 
"  of  our  Medical  Board.  Dr.  Thomas  was  a  member  of  the 
"  Board  of  Managers  during  the  year  of  the  reorganization 
"  of  the  Board,  and  while  the  very  radical  changes  in  the 
"  Medical  Staff  and  the  method  of  administration  of  the 
"  medical  work  were  being  made.  His  wide  experience  in 
"  hospital  management,  his  splendid  executive  ability  and 
"  his  scientific  learning  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
"  Asylum.  The  present  efficient  medical  service  is  largely 
"  due  to  his  active  interest  in  the  work,  both  in  its  reorgani- 
"  zation.and  later  as  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Board. 
"  Upon  the  completion  of  the  changes  in  the  Medical 
"  Management,  Dr.  Thomas  requested  to  be  allowed  to 
"  withdraw  from  his  office  as  a  Manager,  and  his  resigna- 
"  tion  was  reluctantly  accepted.  At  the  urgent  solicitation 
"  of  our  Board  he  consented,  however,  to  become  a  mem- 
"  ber  of  the  Medical  Board,  as  the  Consulting  Obstetrician. 
"  The  Medical  Board  at  once  elected  him  to  its  Presidency, 
"  a  position  which  he  held,  until  the  date  of  his  death. 
"  His  watchful  care  over  the  service  and  his  wise  counsel 
"  in  most  trying  circumstances  were  well  known  to  his 
"  colleagues,  who  recognized  in  him  a  leader  whom  they 
"  gladly  followed."

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A  STATEMENT 


OF  THE 

OBJECTS  AND   METHODS  OF  WORK 

OF  THE 

NEW  YORK  INFANT  ASYLUM. 


The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  was  established,  to  receive 
and  take  charge  of  foundlings,  and  other  infant  children,  of 
the  age  of  two  years  and  under,  which  might  be  entrusted 
to  its  care,  and  to  provide  for  their  support  and  moral, 
physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education.  Also,  to  pro- 
vide such  lying-in  wards,  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance, 
as  should  tend  to  prevent  the  maternal  abandonment  of 
homeless  children,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and  per- 
sonal sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  does  not  receive  into  its 
lying-in  wards,  any  woman,  who  has  previously  given  birth 
to  an  illegitimate  child.  It  is  more  than  a  lying-in  hospital. 
It  was  the  intent  of  the  framers  of  its  charter,  and  it  is  the 
constant  endeavor  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  officers, 
to  use  every  influence  to  keep  together  mother  and  child. 

The  charter  provides  that  no  money  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  to  the  institution,  for  the  support  of  any  woman,  unless 
she  has  been  an  inmate  for  more  than  two  months;  that 
such  payments  shall  continue  for  the  period  of  one  year; 
and  that  during  all  the  time  of  her  residence  at  the  Asylum, 
the  mother  must  nurse  her  child.  These  provisions  have 
for  their  object,  the  cultivation  of  that  maternal  affection, 
which  shall  lead  the  mother  to  keep  the  child  with  her,  and 
to  work  for  its  support,  after  she  leaves  the  Asylum. 

The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  and  the  methods  by  which 
it  works,  do  not  tend  to  pauperize  the  inmates.  The  aim 
is  to  make  them  self-supporting,  and  self-respecting  members 
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of  the^community,  and  to  induce  the  mothers  to  work  for 
the  support  of  their  children,  so  that  neither  mother  nor 
child  shall  again  become  a  public  charge.  The  cases  are 
few  where  a  woman,  after  residing  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
period  in  the  institution,  and  nursing  her  child,  has  gone 
back  to  an  immoral  life. 

During  the  past  two  years  1,136  women  and  1,171  children 
have  been  cared  for  in  the  institution.  It  has  been  repeatedly 
stated  in  the  annual  reports,  that  every  effort  is  made  to 
provide  children,  born  in  the  institution,  or  assigned  to  its 
care,  with  homes,  in  which  they  shall  receive  religious 
and  intellectual  instruction,  and  in  which  they  shall  not  be 
reminded  of  the  place  of  their  birth.  It  is  an  unending 
mortification  to  be  known  as  an  "  Institution  Child." 

The  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report,  giving  the  number 
of  inmates,  and  the  reports  of  the  medical  officers,  giving 
the  death  rate,  show  the  success  of  the  work,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact,  that  when  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
was  organized,  the  death  rate  among  children  of  the  kind 
cared  for,  was  upwards  of  ninety  per  cent.

NEW  YORK  INFANT  ASYLUM. 


A  Statement  by  the  Board 
York  Infant  Asylum  of 
and  Future  Needs 


of  Managers  of  the  New 
the  Present  Condition 
of  their  Charity. 


The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  was  established  by  act 
of  the  Legislature  in  1865  to  receive  and  take  charge  of 
foundlings,  and  other  infant  children,  of  the  age  of  two 
years  and  under,  which  might  be  entrusted  to  its  care, 
and  to  provide  for  their  support  and  moral,  physical,  in- 
tellectual and  industrial  education.  Also,  to  provide  such 
lying-in  wards,  and  methods  of  care  and  guidance,  as 
should  tend  to  prevent  the  maternal  abandonment  of  home- 
less children,  and  diminish  the  moral  dangers  and  personal 
sufferings  to  which  homeless  mothers  are  exposed. 

It  was  the  intent  of  the  framers  of  its  charter,  and  it  is 
the  constant  endeavor  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
officers,  to  use  every  influence  to  keep  together  mother 
and  child. 

The  methods  employed  by  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
in  carrying  on  its  work  do  not  tend  to  pauperize  the  in- 
mates. The  aim  is  to  make  them  self-supporting  and  self- 
respecting  members  of  the  community,  and  to  induce  the 
mothers  to  work  for  the  support  of  their  children,  so  that 
neither  mother  nor  child  shall  again  become  a  public 
charge.

During  the  past  two  years  1,010  women  and  1,576  chil- 
dren have  been  cared  for  in  the  institution.  It  has  been 
repeatedly  stated  in  the  annual  reports  that  every  effort  is 
made  to  provide  children,  born  in  the  institution,  or  assigned 
to  its  care,  with  homes,  in  which  they  shall  receive  religious 
and  intellectual  instruction,  and  in  which  they  shall  not  be 
reminded  of  the  place  of  their  birth.  It  is  an  unending 
mortification  to  be  known  as  an  "  Institution  Child." 

When  publishing  the  annual  report  of  the  New  York 
Infant  Asylum  for  the  two  years  ending  October  1,  1503, 
the  Managers  made  the  following  statement  : 

"  The  present  condition  of  things  at  Sixty-first  Street  is 
by  no  means  satisfactory.  Although  the  new  building 
erected  in  1900  and  1901  is  all  that  a  modern  hospital 
should  be  in  structure  and  arrangement,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  this  building  is  but  four  stories  high,  instead  ot 
seven,  as  was  intended,  and  that  on  the  adjoining  portion 
of  the  lot  the  old  buildings  still  stand  and  are  in  use.  These 
old  buildings  are  fast  approaching  a  time  when  they  must 
be  abandoned,  in  spite  of  the  most  watchful  care  and  con- 
stant repairing,  and  the  Managers  feel  that  soon  they  will 
be  called  upon  to  build  on  the  additional  three  stones  of 
the  present  new  building,  and  to  put  up  the  small  adminis- 
tration building,  included  in  the  plans,  and  so  be  able  to 
remove  the  last  of  the  old  buildings  now  standing  upon  the 
property.  *  *  *  In  conclusion,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
principal  want  of  the  institution  is  money  for  new  buildings, 
and  if  this  is  provided  the  work  can  be  carried  on  in  a 
manner  which  will  be  productive  of  great  results  in  saving 
the  lives  and  souls  of  those  unfortunate  women  and  children 
to  whom  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  extends  its  care 
and  protection. 

"  We  appeal  to  our  friends  to  help  these  people." 

Since  the  foregoing  statement  was  written  at  the  close  ol 
the  year  1903,  the  conditions  have  not  improved,  but  by  the 
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lapse  of  time  and  inevitable  deterioration  the  old  buildings 
of  the  corporation  at  Sixty-first  Street  have  reached  a 
stage  where  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  their  use  should 
be  discontinued  in  the  very  near  future.  The  Board  of 
Managers,  at  a  meeting  held  in  February,  1906,  voted  that 
the  old  buildings  should  be  closed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  need  of  adequate  accommodation  for  Protestant 
children  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  require  to  be  aided 
in  the  City  of  New  York  for  a  long  time  has  been  great, 
but  never  before  has  it  been  so  urgent  as  at  the  present 
moment. 

The  Infant  Hospital  on  Randall's  Island,  operated  by  the 
City  of  New  York  for  many  years,  was  closed  in  the  month 
of  June,  1905,  in  the  expectation  that  the  private  institutions 
of  the  City  would  be  able  to  take  up  and  carry  on  the  work 
which  had  been  done  there  for  a  long  time.  In  a  letter 
dated  August  29,  1905,  and  addressed  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  Dr.  D.  C.  Potter,  the  Chief 
Examiner  of  Accounts  of  Institutions  in  the  Comptroller's 
Office  of  the  City  of  New  York,  used  the  following  lan- 
guage, after  referring  to  the  recent  reduction  of  capacity 
of  certain  Protestant  institutions  : 

"  Instead  of  there  being  any  increase  in  the  capacity  of 
the  Protestant  Institutions  there  has  been  a  decrease  ;  and 
yet  the  City  is  growing  all  the  time  and  the  demands  are 
equally  increasing. 

"  To  make  clear  just  how  acute  the  situation  is  let  me  tell 
you  that  if  a  child  of  Protestant  affiliation  is  found  before 
the  Charity  Department  because  of  destitution,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  canvass  all  the  Protestant  Institutions  to  find  out 
whether  there  is  a  vacancy,  and  it  is  seldom  that  one  can 
be  obtained.  The  fact  that  this  condition  prevails  has  been 
called  to  the  attention  of  Protestant  clergymen,  City  Mis- 
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sion  Societies,  etc.,  again  and  again  during  the  last  few 
years,  but  no  step  has  been  taken  to  improve  the  situation. 
At  the  present  time,  from  absolute  necessity,  more  than  200 
Protestant  children  have  been  placed  in  Catholic  Insti- 
tutions. These  Institutions  do  not  want  them,  but  take 
them  to  accommodate  the  authorities  because  the  law  ex- 
plicitly provides  that  no  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  placed  in  a  Public  Institution. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  institutional  facilities  for  depend- 
ents the  Protestants  are  not  respectable.  We  are  not  to  be 
compared  either  to  the  Catholics  or  the  Jews. 

"'This  is  no  theory;  this  is  a  condition.'  These  are 
cold  facts  and  something  must  be  done  and  done  quickly, 
or  the  present  Institutional  system  will  have  to  be 
changed." 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  affairs  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  have  had  the  plans  for 
buildings  at  Sixty-first  Street,  originally  prepared  by  the 
late  James  Brown  Lord,  Esq.,  Architect,  revised  by  his 
successor,  Charles  Volz,  Esq.,  and  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  most  judicious  course  to  pursue  is  to  add 
three  stories  to  the  present  new  building  on  the  corner  of 
Amsterdam  Avenue  and  Sixty -first  Street,  which  is  100  x  50 
feet  in  dimensions,  and  to  build  adjacent  thereto  on  Am- 
sterdam Avenue  a  building  50  feet  square  which  should  be 
carried  to  a  height  of  eleven  stories,  or  four  stories  above 
the  top  of  the  larger  building.  This  would  give  a  tower 
effect  which  would  be  imposing  architecturally;  and  the 
wards  in  the  four  upper  floors,  high  above  all  surrounding 
structures,  with  air  and  light  on  all  sides  and  copious  sun- 
shine, would  be  unequaled  as  a  healthful  place  of  abode 
for  the  children,  both  sick  and  well,  who  should  be 
entrusted  to  the  charge  of  the  Institution,  besides  greatly 
increasing  the  accommodation  of  the  Institution  for  patients 
of  every  sort.

It  is  estimated  that  such  an  addition  to  the  present  new 
building,  and  the  construction  of  the  50-foot  building  and 
the  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  whole  would  cost  about 
$200,  coo. 

The  Board  of  Managers  therefore  very  earnestly  appeal 
to  all  those  into  whose  hands  this  statement  may  come,  to 
lend  their  aid  in  this  emergency,  and  to  relieve  the  shame 
of  Protestantism  by  providing  the  accommodations  so 
urgently  demanded. 

The  officers  of  the  Board,  or  any  of  the  Managers,  will 
be  glad  to  confer  with  those  who  are  interested,  and  all 
friends  are  requested  to  send  contributions,  however  small, 
at  once  to  the  President  or  Treasurer. 

The  Board  of  Managers  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
a  subscription  of  810,000  from  Mr.  Frederick  F.  Aver,  and 
a  subscription  of  $1,000  from  Mr.  George  Gordon  King, 
both  made  before  the  publication  of  this  appeal. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  the 
country  property  known  as  "  Sunny  Ridge,"  at  Green 
Lawn,  Long  Island,  purchased  in  1903,  has  been  retained 
by  the  corporation,  but  it  has  as  yet  been  impossible  to 
proceed  to  the  erection  of  buildings  for  a  country  home 
owing  to  the  general  lack  of  funds  and  the  more  pressing 
need  of  improvements  at  Sixty-first  Street.  It  is  the  hope 
and  expectation  of  the  Managers,  however,  that  when  the 
imperatively  needed  improvements  in  New  York  City  are 
completed,  they  may  be  able  to  proceed  to  the  erection  of 
adequate  buildings  on  Long  Island.

Among  the  fatal  cases,  forty-eight  were  less  than  two 
weeks  of  age.  Among  these,  sixteen  died  in  less  than  five 
days  after  admission.  Ten  died  from  the  fifth  to  the  tenth 
day  after  admission  into  the  institution. 

Fifty-seven  of  the  children  under  one  year  of  age  are 
wet-nursed  at  the  present  time.  One  hundred  and  nine  are 
bottle-fed.  It  has  been  found  that  placing  the  children 
under  six  months  of  age  on  wet-nurses  has  decreased  the 
mortality,  for  this  age,  eighty-seven  per  cent. 

It  would  be  greatly  to  the  interest  of  these  young  in- 
fants, if  the  more  delicate  could  be  wet-nursed  in  the 
institution,  where  they  could  be  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  house  physician.  As  many  as  possible 
of  the  older  children  who  are  well  should  be  placed  in 
families  where  the  child  may  receive  individual  care,  this 
being  an  advantage,  not  only  that  it  benefits  the  child 
in  question,  but  prevents  overcrowding,  and  reserves  the 
wards  and  the  services  of  the  nurses  for  those  who  are  ill. 
The  children  who  are  boarded  out  are  at  once  returned  to 
the  institution  when  illness  overtakes  them.  There  should 
be  some  provision  for  medical  attendance  in  case  of  sudden 
illness  for  those  infants  boarding  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  Asylum.  If  physicians  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
children  thus  placed  could  be  designated  to  care  for  the 
child  in  case  of  sudden  urgent  illness,  it  would  be  decidedly 
to  the  advantage  of  the  patients. 
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The  occupancy  of  the  private  rooms  would  doubtless  be 
considerably  increased  if  the  name  of  our  institution  could 
be  changed.  The  term,  asylum,  should  be  discarded  and 
the  institution  known  as  the  New  York  Maternity  and 
Children's  Hospital. 

We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  our  obstetrical  service 
has  maintained  a  high  decree  of  efficiency  with  correspond- 
ingly good  results.  There  have  been  two  Caesarian  opera- 
tions since  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  (one  in  No- 
vember, 1904,  the  other  in  December,  1905),  mothers  and 
children  all  surviving.

The  Ladies'  Committee  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
during  the  year  1905- 1906  held  a  meeting  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  every  month  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  F.  S.  Witherbee 
during  the  months  of  December,  January,  February,  March,. 
April  and  May. 

Mrs.  Bovvers,  Mrs.  Butler,  Mrs.  dePeyster,  Mrs.  King, 
Miss  LeRoy,  Mrs.  Pratt,  Mrs.  Robison  and  Mrs.  Thompson 
have  continued  to  serve  on  the  Committee,  and  the  one 
vacancy  has  been  most  satisfactorily  filled  by  Miss 
Schenck. 

The  ladies  are  all  interested  in  the  work  and  have  been 
more  regular  this  year  than  before  in  their  attendance  at 
the  monthly  meetings,  and  have  visited  the  Asylum  more 
frequently. 

The  Committee  sent  out  invitations  for  the  Christmas 
festival  and  provided  the  wreaths,  flowers,  plants,  cake  and 
music;  and  gifts  for  the  Matron,  Secretary,  Missionary  and 
two  Doctors  of  the  house  staff,  and  also  donated  a  hot 
water  kettle  which  has  long  been  needed  to  help  serve  the 
tea  at  festivals.

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NEW  YORK  INFANT  ASYLUM. 


A  Statement  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New- 
York  Infant  Asylum  of  the  Present  Condition 
and  Future  Needs  of  their  Charity. 


The  New  York  Infant  Asylum  was  established  by  act 
of  the  Legislature  in  1865,  with  the  object  as  stated  in  the 
act  of  incorporation,  "  to  receive  and  take  charge  of 
"  foundlings,  and  other  infant  children,  of  the  age  of  two 
"  years  and  under,  which  may  be  entrusted  to  their  charge 
"  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  provide  for  their  support 
"  and  moral,  physical,  intellectual  and  industrial  education. 
"  Also,  to  provide  such  lying-in  wards,  and  methods  of 
"  care  and  guidance,  as  shall  tend  to  prevent  the  maternal 
"  abandonment  of  homeless  infants,  and  diminish  the  moral 
"  clangers  and  personal  sufferings  to  which  homeless 
•'  mothers  are  exposed.'' 

It  was  the  intent  of  the  framers  of  the  charter,  and  it  is 
the  constant  endeavor  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
officers,  to  use  every  influence  to  keep  together  mother 
and  child. 

The  methods  employed  by  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
in  carrying  on  its  work  do  not  tend  to  pauperize  the  in- 
mates.   The  aim  is  to  make  them  self-supporting  and  self- 
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respecting-  members  of  the  community,  and  to  induce  the 
mothers  to  work  for  the  support  of  their  children,  so  that 
neither  mother  nor  child  shall  again  become  a  public 
charge. 

During  the  year  ending  October  i,  1906,  580  women  and 
1086  chhildren,  and  during  the  year  ending  October  1, 
1907,  540  women  and  i486  children  have  been  cared  for  by 
the  institution.  It  has  been  repeatedly  stated  in  the  annual 
reports  that  every  effort  is  made  to  provide  the  children 
born  in  the  institution,  or  assigned  to  its  care,  with  homes 
in  which  they  shall  receive  religious  and  intellectual  in- 
struction, and  in  which  they  shall  not  be  reminded  of  the 
place  of  their  birth. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  annual  report,  negotia- 
tions have  been  carried  on  with  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  with  a  view  to  a  consoli- 
dation of  that  institution  with  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum,  and  both  Boards  have  voted  in  favor  of  such  a 
consolidation.  Each  of  these  institutions  is  engaged  in 
substantially  similar  work,  and  from  every  point  of  view 
the  result  of  such  a  consolidation  could  not  fail  to  be  most 
favorable.  Consolidation  is  the  order  of  the  day,  and  a 
large  and  strong  institution  is  able  to  render  much  better 
service  than  two  small  institutions,  and  is  moreover  able  to 
attract  a  very  superior  class  of  assistants  in  its  medical  and 
nursing  departments.  It  is  hoped  that  this  consolidation 
will  be  put  into  effect  during  the  next  year. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  of  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum  at  Sixty-first  Street  remained  the  same  until  the 
month  of  May,  1908,  when  contracts  were  signed  for  the 
construction  of  three  additional  fireproof  stories  on  the 
present  new  building.  This  will  add  greatly  to  the  capacity 
of  the  institution  as  long  as  the  present  old  buildings  are 


continued  in  use,  and  will  enable  these  old  buildings  to  be 
abandoned  at  any  time,  without  a  reduction  of  the  present 
work,  should  such  a  step  become  necessary. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  out-door  work  of  the 
institution,  which  consists  of  boarding  out  children  in 
homes,  has  enormously  increased.  On  October  i,  1905, 
the  number  of  children  boarded  out  in  homes  was  139.  On 
October  1,  1906,  the  number  was  197.  On  October  1, 
1907,  the  number  was  489,  and  on  June  1,  1908,  the  number 
had  increased  to  something  over  600. 

In  1902  when  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  Mount 
Vernon  home,  the  Out-Door  Department  of  the  New  York 
Infant  Asylum  was  organized  and  carried  on  for  three  suc- 
cessive years  with  comparatively  few  children  to  care  for. 
Early  in  1905,  however,  when  the  Department  of  Charities 
of  the  City  of  New  York  closed  the  Children's  Hospital  on 
Randall's  Island,  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  was  forced 
to  expand  this  branch  of  its  work  and  receive  the  Protest- 
ant and  Jewish  children,  which  formerly  were  sent  to 
Randall's  Island.  Two  graduate  nurses  were  placed  in 
charge  of  the  boarded-out  children,  and  a  system  of  visiting 
and  reporting  was  instituted,  and  an  arrangement  was 
made  with  a  physician  for  immediate  attendance  on  these 
children  in  case  of  necessity.  An  out-door  clinic  for  board- 
ing-out children  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  out- 
door attending  physician  and  of  the  house  staff  was  also 
instituted,  and  a  rule  was  made  requiring  every  boarding- 
out  child  to  be  brought  monthly  to  the  institution  for 
examination,  and  pamphlets  of  instruction  were  prepared 
giving  the  necessary  directions  for  the  care  of  children  in 
English,  French  and  Italian,  and  were  distributed  among 
the  women  with  whom  children  were  boarded  out.  Miss 
Christine  F.   Maizacher,  superintendent  of  the  out-door 
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work  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum,  has  had  charge  of 
this  work  from  its  inception. 

On  January  i,  1908,  the  out-door  obstetrical  clinic  here- 
tofore maintained  by  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic  in  conjunction 
with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  was  taken 
over  by  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum  and  has  since  been 
carried  on  with  success.  This  department  assumes  charge 
of  needy  women  in  confinement  at  their  homes,  where  they 
are  furnished  with  physicians,  nurses,  and  with  any  sup- 
plies necessary  for  their  well-being  in  childbirth.  An  im- 
portant advantage  to  this  large  class  of  deserving  women 
in  their  hour  of  distress,  is  that  they  are  saved  from  the 
many  physical  injuries  so  often  resulting  from  the  ignor- 
ance of  midwives  in  attendance  on  such  occasions,  and 
which  later  on  send  the  unfortunate  mothers  into  hospitals 
for  operations. 

In  opening  this  department  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
is  resuming  a  branch  of  the  charitable  work  carried  on  for 
many  years  most  successfully  by  the  Old  Marion  Street 
Maternity  Hospital.  In  1901  when  the  New  York  Infant 
Asylum  took  charge  of  the  work  of  the  Old  Marion  Street 
Maternity  Hospital  it  was  impossible  to  provide  for  their 
out-patient  service  and  that  department  of  necessity  lapsed. 
It  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  enter  upon  this  work 
again,  and  the  many  friends  of  the  Old  Marion  Street 
Maternity  Hospital  will  be  glad  to  know  that  it  is  again  in 
operation. 

In  the  month  of  May,  1908,  an  offer  was  made  by  Mrs. 
Richard  Aldrich  for  the  use  of  her  house  No.  317  West  74th 
Street,  known  as  the  Egerton  Nursery,  to  the  New  York 
Infant  Asylum  during  the  coming  summer.  This  house  is 
fitted  up  as  a  nursery  and  accommodates  eighteen  children. 
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The  proposition  was,  that  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
should  provide  nurses,  but  Mrs.  Aldrich  would  feed  the 
children.  Mrs.  Aldrich's  offer  was  accepted  with  thanks, 
and  at  the  time  of  the  publication  of  this  report  the  house  is 
occupied  by  children  from  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum. 

With  all  this  excellent  work  going  on  the  Board  of 
Managers  are  sorely  handicapped  by  lack  of  funds  to  pro- 
vide adequate  buildings.  The  Boarding-Out  Children's 
Department  alone  requires  the  whole  Hoor  of  a  large  build- 
ing for  the  monthly  examination  of  600  children  with  their 
foster  mothers,  and  the  out-door  obstetrical  service  also  re- 
quires considerable  space  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
medical  and  nursing  staff,  apparatus  and  supplies.  The 
Board  earnestly  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  they 
may  meet  with  a  generous  response  from  their  friends  and 
co  workers  which  may  enable  them  to  properly  and  ade- 
quately complete  the  plans  which  have  been  approved  for 
the  further  enlargement  of  the  Institution  Buildings.

Among  the  fatal  cases  thirty-two  were  less  than  two 
weeks  of  age.  Fifteen  were  under  six  months  of  age.  In 
twenty-two  the  issue  was  fatal  within  ten  days  after  admis- 
sion into  the  hospital. 

During  the  past  year  625  infants  have  been  wet-nursed. 

The  mortality  of  all  children  in  the  institution  is  twelve 
per  cent.,  a  remarkable  record.  Excluding  those  who 
died  from  prematurity,  accidents  incident  to  birth,  and 
those  infants  who  were  received  into  the  institution  in 
practically  a  dying  condition,  the  mortality  is  reduced  to 
the  astonishing  figure  of  a  trifle  over  eight  per  cent. 

During  the  past  year  two  out-patient  services  have  been 
established,  one  in  obstetrics,  the  other  in  children  under 
the  charge  of  Dr.  R.  S.  Haynes.  The  out  door  obstetric 
service  will  unquestionably  greatly  increase  the  number  of 
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applicants  for  confinement  in  the  institution  and  enhance 
its  field  of  usefulness  in  this  work.  The  formation  of  the 
out-patient  service  for  children  which  has  been  in  existence 
several  months  has  already  shown  most  excellent  results. 
The  wet-nursed  and  boarding  babies  are  brought  at  desig- 
nated times  and  examined  by  Dr.  Haynes  and  the  House 
Staff.  In  this  way  through  keeping  the  children  under 
continuous  medical  observation  errors  in  their  manage 
ment  are  readily  discovered  and  corrected.  Children  who 
are  ill  or  not  thriving  satisfactorily  ma)-  be  brought  into 
the  hospital,  or  better  homes  found  for  them  ;  by  this  means 
of  additional  supervision  the  institution  will  keep  in  much 
closer  touch  with  its  charges. 

I  beg  to  repeat  what  was  stated  in  a  previous  report  that 
the  occupancy  of  the  private  rooms  would  doubtless  be 
considerably  increased  if  the  name  of  our  institution  could 
be  changed.  The  term  asylum  should  be  discarded  and 
the  institution  known  as  The  New  York  Maternity  and 
Children's  Hospital. 

During  the  current  year  the  obstetrical  service  has  main- 
tained its  usual  high  degree  of  efficiency. 

Within  the  past  three  months  Dr.  R.  G.  Freeman  and 
Dr.  H.  McM.  Painter  have  been  added  to  the  Attending 
Staff.  Dr.  Geo.  T.  Harrison  has  resigned  as  Attending 
Obstetrician  and  has  been  appointed  to  the  Consulting 
Staff.

For  the  Year  1906- J  907. 

The  Ladies'  Committee  of  the  New  York  Infant  Asylum 
(faring  the  winter  of  1906- 1907  held  their  meetings  at  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Witherbee,  in  December, 
March,  April  and  May.  The  January  meeting  was  omitted, 
as  the  Christmas  Festival  on  December  27th  took  its  place. 
The  meeting  in  February,  1907,  was  held  at  the  residence 
(if  Mrs.  Bowers. 

At  the  meetings,  the  plans  for  Christmas  and  Easter 
festivals,  and  Lenten  Sewing  Class,  are  discussed  and  ar- 
ranged ;  the  work  of  the  Missionary  is  gone  over ;  resigna- 
tions from  the  Committee  are  presented  and  vacancies  filled. 
The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  reg- 
ular in  attendance  at  these  monthly  meetings,  and  then 
arrange  for  the  members  to  visit  the  Asylum  each  week. 
The  tour  of  inspection  always  results  in  a  favorable  report 
of  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  Mrs.  Isherwood  (the 
matron  in  charge)  succeeds  in  keeping  the  wards,  though 
often  under  adverse  circumstances,  especially  in  the  old 
building.  The  Ladies'  Committee  most  earnestly  trust 
that  this  same  building  may  be  demolished  before  long  and 
a  new  one  erected,  as  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  wards  in 
this  building  in  a  thoroughly  desirable  condition. 

The  Committee, 
Mrs.  Bowers,  Mrs.  Butler,  Mrs.   DePeyster,  Mrs.  King, 
Miss  LeRoy,  Mrs.  Pratt,  Mrs.  Robison,  Miss  Schenck,  Mrs. 
Thompson,  and  Mrs.  Witherbee,  served  during  the  year. 

Christmas  Festival. 
The  Committee  sent  out  invitations  for  the  Christmas 
Festival;  provided  the  wreaths,  flowers,  plants  and  cake  ; 
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also  gilts  for  the  Matron,  Secretary,  Missionary  and  two 
doctors  of  the  house  staff.  It  is  a  gratification  to  be  able 
to  report  a  larger  attendance  at  the  Festival  than  usual. 

At  Eastertide, 
the  Committee  provided  the  plants  and  lilies,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  note  the  smile  of  welcome  brightening  the 
faces  of  the  patients  as  the  Easter  blooms  are  placed  in  the 
wards. 

The  Lenten  Sewing  Class 
met  as  in  previous  years  at  Mrs.  DePeyster's.     The  good 
work  done  cannot  be  too  highly  praised,  and  the  supply  of 
linen  for  the  Asylum  was  greatly  increased  by  the  result  of 
its  labors. 

Thk  Missionary. 

The  Committee  were  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services 
of  Mrs.  Vredenbergh.  She  has  visited  the  wards  twice  a 
week,  and  her  bedside  talks  with  the  women  have  a  marked 
influence  over  many  of  them. 

The  Missionary  provides  bibles  and  prayer  books, 
through  the  Committee,  for  all  who  desire  them,  and  it 
was  quite  noticeable  that  a  larger  number  were  called  for 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Roof  Garden. 
In  the  summer  ot  1906  Mrs.  Witherbee  started  a  roof 
garden  with  twelve  boxes  of  trellised  ivy,  other  plants, 
seeds  and  flowers,  and  as  it  gave  the  patients  much  pleas- 
ure the  Ladies'  Committee  decided  to  continue  and  enlarge 
it  in  the  summer  of  1907  ;  and  they  donated  twelve  more 
boxes  of  trellised  ivy,  four  arbor-vitas  trees,  and  four  privet 
trees.  The  roof  garden  proved  a  boon  to  many  during  the 
hot  summer  nights,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  con- 
tinued in  the  future.
